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PREFACE. 


The  Testa  de  Nevill  of  1807, 

In  December  1804,    the   Royal  Commissioners  on  the 
Public  Records  made  an  order  : — 

"That  the   Books  intituled   '  Testa   de  Nevill'   in 
the    King's    Remembrancer's    Office,    containing    an 
account  of  Knights'  Fees  and  Serjeanties  in  the  reigns 
of  Henry  the  Third  and  Edward  the  First,  be  forth- 
with transcribed  and  printed." 
The  book  thus  authorised  was  published  in  folio  in  1807, 
and  for  more  than  a  century  it  has  been  "  at  once  the 
hunting-ground  and  the  despair  of  the  topographer  and 
the    student  of  genealogy."1     It  bristles  with  error   and 
confusion  throughout.     The  very  title-page  is  misleading : — 
"  Testa    de   Nevill   sive   Liber   Feodorum   in   curia 
Scaccarii,  Temp.  Hen.  III.  and  Edw.  I." 
Although  the  greater  part  of  the  text  belongs  to  the  reign  of 
Henry  III,  the  sections  belonging,  to  the  reign  of  Edward  I 
actually  occupy  less  space  than  sections  belonging  to  the 
reign  of  John,  while  some  scattered  sections  date  back  even 
to  the  reign  of  Richard  I. 

The  Preface  runs  as  follows  : — 

"  In  the  King's  Remembrancer's  Office  of  the  Court 
of  Exchequer  are  preserved  Two  ancient  Books  called 
the  Testa  de  Nevill,  or  Liber  Feodorum,  which  are 
described  in  the  Return  of  Abel  Moysey,  Esq.  Deputy 
King's  Remembrancer,  printed  in  the  Reports  from 
the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  State  of  the  Public 
Records  of  the  Kingdom,  &c.  Page  138,  as  containing 
"  Nomina  Villarum,  Serjeanties,  and  Knights  Fees,  in 

1  Round,  The  Commune  of  London,  p.  261, 
Wt.  3705.     375.     12/20.     H.T.  Ltd, 
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several  Counties,  taken  by  Inquisition  temp.  Hen.  III. 
and  Edward  I.  "  ;  and  it  is  there  also  observed,  "  that 
these  Two  Books  contain  the  Compilations  known  by 
the  Name  of  Testa  de  Nevill ;  "  and  that  in  the  Cover 
of  each  Book  there  is  a  Memorandum  in  an  ancient 
Hand,  of  which  the  following  is  a  Copy  ;  "  Contenta 
pro  Evidenciis  habeantur  hie  in  Scc'io  et  non  pro 
Recordo." 

"  These  Books  contain  principally  an  Account, 

1 .  Of  Fees  holden  either  immediately  of  the  King,  or 

of  others  who  held  of  the  King  in  Capite,  and  if 
alienated  whether  the  Owners  were  enfeoffed  ab 
antiquo,  or  de  novo,  as  also  Fees  holden  in  Frank- 
almoign, with  the  Values  thereof  respectively. 

2.  Of  Serjeanties  holden  of  the  King,  distinguishing 

such  as  were  rented  or  alienated,  with  the  Values 
of  the  same. 

3.  Of  Widows   and   Heiresses  of  Tenants  in   Capite, 

whose  Marriages  were  in  the  Gift  of  the  King, 
with  the  Values  of  their  Lands. 

4.  Of  Churches  in  the  Gift  of  the  King,  and  in  whose 

Hands  they  were. 

5.  Of  Escheats,  as  well  of  the  Lands  of  Normans  as 

others,  in  whose  Hands  the  same  were,  and  by 
what  Services  holden. 

6.  Of  the  Amount  of  the  Sums  paid  for  Scutage  and 

Aid,  &c.  by  each  Tenant. 

"The  Books  appear  to  have  been  compiled  near  the 
Close  of  the  Reign  of  Edward  the  Second,  or  the 
Commencement  of  that  of  Edward  the  Third,  partly 
from  Inquests  taken  on  the  Presentments  of  Jurors  of 
Hundreds  before  the  Justices  itinerant,  and  partly 
from  Inquisitions  upon  Writs  awarded  to  the  Sheriffs 
for  collecting  of  Scutages,  Aids,  &c. 

"From  what  Circumstance  they  have  obtained  the 
Name  of  Testa  de  Nevill  is  not  ascertained ;  there  are 
however  Two  Persons,  to  either  of  whom  they  may 
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be  assignable,  viz.  Ralph  de  Nevill,  an  Accountant  in 
the  Exchequer  and  Collector  of  Aids  in  the  Reign  of 
Henry  the  Third,  whose  Name  occurs  in  the  Book 
p.  39,  and  Jollan  de  Nevill,  a  Justice  itinerant,  of  the 
same  Reign,  who,  as  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage,  Vol.  I. 
p.  288,  supposes,  may  have  been  the  Author. 

"The  Entries  which  are  specifically  entitled  "Testa 
de  Nevill/'  are  evidently  Quotations,  and  form  com- 
paratively a  very  small  Part  of  the  Whole  :  they  have 
in  all  Probability  been  copied  from  a  Roll  bearing  that 
Name,  a  Part  of  which  is  still  extant  in  the  Chapter 
House  at  Westminster,  consisting  of  Five  small  Mem- 
branes, containing  Ten  Counties ;  the  Roll  appears 
to  be  of  the  Age  of  Edward  the  First,  and  agrees 
verbatim  with  the  Entries  in  these  Books.

There  is  evidence  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  old  Record 
Commission  preserved  at  the  Public  Record  Office  that  this 
very  perfunctory  Preface  was  composed  by  Illingworth. 
Caley  altered  a  few  words  in  the  draft  and  affixed  his 
signature.  Nevertheless  he  was  described  as  "editor  "  and 
as  having  done  work  in  "preparing  and  revising  for  press."1 
Illingworth  is  moreover  credited  with  "attending  at  Chapter 
House,  examining  Testa  de  Nevill,  abstracting,  etc.,  trans- 
cribing and  collating  records/'  The  suggestion  in  the 
Preface  that  part  of  the  Book  was  copied  from  the  roll 
formerly  preserved  at  the  Chapter  House  proves  to  be 
erroneous.2 

If  either  Caley  or  Illingworth  had  studied  the  entry 
which  stands  first  in  the  present  edition,  he  might  have

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gone  on  to  ascertain  from  Fuller's  Worthies  that  Roger  de 
Bavent  who  is  described  as  sheriff  of  Yorkshire  held  that 
office  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I,  and  from  L,e  Neve's  Fasti 
that  no  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  bore  a  name  beginning 
with  'H'  between  the  years  1205  and  1414.  The  editor 
or  editors  may  of  course  have  supposed  that  certain 
returns  (now  known  to  date  from  the  year  1212)  which 
contain  allusions  to  '  King  Henry,  the  king's  father/  dated 
only  from  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  but  a  return  from  the 
sheriff  of  Stafford  addressed  '  Excellentissimo  domino  suo 
J.  Dei  gracia  illustri  regi  Anglie  '*  ought  to  have  suggested 
to  the  most  careless  editor  that  it  could  not  belong  to  either 
of  the  reigns  mentioned  on  the  title-page. 

The  Preface  to  the  volume  published  in  1807,  set  out 
above,  is  followed  by  a  list  of  counties  and  by  facsimiles 
of  two  passages  in  the  Edwardian  manuscript.  The  text 
extends  to  418  pages,  printed  in  double  column  from  a 
transcript  made  by  "a  man  of  the  name  of  Simpson, 
who  was  a  writer  in  the  Exchequer."2  Numerals  in  the 
margin  indicate  the  pagination  of  the  two  volumes  copied 
by  him,  and  Illingworth  collated  his  transcript  with  the 
Book.  The  notorious  faults  of  the  printed  volume  are 
presumably  due  to  Caley,  if,  as  stated,  he  "  corrected  the 
press." 

Many  as  are  the  shortcomings  of  the  Edwardian 
manuscript,  the  compilers  of  it  generally  had  the  good 
sense  to  leave  blank  spaces  between  the  different  sections, 
and  furthermore  to  mark  the  beginning  of  each  new  section 
by  a  fresh  heading  in  larger  lettering.  Nevertheless  in  the 
edition  of  1807,  sections  different  in  character  and  in  date 
are  often  printed  consecutively,  without  even  a  note  to 
suggest  that  there  should  be  an  interval  between  them. 
Conversely,  blank  spaces,  emphasised  by  lines  across  the 
text,  have  been  introduced  at  haphazard  in  sections  which

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should  proceed  continuously.  The  most  charitable  theory 
is  that  Caley  left  the  printers  to  deal  with  the  transcript 
as  they  pleased.     Anyhow,  the  result  is  chaotic. 

The  volume  thus  published  in  1807  has  an '  Index  Iyoco  rum  ' 
and  an  *  Index  Nominum/  compiled  by  a  Mr.  Ellis  and  a 
Mr.  Home  respectively.  The  former,  extending  from 
page  419  to  page  523,  is  in  point  of  fact  a  series  of  indexes 
purporting  to  deal  separately  with  the  different  counties. 
Some  errors  in  it  are  clearly  due  t,o  the  arrangement  of  the 
Book  itself.  Although  this  index  makes  no  attempt  to 
correct,  or  to  bring  together,  the  variant  forms  of  particular 
local  names,  it  appears  to  be  fairly  complete.  The  index 
of  persons,  extending  from  page  524  to  page  599,  does  not 
possess  even  that  merit. 

Considering  the  character  of  the  printed  (  Testa  de  Nevill  y* 
it  is  not  surprising  that  students,  even  some  of  the  best, 
have  been  misled  by  it.  In  default  of  any  editorial 
guidance,  they  have  been  left  to  determine  for  themselves 
whether  particular  entries  date  from  the  accession  of 
Henry  III.  in  1216  or  from  any  one  of  the  succeeding  years 
down  to  the  death  of  Edward  I.  in  1307.  Some  writers 
have  referred  to  "the  date  of  the  Testa  de  Nevill/'  appar- 
ently unaware  that  its  contents  range  from  1198  down  to 
1293,  nearly  a  whole  century. 

The  Liber  Feodorum  of  1302. 

The  manuscript  officially  styled  '  Liber  Feodorum  '  and 
commonly  known  as  '  Testa  de  Nevill '  consists  of  two 
stout  volumes  of  parchment  leaves  now  measuring  12J 
inches  by  9  inches.  Originally  the  pages  were  larger,  but 
the  medieval  binder  has  cut  down  the  margins,  and  even 
removed  some  of  the  writing  at  the  tops  and  edges  of  the 
leaves.  Recent  investigations  have  led  to  the  discovery 
of  an  entry  of  a  payment  debited  to  John  of  Drokensford, 
keeper  of  the  Wardrobe,  in  June  1302,  which  gives  the 
date  at  which  the  Book  was  written  and  even  the  name  of 
the  scribe,  in  the  following  words  : — 
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"  Eidem,  ix°  die  Junii,  iij.s.  liberati  Willelmo  de 
Coshals,  clerico,  in  persolucione  iiij.l.  xiij.s.  pro  lxij. 
peciis  scribendis  de  libro  qui  vocatur  librum  (sic) 
de  feodis,  videlicet  pro  pecia  xviij-d."1 

In  the  same  year,  the  Book  was  bound.  Among  the  entries 
of  further  payments  debited  to  John  of  Drokensford  there 

is  the  following  : — 

"  Eidem,  xxiiijto  die  Novembris,  x.s.  liberati  Johanni 

le  Iyumynor  pro  ligatura  duorum  librorum  de  feodis 

Anglie    de    novo    scriptorum,    per   preceptum    P.    de 

Wylughby,  tenentis  locum  thesaurarii,  nunciante  W.  de 

BrichulT."2 

Nine  years  later,  the  Book  was  certainly  in  use.    On  the  3rd 

of  November,  1311,  a  royal  writ  was  issued  to  the  Treasurer 

and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  ordering  search  to  be  made  in 

the  rolls  of  their  department  as  to  the  rights  of  the  Crown  in 

the  hospital  of  Hornchurch  during  the  voidance  of  the  office 

of  warden.     In   reply  the  Treasurer  and  Barons  supplied 

some  information  from  a  roll  of  the  year  1253  and  added-: — 

((  Comperimus  eciam  in  libro  feodorum  in  Essex  in 

Testa    de    NevilF    in    Hundredo    de    Bekyntre    quod 

ecclesia  de  Haveringges  est  de  donacione  domini  regis, 

et  Rex  Henricus  avus  dedit  earn  fratribus  de  Monte 

Jovis."3 

Their  reference  is  to  page  247  of  the  second  volume  of  the 
Book  of  Fees,  which  contains  a  transcript  of  part  of  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  before  the  justices  in  eyre  in 
Essex  in  the  years  1218-1219. 4  It  should  be  noted,  how- 
ever, that  the  passage  is  not  described  in  the  Book  as 
derived  '  de  Testa  de  Nevill '  ;  indeed  none  of  the  matter 
transcribed  for  that  county  bears  that  description. 

In  like  manner  on  the  1st  of  July,  1314,  the  Treasurer 
and    Barons   were    directed    to    supply   information    with

regard  to  the  manor  of  Boxworth  in  Cambridgeshire,  and 
they  answered  : — 

"  Compertum    est    in    libro    feodorum    sub    titulo 

Baronie  Picoti  quod  Rogerus  de  Huntingfeld  tenet  in 

Bokesworth  quartam  partem  unius  feodi  de  domino 

rege."1 

Their  reference  is  to  page  589  of  the  second  volume  of  the 

Book  of  Fees. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  accumulate  later  instances  in 
which  the  officers  of  the  Exchequer  furnished  the  Chancery 
with  extracts  of  this  kind.  When  asked  for  information 
concerning  tenures,  they  regularly  referred  to  the  Liber 
Feodorum,  just  as  they  did  to  Domesday  Book  and  to  the 
Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  which  were  also  in  their 
custody.2 

A  transcript  of  the  sections  of  the  Liber  Feodorum  relating 
to  Lincolnshire  was,  in  or  soon  after  1327,  sent  to  the 
collectors  of  scutages  in  that  county,  together  with  a  few 
brief  extracts  from  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.3 

The  identification  of  the  two  volumes  which  were  com- 
pleted in  1302  with  the  existing  Liber  Feodorum  would  be 
perfectly  satisfactory  in  all  points  but  for  a  definite  refer- 
ence in  it  to  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1319.  This  occurs  in  a  list  of 
fees  in  the  county  of  Northampton  copied  from  a  return  of 
1242,  and  runs  as  follows  : — 

"  Gilbertus  de  Preston'  dimidium  feodum  in  Gretton 

per   cartam    Regis   Johannis    et    sicut   continetur   in 

rotulo    xij°    Regis    Edwardi    filii    Regis   Edwardi  in 

NorthamtonV'4 

Although  the  word  '  et  '  is  interlined,  the  whole  entry 

might  at  first  sight  appear  to  be  contemporary  with  the 

entries  that  precede  it.     Close  examination,  however,  shows

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that  the  later  part  of  it  is  written  in  a  hand  slightly  larger 
than  that  used  in  the  first  seven  words  of  the  entry,  and 
that  the  original  arrangement  of  the  sections,  or  paragraphs, 
had  left  a  blank  space  at  this  point  in  which  it  was  easy  to 
make  an  insertion.  It  is  in  fact  almost  certain  that  the 
words  'per  cartam'  down  to  '  Northatnton"  were  added  to 
the  text  as  a  gloss  in  a  hand  very  similar  to  that  of  the 
original  scribe,  after  the  year  1319. 

The  arrangement  of  the  quires  of  the  two  volumes  shows 
that  the  order  of  their  contents  was  for  some  time  in  doubt. 
There  is  evidence  that  the  scribe  copied  the  matter  for 
many  of  the  counties  continuously,  beginning  each  new 
county  as  he  came  to  it,  whether  in  the  middle  of  a  quire 
or  not,  but  that  at  other  times  he  followed  a  different 
system  and  began  to  write  upon  a  new  quire  of  parchment 
when  he  reached  a  fresh  county.  A  detailed  description 
of  the  quaternions  of  the  two  volumes  will  be  found  in  a 
special  appendix.  Here  it  need  only  be  noted  that  the 
quaternions  which  now  stand  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
volume  were  at  one  time  intended  to  come  first  in  the 
whole  book. 

The  present  covers  of  the  two  volumes  are  modern. 
The  old  covers  are  still  in  existence,  wooden  boards  covered 
with  leather,  Showing  traces  of  metal  bosses  and  clasps. 
A  detailed  account  of  them  is  given  in  a  special  appendix. 

The  contents  of  the  Book  purport  to  be  arranged  county 
by  county,  the  pairs  of  counties  which  shared  a  sheriff 
being  sometimes  treated  as  one  unit  and  sometimes  sub- 
divided. The  scribe,  however,  was  working  from  originals 
grouped  according  to  the  dates  of  successive  enquiries,  and 
he  must  have  found  the  re-arrangement  of  his  material  some- 
what complicated.  In  many  cases  he  was  able  to  proceed 
without  much  difficulty,  though  not  without  incidental 
error.  But  in  other  cases  he  had  to  deal  with  documents, 
such  as  eyre  rolls,  where  a  single  membrane  might  contain 
matter  relating  to  different  counties,  much  to  his  embarrass- 
ment.    A  curious  instance  of   this   occurs   in  the  second 
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volume  of  the  Book  on  pages  649  to  668,  where  the  scribe 
has  copied  an  eyre  roll  relating  to  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire 
and  Lancashire  consecutively,  heading  each  page  with 
the  words  '  Com'  Ebor'  Z1  After  completing  the  transcript, 
he  discovered  his  error  and  endeavoured  to  correct  it  by 
altering  the  headings  ;  nevertheless  the  matter  relating 
to  Lincolnshire  and  Lancashire  remains  imbedded  in  the 
section  relating  to  Yorkshire.  Other  instances  of  the 
same  kind  could  be  given. 

But  the  division  of  the  material  by  counties  involved 
the  scribe  in  other  difficulties  from  which  he  had  no  simple 
means  of  escape.  While  a  return  from  the  sheriff  of  a 
particular  county  could  without  hesitation  be  assigned  to 
its  proper  place,  a  return  from  the  steward  of  an  honour 
extending  over  several  counties  was  obviously  troublesome. 
If  such  a  return  were  cut  up  and  distributed,  its  unity  was 
destroyed,  and  the  connexion  between  the  separated 
portions  obscured  ;  if  the  whole  return  were  placed  under 
the  county  that  contained  the  '  caput '  of  the  honour,  the 
lands  that  lay  in  other  counties  were  misplaced .  No  uniform 
method  was  devised  to  deal  with  such  difficulties. 

A  lack  of  system  is  particularly  apparent  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  accounts  of  the  collectors  of  the  Aid  of  1235 
for  the  marriage  of  the  king's  sister.  While  collectors  were 
appointed  for  the  several  counties,  the  payments  for  the 
Aid  were  due  from  the  stewards  of  the  honours.  The 
scribe  seems  to  have  made  a  half-hearted  attempt  in  some 
few  cases  to  enter  all  manors  both  under  the  county  where 
they  lay  and  under  the  county  where  the  'caput'  of  the 
honour  was  to  be  found.  For  instance  his  version  of 
the  account  for  Staffordshire  begins  with  extracts  from  the 
accounts  for  Oxfordshire,  Berkshire  and  Worcestershire,  and 
he  was  so  much  occupied  in  collecting  these  that  he 
omitted  nearly  all  the  items  which  really  belonged  to 
Staffordshire,  and  did  not  even  give  the  names  of  the 
collectors  for  that  county.  The  paragraphs  so  extracted

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are  indeed  given  again  in  their  proper  places,  with  the 
result  that  Englefield,  Compton  Beauchamp  and  six  other 
places  in  Berkshire  figure  in  the  printed  index  of  1807  as 
being  in  two  different  counties  far  apart.  In  other  cases,  part 
of  a  document  is  copied  in  one  section  and  part  in  another. 

Within  the  several  county  sections,  the  arrangement  of 
the  transcripts  does  not  follow  any  very  definite  order. 
In  almost  every  case,  however,  the  scribe  begins  with  one 
of  the  lists  connected  with  the  Scutage  of  Gasconyof  1242, 
the  latest  and  fullest  with  which  he  had  to  deal.  A  whole 
quire  is  sometimes  interpolated  giving  transcripts  of 
documents  which  had  not  been  copied  in  the  first  instance. 
Thus  in  the  section  relating  to  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  the 
continuity  of  a  return  of  fees  in  1242  is  broken  by  the 
insertion  of  sixteen  pages  of  different  matter.1  When  the 
scribe  found  two  manuscripts  of  a  list,  he  usually  copied 
both.  There  is  thus  a  good  deal  of  duplication,  especially 
in  the  pages  relating  to  the  Aid  of  1235  and  the  Scutage 
of  Gascony.  Some  documents  having  little  or  no  connexion 
with  feudal  tenures  also  got  included  in  the  compilation. 

Of  the  two  volumes  one,  now  styled  the  first,  begins 
with  Nottinghamshire  and  Derbyshire  ;  the  other  begins 
with  Kent.  The  arrangement  of  the  counties  within  the 
volumes  is  neither  alphabetical  nor  geographical,  but  we 
may  here  and  there  perceive  traces  of  an  intention  to 
follow  the  sequence  of  the  counties  as  given  in  Domesday 
Book.  The  arrangement  of  the  quaternions  throws  more 
light  on  this  question. 

The  title  of  the  Book. 

The  main  title  given  to  the  printed  edition  of  1807  has 
been  the  subject  of  much  discussion.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
two  books  had  been  known  as  '  Testa  de  Nevill f  from  an 
early  date,  although  their  official  name  was,  as  has  been 
seen,  '  Liber  Feodorum!  At  the  same  time  this  singular 
title  has  never  been    satisfactorily   explained.     The   word

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'  Testa  '  strictly  means  an  earthen  vessel,  but  by  metaphor 
it  was  also  used  for  a  skull,  and  so,  later,  for  a  head.  It  is 
of  course  conceivable  that  small  rolls  of  parchment  might 
have  been  kept  in  an  earthen  jar,  especially  if  it  had 
a  cover.  Nevertheless  the  alternative  translation  of 
'head'  is  clearly  preferable  in  this  case. 

The  earliest  known  reference  to  the  Book  of  Fees  as 

the   'Testa  de  Nevill'   occurs  in  the  year  1383.     In  the 

course  of  a   dispute  between  the  abbot  and  convent  of 

Croyland  and  the  collectors  of  an  aid  in  Lincolnshire  as 

to  the  tenure  of  certain  lands  at  Langtoft  and  Wyham, 

the  monks  in  their  petition  to  the  king  and  council  speak  of 

"  Une   livre    qe    homme    appele    Teste    de    Nevill, 

ensemble   des   enquestes   de   office,    qe   nest   pas     de 

record."1 

Thus  it  is  clear  that  (  Testa  de  Nevill '  as  the  alternative 

title  of  the  '  Liber  Feodorum  '  was  already  in  popular  use, 

and  that  the  French  word    '  Teste  '   was   regarded  as  the 

equivalent  of  the  Latin  '  Testa.' 

It  is  well  known  that  the  officers  of  the  medieval 
Exchequer  were  wont  to  mark  particular  collections  of 
records  with  symbols  as  well  as  with  verbal  inscriptions. 
Many  such  symbols  are  given  in  Stapledon's  Calendar 
of  the  year  1323.2  Some  were  more  or  less  heraldic, 
such  as  an  ermine  shield  for  Armenia  and  a  fleur-de-lys 
for  France.  A  fortified  gateway  denoted  Newcastle, 
and  a  ship  denoted  Hull,  while  three  herrings  marked 
Yarmouth.  At  least  five  of  the  receptacles  for  records  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  Exchequer  bore  drawings  of  human  heads. 
King  Edward  was  represented  wearing  a  crown,  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  wearing  a  mitre,  and  John  le  Latimer 
with  a  triple  head,  befitting  an  interpreter.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  it  seems  likely  that  the  receptacle  for  certain  early  docu- 
ments relating  to  knights'  fees,  serjeanties  and  the  like  bore 
the  drawing  of  a  head,  the  head  of  Nevill.     The  person  so

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designated,  without  a  Christian  name,  has  not  been 
identified.  It  is  only  permissible  to  suggest  that  he  was 
one  of  the  many  Nevills  who  held  official  positions  in  the 
thirteenth  century,  that  he  was  well  known  at  the 
Exchequer,  and  perhaps  that  his  features  lent  themselves 
readily  to  caricature. 

There  is  no  obvious  reason  why  a  quaint  nickname  which 
was  strictly  applicable  to  about  a  quarter  only  of  the 
contents  of  the  Book  of  Fees  should  have  become  the 
popular  title  of  the  whole  work.  The  compiler  did  not 
in  a  single  instance  begin  his  work  upon  any  county  with 
matter  described  as  taken  '  De  Testa  de  Nevill,'  or  *  Ex 
Testa  de  Nevill,'  or  as  being  '  In  Testa  de  Nevill'  Nor  do 
such  words  appear  on  the  title-page  of  either  volume. 

Before  attempting  to  deal  with  the  sources  from  which 
the  Book  was  compiled,  it  will  be  well  to  touch  upon  the 
motives  which  led  to  its  preparation.  There  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  immediate  cause  is  to  be  sought  in  the  assess- 
ment, in  the  year  1302,  of  an  Aid  for  the  marriage  of  the 
eldest  daughter  of  Edward  I.  For  the  purposes  of  any  aid 
or  scutage  the  collectors  had  to  obtain  information  as 
to  knights'  fees  and  their  holders,  and  for  this  they 
normally  had  to  rely  upon  precedent .  But  from  time  to  time 
the  Exchequer  would  bestir  itself  and  make  a  new  enquiry, 
based  of  course  on  the  results  of  the  last  enquiry  of  the 
kind,  and  this  would  serve  as  a  model,  until  it  in  turn 
became  antiquated.  In  the  year  1302,  the  governing 
documents  were  the  inquisitions  taken  in  connexion  with 
the  Scutage  of  Gascony  in  1242,1  and,  in  a  secondary 
degree,  the  previous  enquiries  of  1235  and  1212.  The 
1  carte  '  of  the  barons  in  1166  had  been  already  transcribed 
into  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.  As  a  preliminary  to  the 
enquiry  of  1302,  steps  were  taken  to  collect  and  preserve  the 
existing   precedents    in  a   handy  form.     It  was  moreover

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thought  desirable  to  deal  not  only  with  the  fees  which  were 
liable  to  the  contemplated  Aid,  but  also  with  serjeanties 
which  might  be  made  to  yield  revenue  to  the  Crown.  And 
in  consequence,  matter  connected  with  these  was  collected 
from  various  sources.  The  result  is  to  be  seen  in  the 
two  volumes  of  the  Book  of  Fees. 

The  Original  Sources, 
Most  of  the  documents  transcribed  were  taken  from  the 
general  records  of  the  Exchequer,  from  that  section  of 
them  which  afterwards  became  the  records  of  the  King's 
Remembrancer.  But  among  them  were  at  least  two 
collections  which  bore  specific  names.  The  first  and 
largest  of  these  was  that  known  as  '  Testa  de  NevillJ 

The  earliest  allusion  to  a  collection  of  documents  under 
this  name  occurs  in  an  Exchequer  roll  of  the  year  1298,  and 
runs  as  follows  : — 

"  Henricus  le   Moigne,   filius   et   heres  Willelmi   le 

Moigne,  finem  fecit  cum  rege  per  xviij.l.  pro  relevio 

terre  sue  de  Eynstan  quam  de  rege  tenet  in  capite 

per  seriantiam  lardenarie  regis,  quam  quidem  terram 

Radulfus  Monachus,  antecessor  ipsius  Henrici,  tenuit 

per  eandem  seriantiam,  et  valet  terra  ilia  per  annum 

xviij.l.  sicut  continetur  in  rotulo  Teste  de  Nevill'  sub 

titulo  Hundredi  de  Dunmawe."1 

Here  the  reference  is  not  to  a  book,  but  to  a  roll  described 

as  a   roll  of  ( Testa    de  Nevill.'     The   document  itself  has 

disappeared,  but  a  transcript  of  it  in  the  Book  of  Fees 

shows  it  to  have  been  a  record  of  the  justices  in  eyre  in 

Essex  in   12 1 8-121 9. 2     As  has   been   already   mentioned, 

the  scribe  of  the  Book  of  Fees  never  states  the  source  of 

the  documents  which  he  transcribed  for  Essex  ;    and  the 

above  entry  is  particularly  valuable  as  showing  that  this 

matter  was  derived  from  a  manuscript  in  the  'Testa  de 

Nevili: 

In  constructing  a  list  of  the  contents  of  the   ancient

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collection  known  as  '  Testa  de  Nevill/  the  chief  guide  that 
remains  is  to  be  found  in  the  notes  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 
These  notes  were  not  made  systematically,  and,  as  in  the  case 
of  Essex,  there  is  clear  evidence  that  the  scribe  did  not  always 
mention  the  fact  that  a  particular  document  came  from  the 
'  Testa  de  Nevill'  But  assuming — and  it  is  a  fair  assumption — 
that  such  a  note  appended  to  one  or  more  of  the  documents 
in  a  particular  set  is  evidence  as  to  the  origin  of  the  whole 
set,  it  is  possible  to  draw  up  a  list  of  those  documents  in 
the  collection  which  were  transcribed  into  the  Book  of 
Fees  : — 

Assessments    of    serjeanties    in    connexion    with     the 
carucage  of  1198. 

A  list  of  fees  in  the  Bishopric  of  Durham,  about  1208- 
1210. 

Lists  of  ecclesiastical  fees  seized  during  the  interdict  of 
1208-1213. 

An   isolated    return    of   fees,    serjeanties    and    aliens' 
lands  in  Gloucestershire  between  1211  and  1213. 
Returns  to  the  inquest  of  1212. 

Extracts  from  the  rolls  of  the  justices  in  eyre  in  1219 
and  1227. 

Carucage  accounts  for  Berkshire  and  Gloucestershire 
in  1220. x 

A  series  of  extracts  from  eyre  rolls  of  various  dates. 
An   early   but   undated   list   of   payments   due   from 
towns  in  three  hundreds  in  Leicestershire. 

An  enquiry  touching  the  manor  of  Ospringe  in  Kent, 
made  about  1240. 
There  may  have  been  other  documents  in  the  collection, 
and  it  is  clear  that  some  were  added  at  a  later  date.  Thus 
a  few  original  documents  relating  to  the  Scutage  of  Gascony 
bear  on  the  dorse  a  note: — i  Testa  de  Nevill.'  So  again  a 
series  of  abstracts  from  a  return  of  fees  in  three  hundreds  of 

1  Probably  all  the  documents  relating  to  this  carucage  were  in  the 
collection.  But  those  for  the  other  counties  were  riot  transcribed  in 
1302,  and  are  now  in  the  class  of  Subsidies. 
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the  county  of  Huntingdon  in  1303,  made  apparently  in  the 
later  part  of  the  fifteenth  century,  and  so  intrinsically  of 
little  value,  has  a  heading  in  the  original  hand : — '  In  baga 
de  Testa  de  Nevill.'1 

The  other  collection  seems  to  have  been  labelled  : — 
'  Seriantie  arentate  per  Robertum  Passelewe  tempore  Regis 
H.  filii  Regis  Johannis.'  It  comprised  two  or  more  rolls, 
containing  the  proceedings  and  results  of  Passelewe's  com- 
mission to  arrent  serjeanties*,  of  which  only  one  roll  is  still 
in  existence.2  With  these  rolls  there  was  also  a  set 
of  extracts  from  documents  of  various  dates,  being  dupli- 
cates of  those  contained  in  the  '  Testa  de  Nevill.'  To  these, 
after  the  completion  of  Passelewe's  enquiry,  were  added 
returns  for  several  counties,  containing  the  result  of  an 
enquiry  taken  about  the  year  1251. 

At  the  date  of  the  transcription  of  the  Book  of  Fees, 
both  sets  of  documents  mentioned  above  had  already  suffered 
serious  losses,  and  some  of  those  that  survived  had  been 
damaged  and  mutilated.  Within  a  few  months  of  its 
completion  many  of  the  original  documents  which  had 
been  copied  into  it  were  lent  to  the  principal  agents 
employed  in  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  Aid  for 
marrying  the  eldest  daughter  of  Edward  I.  On  the  6th  of 
February,  1303,  the  Deputy-Treasurer  and  the  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer  made  an  order  '  that  all  the  old  rolls  con- 
cerning the  fees  of  divers  persons  in  the  several  counties 
of  England,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  John  of  Kirkeby, 
Remembrancer  of  the  Exchequer,  shall  be  delivered,  or 
sent  under  seal '  to  the  officers  appointed  to  survey  or 
direct  the  collection  of  the  Aid,  together  with  copies  of 
the  lists  of  all  fees  entered  in  the  Red  Book.     Particulars

Wt.  3705.  s  b 
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are  given  of  the  exact  number  of  '  pieces  '  which  were  thus 
lent  to  the  collectors  for  thirteen  groups  of  counties.  Among 
the  documents  described  as  '  divers  rolls '  were  those 
connected  with  the  scutage  of  1242.  A  smaller  number 
of  documents  are  specifically  stated  to  have  belonged  to 
the  '  Testa  de  Nevill/  and  endorsements  can  still  be  seen 
on  some  rolls  of  the  years  1212  and  1219  agreeing  precisely 
with  the  figures  given  in  1303.  It  is  not,  however,  possible 
to  identify  all  the  originals  which  were  lent,  and,  although 
we  are  specifically  told  that  all  the  rolls,  except  a  single 
1  piece '  relating  to  Devon  and  Cornwall,  were  duly  returned 
to  the  Exchequer,  many  have  disappeared  in  the  course 
of  the  six  succeeding  centuries. 

But  the  very  existence  of  the  Book  of  Fees  led  to  a 
long  neglect  of  the  rolls  transcribed  into  it.     The  Book, 
rather  than  the  original  rolls,  became  the  normal  source 
of  information,   and  the  originals  became  absorbed  into 
the    general    collection    of    the    King's    Remembrancer. 
Dugdale's  *- Baronage  of  England  '  published  in  1675  con- 
tains various    marginal   references  to    '  Testa    de    Nevill/ 
meaning  the  two  volumes.     The  original  rolls  and  certain 
early  copies  of  them  seem  indeed  to   have  lain  neglected 
until  after  the  publication  of  the  folio  volume  in  1807. 
Some   of   them   are   mentioned   in    1812    as  having   been 
1  discovered  in  the  office  of  the  King's  Remembrancer  at 
the  Exchequer  at  Westminster.'1     In  1834,  Joseph  Hunter 
identified  many  of   the   originals  with  the   transcripts   of 
them  in  the  Book,  and  brought  them  together. 

In  1859,  some  of  the  materials  for  the  Book  known  as 
1  Testa  de  Nevill '  constituted  bundle  894  of  the  Ancient 
Miscellanea  of  the  Queen's  Remembrancer  of  the  Exchequer.2 
As  left  by  Hunter,  the  little  collection  comprised  not  only 
certain  early  documents  which  had  been  in  '  Testa  de 
Nevill '  at  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees,

deposit.  Additions  were  made  to  this  bundle  from  time 
to  time  upon  no  particular  system,  and  it  eventually 
developed  into  a  small  class  known  by  the  new  name  of 
1  Knights'  Fees.'  It  had,  however,  never  contained  all  the 
surviving  originals  of  the  Book  of  Fees  ;  some  of  these 
bearing  the  endorsement  '  in  libro,'  put  on  them  at  the 
date  of  their  transcription,  had  found  their  way  into  the 
class  known  as  Subsidies  ;  others  have  been  discovered  in 
recent  years  in  the  course  of  a  further  examination  of  the 
remaining  Miscellanea  of  the  Exchequer. 

In  the  class  of  '  Knights'  Fees  '  these  documents  were 
not  arranged  in  any  order,  topographical  or  chronological ; 
and  in  some  cases  membranes  were  found  to  have  been 
fastened  to  other  membranes  with  which  they  had  no 
relation.  For  the  purposes  of  the  present  edition,  a 
re-arrangement  was  found  to  be  necessary  ;  and,  although 
it  has  proved  impossible  to  reconstitute  the  files  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  medieval  endorsements  on 
some  of  the  membranes,  an  improvement  has  been  effected 
in  that  direction.  A  record  of  the  relation  between  the  old 
and  the  new  arrangement  has  been  preserved,  and,  in  order 
to  prevent  any  possible  confusion,  the  name  of  the  class 
has  been  altered.  With  but  few  exceptions  the  rolls  used 
for  the  present  edition  are  now  to  be  found  in  a  bundle 
bearing  the  new  title  of  (  Exchequer  K.R.  Ser  jean  ties, 
Knights'  Fees,  &c.  ij.'  The  collection  comprises  not  only 
original  documents  but  also  sundry  transcripts,  extracts  and 
lists  made  at  the  Exchequer  both  before  and  after  the 
compilation  of    the  Book  of  Fees. 

Neither  the  original  rolls  nor  the  transcripts  of  them  in  the 
Book  can  be  regarded  as  wholly  satisfactory  manuscripts. 
The  originals  are  in  part  illegible  owing  to  careless  treatment 
in  the  past ;  and,  even  when  well  preserved,  they  frequently 
present  difficulties  due  to    the  varying  styles  of   writing

employed  by  provincial  scribes.  Moreover,  they  blunder 
now  and  then  over  names.  The  text  of  the  Book  is  still 
less  satisfactory.  It  is  indeed  well  written  and  in  very  good 
preservation,  but  the  transcriber  of  1302  was  clearly  with- 
out much  knowledge  of  the  handwriting  of  an  earlier  period, 
and  he  is  prone  to  error  in  the  matter  of  capital  letters,  a 
particularly  embarrassing  characteristic  in  a  manuscript 
replete  with  proper  names. 

The  Exchequer  authorities  in  the  year  1302  were  not 
disposed  to  exaggerate  the  authority  of  the  Book  of  Fees 
compiled  under  their  own  direction.  On  one  of  the  fly 
leaves  in  the  second  volume  is  a  note,  which  may  possibly 
be  in  the  hand  of  the  transcriber  himself,  in  the  following 
terms  : — 

"  Memorandum  quod  iste  liber  compositus  fuit  et 

compilatus  de  diversis  inquisitionibus  ex  officio  captis 

tempore    Regis    Edwardi    filii    Regis    Henrici,    et    sic 

contenta  in  eodem  libro  pro  evidenciis  habentur  hie 

in  Scaccario  et  non  pro  recordo." 

The  Book,  it  is  thus  clear,   was  regarded  as  a  collection 

of  evidences  and  not  as  a  record,  that  is  to  say  not  as  in 

itself    peremptory    proof    of     its    own    statements.     The 

same  phrase  recurs  in  the  petition  of  the  monks  of  Croyland 

already   cited   in   another   connexion.      The   book    called 

'  Nevill's  Head  '  is,  they  say,  a  collection  of  '  enquestes   de 

office,  qe  nest  pas  de  record.'     On  more  than  one  occasion, 

the  memorandum  in  the  Book  was  cited  by  the  Treasurer 

and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  themselves.1     Nevertheless, 

long  afterwards,  in  1836,   C.  P.  Cooper,  Secretary  of   the 

Record   Commission,   stated  : — '  The  Testa   de  Nevill  has 

always  been  received  as  evidence  in  courts  of  justice  ;    it 

is  in  the  nature  of  a  record  ;  it  has  always  been  considered 

like  Doomsday  Book,  as  a  work  of  the  greatest  authority.'2 

Whatever  may  be  the  legal  status  of  the  Book  of  Fees,

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there  can  be  no  question  as  to  its  historical  value.  To  the 
student  of  tenures  it  is  of  the  first  importance;  to  the 
genealogist  and  the  topographer  it  is  equally  indispensable 
and  those  interested  in  these  subjects  will  need  no  incite- 
ment to  consult  it.  But  it  may  be  well  to  point  out  that 
these  are  not  the  only  studies  for  which  the  Book  of  Fees 
may  supply  material.  Even  when  its  text  appears  to  be  a 
mere  list  of  persons  and  places,  the  student  may  suddenly 
come  upon  an  illuminating  sentence,  or  still  more  often  an 
unintelligible  statement  which  may  become  the  starting- 
point  of  a  new  and  fruitful  line  of  research. 

The  present  Edition. 
The  plan  of  the  present  edition  of  the  Book  of  Fees 
differs  entirely  from  that  of  1807.  It  would,  of  course, 
have  been  possible  to  follow  the  order  of  that  edition,  taking 
the  Edwardian  text  as  a  foundation  and  correcting  it  where 
necessary  by  collation  with  such  of  its  originals  as  have 
survived.  But  in  view  of  the  general  character  of  that 
manuscript,  there  seemed  no  reason  to  perpetuate  the 
confusions,  caprices  and  blunders  of  the  scribe  of  1302. 
From  another  point  of  view,  there  was  much  to  be  said  in 
favour  of  re-arranging  the  matter  under  counties  in  chrono- 
logical order.  But  the  practical  difficulties  of  such  an 
arrangement  would  have  been  great,  and  it  would  have 
separated  documents  that  had  a  common  origin,  thus  obscur- 
ing much  of  their  significance.  A  third  course  was  therefore 
adopted.  In  the  present  edition  the  material  contained  in 
the  Book  of  Fees  is  re-distributed  in  more  or  less  chrono- 
logical order,  so  that  all  the  returns  and  lists  made  in 
connexion  with  particular  enquiries  or  proceedings  are 
brought  together.  It  will  be  found  that  b}^  far  the  greater 
part  relates  to  one  or  other  of  the  following  subjects  : — 

The  enquiry  as  to  serjeanties  in  1198. 

The  enquiry  as  to  tenures  and  alienations  in  1212. 

The  eyres  of  1219  and  1227. 

The  carucage  of  1220. 
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The  Aid  for  marrying  the  king's  sister  in  1235. 

The  enquiry  as  to  aliens  in  1236. 

The  scutage  of  Gascony  in  1242. 

The  enquiry  as  to  serjeanties  and  aliens  in  1244. 

The  arrentation  of  serjeanties  in  1250. 
The  remaining  material  is  mostly  of  a  local  and  casual 
character,  and  in  some  cases  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  the 
outcome  of  any  known  enquiry. 

The  total  number  of  documents  transcribed  in  the  Book  is 
about  five  hundred.  Few  of  them  bear  a  specific  date, 
and  the  task  of  supplying  the  right  one  has  not  been  easy. 
There  have  indeed  been  some  previous  attempts  to  deter- 
mine by  internal  evidence  the  dates  of  the  lists  relating  to 
a  few  of  the  counties,  but  they  have  generally  failed 
because  their  authors  have  seldom  realised  that  the 
documents  with  which  they  were  dealing  were  only  parts 
of  returns  for  the  whole  lealm. 

For  each  of  the  sections  now  formed  a  special  introduction 
has  been  written,  explaining  the  origin  and  nature  of  its 
contents  and  setting  forth  the  grounds  on  which  a  date  has 
been  assigned  to  it.  Nothing  more  than  this  has  been 
attempted.  In  many  of  the  sections  the  matter  falls 
naturally  into  counties  or  groups  of  counties.  Where  no 
particular  order  was  suggested  by  the  materials,  the  counties 
have  been  arranged  in  a  topographical  order,  beginning  with 
Kent,  roughly  following  the  arrangement  of  Domesday  Book. 

A  few  documents  which  were  not  transcribed  into  the 
Book  of  Fees  have  been  included  in  certain  sections  of 
this  edition.  In  some  cases  it  was  clear  that  the  scribe  of 
1302  had  omitted  them  accidentally.  In  other  cases  the 
new  matter  was  so  closely  connected  with  the  old  that  it 
seemed  unreasonable  to  exclude  it  merely  on  the  ground 
that  the  scribe  had  not  made  use  of  it.  But  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  collect  all  unprinted  documents  relating 
to  feudal  tenures  during  the  period  covered  by  the  Book. 

A  certain  number  of  illustrative  documents  will  be  found 
in    the   appendix.     They    have    been    chosen,    either   as 
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explanatory  of  some  of  the  more  difficult  documents  printed 
in  the  body  of  the  book,  or  as  throwing  additional  light 
upon  certain  of  the  general  enquiries  there  dealt  with. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  present  edition,  the  intention 
throughout  has  been  to  give  the  contents  of  the  Book  of 
Fees  in  their  most  authentic  form.  Recourse  has  therefore 
been  had  in  the  first  instance  to  earlier  sources,  to  the 
very  rolls  which  were  transcribed  into  it  in  1302.  Where 
such  still  exist,  the  text  has  been  based  directly  upon  them, 
and  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  collate  their 
readings  with  those  of  the  Book.  Unquestionable  originals, 
noted  with  the  words  "  in  libro  '  or  "  transcribitur"  are 
obviously  preferable  to  mere  copies  of  them  made  long  after- 
wards. In  some  cases,  early  copies  of  lost  documents  have 
proved  useful  for  purposes  of  comparison.  Many  of  the 
originals  have  unfortunately  disappeared  in  the  course  of 
six  centuries,  and  so  a  considerable  part  of  the  text  is  of 
necessity  based  upon  the  Book  alone. 

It  cannot  of  course  be  claimed  that  even  the  originals, 
when  extant,  are  free  from  error.  Sheriffs,  royal  com- 
missioners and  jurors  might  sometimes  be  misinformed  as 
to  matters  of  fact.  Clerks  of  justices  going  in  eyre  to 
distant  counties,  and  clerks  working  only  at  Westminster, 
were  alike  liable  to  miswrite  proper  names  with  which  they 
were  not  familiar.  Some  emendations  and  critical  remarks 
have  been  placed  in  footnotes  to  the  present  edition,  and 
there  is  doubtless  room  for  further  emendation. 

In  one  section  only,  that  relating  to  serjeanties  of  various 
dates  (pp.  335-352),  has  any  attempt  been  made  to  construct 
an  eclectic  text  from  several  versions,  all  of  questionable 
authenticity. 

While  retaining  as  far  as  possible  the  orthography  of 
the  manuscripts  here  printed,  considerable  liberty  has 
been  taken  in  matters  of  punctuation  and  the  like.  Long 
paragraphs  have  sometimes  been  broken  up,  and,  less 
frequently,  short  sentences  have  been  grouped  into  para- 
graphs.    For   the    sake    of   uniformity    and    convenience, 
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marginal  headings  have  often  been  transferred  to  the 
body  of  the  text,  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  entries  to 
which  they  respectively  refer.  Lacunae  in  the  manuscripts 
have  been  marked  by  asterisks.  Illegible  portions  have 
been  indicated  by  dots.  Missing  words  supplied  from 
another  manuscript  have  been  placed  within  square 
brackets.  Such  words  as  are  undoubtedly  additions  to  the 
manuscript  have  been  printed  in  italic  type.  In  most 
cases  these  are  the  working  notes  made  by  clerks  at  the 
Exchequer  while  using  the  original  rolls,  such  notes  having 
been  systematically  omitted  by  the  transcriber  of  1302  as 
not  important  for  his  purpose.  Sums  of  money  described 
as  libre,  solidi,  denarii  and  oboli  have  been  rendered  as 
l.s.d.  ob.  and  marce  have  been  rendered  as  m.  Christian 
names  indicated  only  by  an  initial  have  not  been  extended, 
except  in  the  case  of  Kings  Henry,  John  and  Edward,  and 
in  cases  where  the  name  is  to  be  found  in  full  close  by. 

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  adopt  an  absolutely 
consistent  plan  for  the  spelling  of  proper  names ;  the 
medieval  scribes  were  themselves  inconsistent  in  their 
practice.  Such  names  might  either  be  L,atinised  and 
inflected,  as  was  usual  with  most  Christian  names  and  the 
names  of  counties  and  large  towns,  or  they  might  be  re- 
garded as  vernacular  and  therefore  indeclinable.  The 
normal  abbreviation  by  suspension  (i.e.  by  the  omission  of 
a  letter  or  letters  at  the  end  of  the  name)  often  leaves  us 
uncertain  as  to  the  writer's  intention,  since  the  sign  em- 
ployed may  stand  either  for  a  final (  e  '  or  for  an  inflection. 
As  a  general  rule  such  names  are  here  printed  in  extended 
form  up  to  the  point  where  an  inflection  might  begin,  an 
apostrophe  indicating  that  the  name  is  abbreviated .  When 
a  Latinised  form  is  clearly  indicated,  the  name  is  printed 
in  full  with  the  appropriate  inflection.  Some  incon- 
sistency will  be  found  in  the  treatment  of  names  ending  in 
c  d  ',  as  it  is  often  difficult  to  determine  whether  or  not  an 
abbreviation  was  intended.  Instances  have  been  found  of 
the  doubling  of  a  final  letter  to  indicate  abbreviation,  as 
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'  Sarr'  '  for  '  Saresberia.'  In  such  cases  the  doubling  has 
usually  been  neglected  in  the  printed  text. 

The  marginal  references  show  the  manuscripts  available 
for  the  several  sections.  With  the  exception  of  pp.  335- 
352,  the  text  is  printed  directly  from  the  manuscript 
mentioned  first.  References  to  the  Book  of  1302  are  given 
by  volume  and  page.  A  table  shows  where  any  passage 
in  the  Book  of  1302,  or  in  the  printed  Testa  deNevill  of  1807, 
is  to  be  found  in  the  present  edition. 

The  Latin  text  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  C.  G.  Crump, 
of  the  Public  Record  Office,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  A.  S. 
Maskelyne  and  other  officers  of  the  Department.  Mr. 
J.  H.  Round  has  read  many  of  the  proof-sheets,  and  I  am 
indebted  to  him  for  valuable  suggestions.  The  Rev.  C.  W. 
Foster,  Canon  of  Lincoln,  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Salter  and 
Mr.  H.  H.  E.  Craster  have  kindly  helped  to  solve  difficulties 
arising  out  of  the  lists  relating  to  Lincolnshire,  Oxfordshire 
and  Northumberland.  For  the  general  scheme  of  the  work, 
for  the  introductions  to  the  several  sections,  upon  which  its 
chronology  depends,  and  for  some  of  the  footnotes,  I  am 
primarily  responsible.

The  earliest  documents  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees  belong  to  the  last 
year  but  one  of  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  Roger  of  Howden  states  that  in 
1198  the  king  exacted  an  aid  or  '  tallage  '  of  5s.  from  every  carucate  of  land 
in  England,  the  normal  carucate  comprising  a  hundred  acres.  A  clerk  and 
a  knight  were  sent  to  each  county  in  order  to  make  the  necessary  assessment, 
in  conjunction  with  the  sheriff  and  lawful  knights  chosen  for  the  purpose. 
The  chronicler,  after  giving  particulars  of  the  system  adopted,  proceeds  to 
say  that  the  results  of  the  enquiry  in  each  county,  styled  by  Bishop  Stubbs 
"a  new  Domesday  inquest,"  were  eventually  recorded  on  rolls  kept  by  the 
clerk,  the  knight,  and  the  sheriff  and  by  the  stewards  of  the  different  barons 
so  far  as  their  respective  lords  were  concerned. 

All  the  information  thus  collected  with  regard  to  knights'  fees  has  long 
since  been  lost.  Lands,  however,  which  were  held  by  serjeanty,  by  the 
performance  of  particular  services,  were  in  a  separate  category : — 

"  Serjanteriae  vero    domini    regis    quae    non    erant    de    feodis    militum 

excipiebantur  ;    sed  tamen  imbreviabantur,  et  numerus  carucatarum  terrae, 

et  valentiae   terrarum,    et   nomina    servientum  ;    et    omnes    servientes   illi 

summonebantur  esse  apud  Lundonias  in  octavis  clausi  Pentecostes,  audituri 

et  facturi  praeceptum  domini  regis."1 

The  king's  order  thus  mentioned  was  that  his  tenants  by  serjeanty  should 
contribute  to  the  levy,  each  of  them  being  expected  to  make  a  '  fine/  or 
composition  in  money. 

The  existence  of  transcripts  of  some  of  the  reports  of  the  commissioners 
of  1198  was  unsuspected  until  1888,  when  Mr.  J.  Horace  Round  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  they  had  been  "  in  type  for  more  than  eighty  years,"  having 
been  included  "in  that  strange  medley  of  returns"  published  under  the 
name  of  'Testa  de  NevilL'  As  specimens,  he  printed  the  passages  relating 
to  the  counties  of  York,  Hereford,  and  Warwick  and  Leicester,  and  he  concluded 
his  article  by  expressing  a  hope  that  other  fragments  of  the  survey  of  1198 
would  be  identified.2 

In  the  following  pages  are  now  given  the  passages  relating  to  nineteen  counties. 
None  of  the  original  returns  are  extant  and  we  are  thus  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  which  are  scattered  as  usual 
throughout  the  book,  and  bear  no  indication  of  date. 

It  will  be  observed  that  some  of  the  entries  conclude  with  a  note  that  a 
particular  serjeant  "  venit  "  or  "non  venit,"  or  that  he  "  offert  "  a  specified 
sum  of  money.  These  notes  may  have  been  made  by  the  local  commissioners 
in  view  of  the  natural  unwillingness  of  the  persons  concerned  to  undertake 
a  journey  to  London  with  the  certainty  of  eventually  having  to  pay.     It

of  the  Book  of  Fees  did  not  attempt  to  distinguish  between  the  original  text 
of  the  returns  and  any  notes  added  thereto.  To  them  are  due  the  headings 
"  De  Testa  de  Nevill  "  indicating  the  source  of  their  information. 

York.  The  return  is  addressed  to  Hubert,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
who  was  justiciar  from  1193  to  1198.  Roald,  Prior  of  Guisborough,  the  first 
commissioner  named,  occurs  in  1199.1  Roger  de  Bavent,  the  third,  was 
acting  as  sheriff  from  Easter  1194  to  Michaelmas  1198.  The  mention  of 
the  octave  of  the  Close  of  Whitsun  as  the  day  on  which  the  Serjeants  ought 
to  have  appeared  in  London  tends  to  prove  the  accuracy  of  Howden's 
narrative. 

Northumberland.  Although  the  return  does  not  give  the  number  of 
carucates  held  by  certain  Serjeants  named,  it  specifies  the  values  of  their 
respective  serjeanties,  and  the  '  fines  '  offered  are  noted  in  two  cases.  Sewal 
fitz  Henry,  William  of  Byker  and  John  fitz  Joel  are  alike  mentioned  as 
holding  by  serjeanty  in  this  county  in  1203. 2  If,  as  seems  likely,  the  serjeanty 
of  Sigga  fitz  Reynold  lay  in  the  wapentake  of  Sadberge,  the  entry  concerning 
him  must  be  anterior  to  March  1200,  when  that  wapentake  was  transferred 
from  the  county  of  Northumberland  to  the  bishopric  of  Durham.3 

Hereford.  The  return  is,  like  that  from  Yorkshire,  addressed  to  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

Salop.  Mr.  Eyton,  the  historian  of  this  county,  has,  on  different  pages  of 
his  work,  ascribed  this  return  to  various  dates  between  1200  and  1205.4  It 
cannot,  however,  be  later  than  1203,  for  in  that  year  Robert  fitz  "William,  here 
named  as  the  king's  forester,  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Hugh.5  There  is 
yet  stronger  evidence  as  to  the  date  of  the  return.  Walter  of  Minton, 
mentioned  in  it  as  one  of  the  Serjeants  who  did  not  offer  to  compound,  under- 
took in  1199  to  pay  2  marks  "  de  serientia  sua."6 

Stafford.  The  return  for  this  county  immediately  follows  that  for  Salop, 
with  which  it  was  so  closely  connected.  Five  of  the  tenants  by  serjeanty 
mentioned  in  it  are  recorded  in  an  eyre  roll  of  1199  to  have  made  fine  in 
varying  amounts.7 

Nottingham  and  Derby.  The  phraseology  of  the  return  agrees  with  that 
of  other  returns  of  1198.     Peter  of  Sandiacre  was  living  in  1201. 8 

Warwick  and  Leicester.  The  phraseology  of  the  return  is  again  similar. 
Hugh  de  Loges  was  living  in  1200,  and  Roger  of  Bentley  in  1205.9 

Northampton.  Alan  of  Hale  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1200,  when  his 
son  Robert  is  entered  as  owing  2  marks  for  livery  of  his  lands.10

INTRODUCTION. 


Cambridge  and  Huntingdon.  The  return,  as  transcribed  in  the  Book 
of  Fees,  does  not  give  the  values  of  the  serjeanties.  It  appears,  however, 
to  have  been  made  before  1199,  when  William  of  Warblington  and 
Enguerrand  de  Monceaux  divided  the  inheritance  of  Juliana  wife  of  William 
fitz  Audelin.1 

Rutland.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1198  shows  that  Ernisius,  son  of  Richard 
Arbelaster,  then  paid  100<s.  for  seisin  of  his  father's  land. 

Norfolk.  The  serjeanty  of  Roger  la  Vielle  (Vetula)  mentioned  in  the 
return  was  commuted  for  military  service  in  1201. 2  Lauretta  Picot,  the 
relict  of  Hugh  de  Burdeleis,  was  forty  years  of  age  in  1185.3 

Bedford.  Amauri  de  Landres  is  mentioned  as  holding  land  in  this  county 
in  1199,  by  a  serjeanty  connected  with  the  royal  larder.4 

Middlesex.     The  single  entry  is  confirmed  by  a  judicial  roll  of  1198.5 

Oxford.     Gilbert  Malesmeins  held  by  serjeanty  in  this  county  in  1201.6 

Wilts.  The  lands  of  Geoffrey  Esturmi  had  been  seized  on  account  of 
his  adherence  to  the  king's  brother  John,  Count  of  Mortain.  In  the  financial 
year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1198,  he  arranged  to  pay  500  marks  for  restitution 
and  actually  paid  a  moiety  of  that  amount.7  A  year  later,  his  son,  Henry 
Esturmi,  was  regarded  as  responsible  for  the  balance.8  In  the  same  year,  1199, 
Matthew  Turpin  paid  a  mark  for  seisin  of  Winterslow  and  the  serjeanty  whereof 
he  had  been  deprived  for  not  having  gone  abroad  on  the  king's  service  as  he 
ought.9  Richard  'Ruffus'  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1203.10  Geoffrey  of 
Pourton  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1204.11 

Kent.  Sarah  de  Bendeville  is  mentioned  in  1193,  and  again  in  1198,  when 
she  took  a  vow  of  chastity.12  The  last  entry  in  the  return  obviously  cannot 
be  earlier  than  1201.  From  other  sources  we  learn  that  the  nature  of  William 
of  Moriston's  tenure  was  altered  in  1199.  Until  that  year  he  had  held  in 
gavelkind  by  a  yearly  payment  of  505.  and  other  services  unspecified,  but 
he  then  became  the  military  tenant  of  one  normal  fee.13  It  is  uncertain 
whether  the  entry  in  its  present  form  represents  an  alteration  in  a  list  of 
1198,  or  an  irrelevant  addition  to  it.  In  either  case,  it  cannot  be  later  than 
1209,  when  Thomas  of  Moriston  became  liable  for  relief  on  succession.14

A.D.  1204-1212. 

The  following  list,  which,  according  to  the  heading,  purports  to  enumerate 
the  knights  who  held  of  the  king  in  chief  in  Hertfordshire,  includes  persons 
who  held  by  serjeanty  as  well  as  those  who  held  by  military  service.  The 
measurement  of  the  lands  in  hides  and  carucates  suggests  an  early  date. 
Henry  fitz  Ailwin,  Mayor  of  London,  who  is  entered  as  the  tenant  of  Watton 
(here  called  Wautham),  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1212,  and  the  Countess  of 
Leicester,  who  is  entered  as  the  tenant  of  Ware,  was  dead  in  May  of  that 
year.1  On  the  other  hand,  the  mention  of  Payn  de  Chaourches  as  tenant  of 
Willian  and  Lilley  can  hardly  be  earlier  than  1204,  when  these  places  were  not 
yet  in  his  possession.2

A.D.  1208-1209. 

The  unfortunate  loss  of  the  Close  Rolls  for  the  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  John  and  of  the  Patent  Rolls  for  three 
of  those  years  deprives  us  of  likely  sources  of  information  as  to  the  origin 
of  several  lists  that  are  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

The  following  lists  for  the  counties  of  Northampton,  Buckingham,  and 
Bedford  appear  to  be  classified  abstracts  made  at  the  Exchequer  from  original 
returns  which  no  longer  exist. 

Northampton.  There  is  no  manuscript  for  this  list  except  the  transcript 
in  the  Book  of  Fees.  It  clearly  belongs  to  the  period  when  the  bishopric  of 
Lincoln  was  in  the  hands  of  a  temporary  guardian,  that  is  to  say  between 
1206  and  1213,  and  it  has  been  included  in  a  tentative  list  of  the  returns  to 
the  inquest  of  1212. *  Internal  evidence,  however,  shows  it  to  be  some  three 
years  earlier.  Robert  de  Picquigny,  or  Pinkeni,  who  is  mentioned  in  it  as 
tenant  of  fifteen  fees,  made  fine  on  succession  to  his  father,  Henry,  in  the 
financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1209. 2  On  the  other  hand,  William  of 
Hendred's  heir,  whose  land  is  here  stated  to  be  in  the  king's  hand,  obtained 
livery  of  it  in  the  same  year.3  The  date  of  the  list  can  thus  be  fixed  between 
Michaelmas  1208  and  Michaelmas  1209. 

There  is  further  evidence  that  it  cannot  belong  to  the  year  1212,  as 
suggested.  Ralph  de  Someri,  who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  a  tenant  in  chief, 
must  have  been  dead  in  the  first  half  of  1210,  for  his  relict,  Margaret,  arranged 
to  pay  an  instalment  of  her  fine  for  assignment  of  dower  at  Midsummer  in 
that  year.4  William  Malesoures,  who  is  mentioned  as  an  under-tenant,  was 
dead  at  Michaelmas  121 1.5 

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  speculate  as  to  the  source  of  an  early  list  of 
fees  and  serjeanties  in  Northamptonshire  given  in  the  Red  Book  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  containing  names  and  information  which  are  not  to  be 
found  in  the  fist  now  printed.6  It  includes  among  the  tenants  John 
Malesoures,  who  did  not  succeed  until  after  Michaelmas  1210,  and  Miles 
Neirnut,  who  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1211.  If  therefore  we  may  regard  it  as 
a  faithful  abstract  of  a  single  return,  the  date  is  obvious.

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The  lacunce  in  our  text  suggest  that  the  manuscript  copied  into  the  Book 
of  Fees  was  defective. 

Buckingham  and  Bedford.  Although  there  are  separate  lists  for  these 
counties,  they  are  similar  in  form,  one  sheriff  being  responsible  for  both. 
There  is  no  manuscript  of  them  extant  except  the  transcript  in  the  Book  of 
Fees,  which  appears  to  have  been  made  from  a  document  of  which  part  at 
least  was  defective  or  illegible,  as  there  are  obvious  lacunce  near  the  beginning 
on  the  right  hand  side. 

The  internal  evidence  as  to  date  is  very  similar  to  that  with  regard  to 
the  neighbouring  county  of  Northampton.  The  bishopric  of  Lincoln  and  the 
abbey  of  Ramsey  were  in  the  hands  of  temporary  guardians.  Among  the 
tenants  named  are  Robert  de  Picquigny  (here  disguised  under  the  name  of 
Ynchingny),  who  did  not  obtain  his  inheritance  until  after  Michaelmas  1208, 
and  Ralph  de  Someri,  who  was  dead  at  Midsummer  1210,  as  seen  above. 
Corroborative  evidence  may  be  found  in  the  facts  that  Alan  de  Valognes, 
who  is  entered  among  the  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Wallingford,  was  succeeded 
by  his  brother  Robert  in  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1210,  and 
that  three  other  persons  named  as  tenants,  Duncan  de  Lascelles,  Ralph  de 
Hoddeng,  and  Miles  Neirnut,  were  alike  dead  at  Michaelmas  121 1.1 

While  then  the  names  of  the  tenants  mentioned  in  these  lists  show  them 
to  belong  to  the  period  between  Michaelmas  1208  and  Midsummer  1210,  the 
heading  and  the  classification  of  the  entries  suggest  a  close  connexion  with 
the  list  for  Northamptonshire  apparently  made  before  Michaelmas  1209. 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  a  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in 
Buckinghamshire  and  Bedfordshire,  giving  names  and  information  which  are 
not  to  be  found  in  the  list  now  printed.2  If  we  may  regard  it  as  a  faithful 
abstract  of  a  single  return,  it  may  perhaps  be  ascribed  to  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year  1210.

Four  original  returns  concerning  the  temporalities  of  the  see  of  Durham, 
in  the  counties  of  Durham,  Northumberland  and  York,  clearly  belong  to  the 
period  when  it  was  void  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Philip  of  Poitiers.  The 
administration  was  in  the  first  instance  committed  to  Robert  de  Vipont,  in 
April  1208. 1  He  is  mentioned  in  the  return  for  Sadberg  (p.  25)  as  the 
guardian  of  the  heir  of  William  fitz  Randolf,  having  obtained  that  office  in 
the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1209.2  A  closer  indication  of  their 
date  is  given  by  the  statement  (p.  26)  that  "Robert  of  Burgate  has  the  ward- 
ship of  the  heir  of  Walter  Caru."  There  is  a  definite  record  of  the  grant  to 
him  of  the  wardship  of  the  land  and  the  heir  of  Walter  of  Carrow,  with  his 
marriage,  in  May  1208. 3  He  did  not,  however,  hold  it  long,  for  in  the  accounts 
of  the  royal  Exchequer  for  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1210  there 
is  an  entry  : — "  Simon  filius  Walteri  reddit  compotum  de  ccc.  m.  et  j.  palefrido 
pro  habenda  custodia  terre  et  heredum  Walteri  de  Carro,  cum  maritagio 
ipsorum  heredum,  quam  custodiam  Robertus  de  Burgate  habuit."4 

The  object  of  these  returns  is  somewhat  obscure,  and  they  differ  in  form. 
The  sections,  however,  in  two  of  them  concerning  lands  of  the  Normans  may 
have  some  connexion  with  similar  sections  in  the  fists  for  the  counties  of 
Northampton,  Buckingham  and  Bedford  assigned  to  the  year  1208  or  1209. 
Various  additions  to  the  documents,  such  as  "  Veniat  et  fiat  miles,"  or  "  Se 
altero,"  and  notes  of  heavy  pecuniary  fines  suggest  that  they  were  used  in 
connexion  with  preparations  for  John's  expedition  towards  Scotland  in  1209 
or  his  expedition  into  Ireland  in  the  following  year. 

The  return  for  Haliwerfolk  was  overlooked  by  the  transcribers  of  the  Book 
of  Fees,  and  they  also  omitted  most  of  the  additions  to  the  other  three, 
although  their  notes  "  in  libro  "  show  that  they  used  these  originals.  The 
return  for  Haliwerfolk  has  slits  at  the  bottom  to  receive  the  tags  of  the  seals 
of  the  four  jurors.

The  following  list  of  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Tickhill  by  military  service 
or  by  serjeanty  may  be  referred  to  the  period  between  1208  and  1213.  The 
last  entry  in  it  shows  Brian  de  Lisle  in  possession  of  Laughton  and  Wheatley, 
which  seem  to  have  been  committed  to  him,  in  February  1208,  as  part  of 
the  forfeited  estate  of  Ralph  Taisson.1  Wheatley  was  transferred  to  Peter 
and  Nicholas  de  Lettres  in  1217,  and  Wheatley  and  Laughton  were  alike 
surrendered  to  the  Countess  of  Eu  in  1228.2  The  list,  however,  describes 
all  the  tenants  as  holding  of  the  king,  and  such  a  description  would  have 
been  incorrect  after  May  1214,  when  he  restored  the  Honour  of  Tickhill  to 
Ralph,  Count  of  Eu.3  John  de  Bulli,  who  is  mentioned  as  one  of  the  tenants, 
was  dead  in  June  1213,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son-in-law  Robert  de 
Vipont,  here  entered  as  the  tenant  of  a  separate  fee. 4 

Another  version  of  the  list,  containing  some  additional  names  and  par- 
ticulars, is  transcribed  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.5

In  the  spring  of  1208,  King  John  confiscated  the  revenues  of  bishops  and 
other  ecclesiastics  who  had  procured  or  obeyed  the  papal  interdict  on  his 
realm.  Some  of  them  were  not  restored  until  the  reconciliation  effected  by 
the  Legate  Pandulph,  in  1213. 

During  these  five  years  it  was  obviously  necessary  that  the  king's  agents 
in  the  different  counties  and  the  officers  of  the  Exchequer  should  have  lists 
of  the  persons  who  held  land  under  the  dispossessed  clergy,  not  only  in 
connexion  with  the  scuta ges  of  the  period,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  any  revenue  arising  from  reliefs,  wardships,  and  marriages. 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  valuable  lists  of  the  persons  who 
at  this  period  held  by  military  service  under  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury 
and  York,  the  Bishops  of  Rochester,  Norwich,  Hereford,  Lincoln,  Ely,  London 
and  Exeter,  and  the  Abbots  of  Holme,  St.  Albans,  Chertsey,  Malmes- 
bury,  and  Peterborough.  Some  of  them  are  there  stated  to  have  been  made 
"by  inquisition."1     The  lists  in  the  Book  of  Fees  are  less  numerous. 

Bishopric  of  Worcester.  William  de  Beauchamp,  who  is  mentioned 
several  times  in  the  list,  may  be  identified  with  Wilikin  de  Beauchamp,  the 
heir  of  the  William  de  Beauchamp  who  died  in  1197.2  This  Wilikin  died 
under  age  in  the  summer  of  1209,  when  his  lands  passed  to  another  minor, 
Walter,  or  Watekin,  de  Beauchamp,  who  survived  until  1236.3  The  list  may 
therefore  be  referred  to  the  period  between  the  seizure  of  episcopal  lands  in 
1208  and  the  death  of  the  younger  William  de  Beauchamp  in  1209. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  although  the  account  of  the  collectors  of  the 
Aid  of  1346  in  Worcestershire  purports  to  be  based  upon  the  account  of 
the  collectors  of  the  aid  of  1302,  the  names  of  the  former  tenants  of  lands  in  the 
hundred  of  Oswaldslow  as  given  by  them  are  clearly  taken  from  this  list  of 
the  reign  of  John.4 

Bishopric  of  Lincoln.  The  list  in  the  Book  of  Fees  relates  only  to 
Oxfordshire.  William  of  Boveney  who  is  mentioned  in  it  twice  as  holding 
lands  belonging  to  the  heir  of  Adam  de  Cardevill  obtained  the  wardship  and 
marriage  of  this  heir  in  the  financial  year   beginning   at  Michaelmas    1209.5

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On  the  other  hand,  Richard  de  Hovill  who  figures  in  the  list  was  dead  at 
Easter  1212.1  The  total  number  of  the  Bishop's  fees  amounts  to  a  fraction 
more  than  the  twenty-seven  with  which  he  was  credited  in  the  sheriff's  return 
of  June  1212. 

A  fuller  and  different  list  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  dealing  with 
the  episcopal  fees  in  several  counties,  may  perhaps  have  been  compiled  a  little 
earlier,  the  temporalities  of  the  see  having  fallen  into  the  king's  hand  as  far 
back  as  1206,  on  the  death  of  William  de  Blois.2  Neither  of  these  lists  is 
based  upon  a  list  of  the  year  1201,  with  which,  however,  they  may  be  com- 
pared.3 

Bishopric  of  Exeter.  The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  a  list 
of  persons  who  held  of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  by  military  service  in  Devon 
and  Cornwall  in  the  reign  of  John.4  The  following  list  gives  the  names  and 
services  of  other  free  tenants  of  the  see  in  Cornwall  only.  Richard  fitz  Richard, 
who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  the  guardian  of  the  heir  of  William  of  Roche,  obtained 
the  wardship  in  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1208.5  As  he  was 
dead  at  Michaelmas  1212,  the  list  could  on  internal  evidence  be  referred  to  the 
period  between  October  1207  and  September  1212.6 

Hyde  Abbey.  A  list  of  the  free  tenants  and  the  military  tenants  of 
this  ancient  house  may  be  a  relic  of  a  general  survey  of  ecclesiastical 
property  in  England  made  soon  after  the  issue  of  the  Interdict.  Adam  de 
Port,  who  is  entered  in  it  as  holding  six  fees,  was  dead  in  July  1213.7  The 
note  at  the  top  of  the  roll  to  the  effect  that  Hyde  Abbey  was  not  in  the  king's 
hand  is  confirmed  by  an  order  of  April  1208  for  the  restitution  of  its  property 
seized  by  the  officers  of  the  Crown.8

A.D.  1211-1213. 

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  a  list  of  tenants  in  chivalry  or  in  alms,  tenants 
of  lands  of  Normans,  and  tenants  by  monetary  rent  and  by  serjeanty  in 
Gloucestershire,  in  the  reign  of  John.  The  original  has  disappeared.  There 
is,  however,  a  copy,  somewhat  earlier  than  the  copy  in  the  Book  of  Fees, 
in  a  roll  (formerly  preserved  at  the  Chapter  House  of  Westminster) 
which  contains  transcripts  of  several  returns  to  the  writ  of  1  June  1212, 
The  writer  of  the  roll  presumably  believed  the  list  to  belong  to  that  year. 
There  are  obvious  errors  of  transcription  in  both  versions.  The  text  here 
printed  is  that  of  the  earlier  copy,  with  annotations  from  the  version  in  the 
Book  of  Fees  where  the  readings  of  this  latter  seem  preferable. 

The  list  cannot  in  its  present  form  be  earlier  than  Easter  1211,  when 
Theobald  Blund  obtained  from  the  king  land  at  Cheltenham  exactly  cor- 
responding in  value  with  that  mentioned  in  the  text. l  On  the  other  hand, 
it  cannot  be  later  than  September  1213,  when  William  de  Munchensi  was 
dead.2  Roger  de  Mortimer  and  James  de  Neufmarche  were  dead  in  1215.3 
The  section  concerning  lands  of  Normans  seems  to  connect  it  with  an  en- 
quiry on  this  specific  subject  held  in  other  counties,  some  results  of  which 
have  been  printed  in  the  preceding  pages.

A.D.  1212. 

The  chronicler  of  Waverley  Abbey,  in  his  account  of  the  events  of  the  year 
1212,  says  that  King  John  then  issued  certain  writs  : — 

"  Idem  scripsit  vicecomitibus  ut  per  singulos  hundredos  facerent  homines 
jurare  quae  terrse  essent  de  dominico  praedecessorum  suorum  regum  antiqui- 
tus,  et  qualiter  a  manibus  regum  exierint,  et  qui  eas  modo  tenent,  et  pro 
qui  bus  servitiis."1 

The  original  writ  which  was  sent  to  the  Sheriff  of  Nottingham  and  Derby 
has  been  preserved,  and  a  copy  of  the  writ  to  the  Sheriff  of  Stafford  is  pre- 
fixed to  the  return  from  that  county.     The  former  runs  as  follows  : — 

"  Johannes  Dei  gracia  Rex  Anglie,  Dominus  Hybernie,  Dux  Normannie, 
Aquitanie  et  Comes  Andegavie,  vicecomiti  Notinghamie  et  Derebie, 
salutem.  Precipimus  tibi  quod  sine  dilacione  in  fide  qua  nobis  teneris 
diligenter  inquiri  facias  sicut  melius  inquiri  poterit  de  omnibus  feodis 
militum  et  omnimodis  tenementis  infra  burgum  sive  extra  que  de  nobis 
tenentur  in  capite  in  baillia  tua  per  militare  servicium  vel  per  serianteriam 
qualemcunque,  et  qui  ea  teneant,  et  per  quod  servicium,  et  similiter 
de  tenementis  omnibus  que  antiquitus  de  nobis  aut  de  progenitoribus 
nostris,  regibus  Anglie,  teneri  solent  que  sunt  data  vel  alienata  per 
maritagium,  vel  per  servicium,  vel  per  elemosinam,  vel  alio  modo  quo 
minus  de  nobis  tenentur  in  capite  ;  et  omnia  ilia  tenementa  qualiacunque 
ilia  fuerint  inbreviari  facias  ;  et  nomina  illorum  qui  ea  teneant,  et  per 
quod  servicium,  et  de  quibus,  et  per  quos  data  vel  alienata  fuerint  et 
quibus  occasionibus  a  capitali  servicio  nostro  quod  nobis  vel  antecessoribus 
nostris  inde  fieri  solet  ;  et  quod  inde  inquisitum  fuerit  nobis  et  baronibus 
scaccarii  nostri  scire  facias  per  inquisicionem  discrete  factam  in  crastino 
Sancti  Johannis  Baptiste  sub  sigillo  tuo  ;  et  habeas  tunc  ibi  hoc  breve. 
Teste  W.  Briwere,  apud  Westmonasterium,  j.  die  Junii."2 

From  this  it  appears  that  the  monastic  chronicler's  description  of  the  scope 
of  the  enquiry  is  not  strictly  accurate.  The  sheriffs  were  not  directed  to 
enquire  concerning  alienations  from  the  royal  demesne,  although,  as  will  be 
seen  below,  several  of  them  did  so. 

The  terms  of  the  writ  itself  are  somewhat  ambiguous,  and  it  is  not  surprising 
to  find  that  different  sheriffs  took  divergent  views  as  to  the  exact  nature 
of  the  information  to  be  supplied  by  them.  Unless  read  with  care,  it  might 
have  seemed  to  require  returns  of  all  subinfeudations  by  tenants  in  chief  since 
the  introduction  of  the  feudal  system.  In  point  of  fact  the  enquiry  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  intended  to  extend  to  under-tenants.  The  Govern- 
ment wanted  : — 

Returns  of  all  tenures  in  chief,  by  military  service  or  by  serjeanty. 
Returns  of  such  alienations  by  tenants  in  chief  as  might  impair  their 
capacity  to  render  the  service  due  to  the  Crown.     Grants  in  frank 
marriage  or  in  frank  almoin   fell  into   this   category,   as   also   grants 
conditioned  by  services  other  than  military.

Concurrent  with  the  enquiry  of  June  1212  as  to  tenures  in  chief  and 
alienations  there  was  an  enquiry  as  to  rents  and  benefices  given  to  clerks  by 
English  prelates  who  were  living  abroad  in  consequence  of  the  Interdict. 
The  chronicler  of  Waverley  states  that  writs  were  sent  to  the  different 
sheriffs  in  the  following  words  : — 

"  Praecipimus  vobis  quod  capiatis  in  manum  nostram  omnes  ecclesias  et 
redditus  quos  archiepiscopus  et  episcopi  Angliae,  vel  prior  Cantuariensis, 
qui  ultra  mare  sunt  dederunt  in  bailiva  vestra  in  absentia  sua,  et  praecipi- 
atis  omnibus  illis  qui  ea  de  dono  illorum  receperunt  quod  sine  dilatione 
exeant  de  terra  nostra  ;  et  scire  faciatis  distincte,  in  crastino  Sancti  Johannis 
Baptistae  anno  regni  nostri  xiv,  baronibus  de  Scaccario  ubi  fuerint  redditus 
illi,  et  quantum  valeant,  et  qui  illi  sunt  qui  eos  receperunt.  Datum  vii.  id. 
Junii."1 

Although  royal  writs  were  not  wont  to  be  dated  according  to  the  old 
Roman  calendar,  there  is  no  reason  for  doubting  the  general  correctness 
of  the  quotation.  It  is  material  to  observe  that  the  sheriffs'  returns  were 
to  be  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  morrow  of  Midsummer,  the  very  day  on 
which  their  returns  as  to  tenures  in  chief  and  alienations  were  to  be  de- 
livered there.  No  separate  lists  have  been  preserved  of  the  grants  and  colla- 
tions made  by  the  absent  prelates,  but  several  of  the  sheriffs  included  such 
grants  in  their  returns  to  the  writ  of  1  June.  Thus  the  Sheriff  of  Surrey  states 
that  the  parsons  of  Wimbledon  and  Newington  had  been  appointed  by  Stephen, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  John  of  Colchester  had  been  nominated  Arch- 
deacon of  Bath  after  the  issue  of  the  papal  interdict,  and  the  church  of  South 
Brent  in  Somerset  had  been  taken  into  the  king's  hand  because  of  its 
having  been  given  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Wells.  The  Sheriffs  of  Notting- 
ham and  Lincoln  made  similar  reports.  The  return  from  Worcestershire 
has  a  separate  section  headed: — "  Inquisicio  ecclesiarum,"  and  a  corres- 
ponding endorsement.  In  Surrey  the  churches  were  valued  by  juries  of  six 
parishioners. 

It  must  be  observed  that  the  time  allowed  to  the  sheriffs  in  which  to  collect 
the  information  required  and  to  forward  it  to  London  was  extraordinarily 
short.  Only  one  of  them  indeed  is  known  to  have  delivered  his  return  on 
the  appointed  day,  and,  curiously  enough,  this  was  the  Sheriff  of  Cumber- 
land, one  of  the  most  distant  counties.  It  may  be  suggested  that  he  only 
held  one  inquisition  for  the  whole  of  his  bailiwick,  and  that  he  based  his 
return  upon  a  somewhat  earlier  list  of  which  a  version  is  preserved  in  the 
Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.2  Returns  from  other  counties  followed  at 
intervals  of  days   or  weeks. 

This  is  perhaps  the  most  convenient  place  at  which  to  discuss  very  briefly  cer- 
tain lists  of  fees  and  serjeanties  which  occupy  a  considerable  section  of  the  Red 
Book  of  the  Exchequer,  and  their  relation  to  the  returns  of  June  and  July  1212 
transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees  and  printed  below.  According  to  the  heading, 
the  former  represent  "  Inquisitions  made  in  the  reign  of  King  John  throughout 
England  that  is  to  say  in  the  12th  and  13th  year  (anno)  of  his  reign,  in  every 
county,  concerning  the  services  of  knights  and  others  who  hold  of  him  in 
chief,  according  to  the  rolls  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  hands  of  the 
sheriffs  of  England  in  the  aforesaid  time."  They  are  followed  by  lists  of  the 
services  due  from  the  tenants  of  certain  Honours,  stated  to  be  founded  on 
inquisitions  made  in  the  13th  year  of  King  John,  that  is  to  say  between  the

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12th  of  May  1211  and  the  2nd  of  May  1212.  In  the  printed  version  of  the 
Red  Book,  the  first  series  is  dated  in  the  margin  "  1210-1212  "  and  the  second 
"  1211-1212."1 

In  1899,  however,  a  writer  of  recognised  authority  propounded  a  theory, 
described  by  himself  as  "revolutionary,"  that  "  there  was  but  one  inquest  ': 
at  the  period  under  consideration,  and  that  the  lists  in  the  Red  Book  and 
in  the  Book  of  Fees  were  alike  "  derived  from  a  single  original,"  the  former 
being  "  merely  abstracts  "  from  the  returns  made  in  June  121 2. 2 

This  theory  was  based  upon  a  partial  comparison  of  the  text  of  the  Red 
Book  as  printed  in  1896  with  that  of  the  Book  of  Fees  as  printed  in  1807 
under  the  title  of  '  Testa  de  Neville  There  is  no  need  here  to  consider  how  far 
it  would  have  held  good  if  we  had  no  other  sources  of  information  on  the 
subject,  if  both  texts  might  be  regarded  as  independent  compilations  from 
documents  no  longer  extant.  Having  now  before  us,  as  printed  in  the  following 
pages,  the  text  of  the  original  returns  made  from  more  than  a  dozen  counties 
in  the  summer  of  1212,  it  is  possible  to  compare  it  item  by  item  with  the  text 
of  the  Red  Book.  To  do  this  is  no  part  of  the  present  undertaking.  It  may, 
however,  be  permissible  to  submit  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  so  far 
attained  by  a  fresh  examination  of  the  lists  in  the  Red  Book.  The  views 
now  put  forward  with  regard  to  them  will  be  found  to  differ  materially  from 
those  expressed  on  the  one  hand  by  the  editor  of  the  Red  Book  and  on  the 
other  hand  by  the  author  of  the  essay  quoted  above. 

In  the  first  place,  it  seems  clear  that  the  fists  in  the  Red  Book  are  for  the 
most  part  mere  abstracts  or  notes,  rather  than  exact  copies  of  original 
returns,  and  that  they  abound  in  flagrant  misrea dings. 

Secondly,  it  seems  almost  equally  clear  that  the  lists  for  some  particular 
counties  were  compiled  from  more  than  one  manuscript.  The  manifest  contra- 
dictions and  repetitions  in  the  list  for  Wiltshire  point  to  a  composite 
origin,  while  the  list  for  Dorset  and  Somerset  specifically  quotes  a  book  as 
correcting  some  other  source  of  information.3  There  are  moreover  grounds 
for  believing  that  the  valuable  lists  of  the  military  tenants  of  certain 
prelates  were  originally  distinct  from  the  general  lists  of  lay  tenants  in 
chief.  Parts  of  the  lists  of  the  tenants  of  the  Archbishops  of  Canter- 
bury and  York  are  entered  twice4  ;  the  lists  of  the  tenants  of  the 
Bishop  of  Norwich  and  the  Abbot  of  Holme  are  obviously  additions 
to  the  Red  Book,  detrimental  to  the  symmetry  of  the  manuscript.  So 
again  under  London  and  Middlesex  the  section  concerning  lay  fees  is  copied 
from  an  extant  manuscript  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  list  of  the  episcopal 
tenants  immediately  preceding  it  in  the  book.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1210 
contains  references  to  an  *  originale  '  giving  the  names  of  the  knights  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  an  '  originale '  giving  the  names  of  the 
knights  of  the  Bishop  of  Hereford,  and  it  would  appear  that  other  similar 
documents  of  that  date  were  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  Red  Book. 

With  regard  to  the  fees  of  the  lay  tenants  in  chief,  it  seems  impossible  to 
accept  the  date  in  the  general  heading  as  correctly  applicable  to  all  the  fists 
ranged  under  it.  Those  for  several  counties,  such  as  Nottingham  and  Derby, 
and  Worcester,  have  every  appearance  of  having  been  founded  upon  the 
returns  to  the  writs  of  1  June  1212.  These  cases,  however,  do  not  prove  that 
there  was  only  one  inquest  at  this  period,  still  less  that  there  were  no  other

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sources  of  information.  The  lists  in  the  Red  Book  for  several  counties, 
such  as  Devon  and  Surrey,  differ  materially  from  the  authentic  returns  of 
1212,  not  merely  in  arrangement  but  also  in  substance,  for  they  give  other 
names  and  other  information.  The  shorter  list  for  Cumberland  cannot 
possibly  be  evolved  from  the  authentic  return  printed  below.  It  should  also 
be  observed  that  some  of  the  lists  which  do  not  agree  with  the  returns  of 
1212  have  sections  '"  De  terris  Normannorum "  or  "De  escaetis."  While 
there  is  not  a  word  about  these  subjects  in  the  writ  of  1  June  1212,  there 
are  mentions  of  them  in  some  of  the  lists  printed  on  previous  pages  of  the 
present  volume  and  on  internal  evidence  there  ascribed  to  a  date  slightly 
anterior  to  1212. 

In  further  support  of  the  view  that  some  of  the  lists  in  the  Red  Book,  however 
irregular  and  unsatisfactory  as  a  series,  were  prepared  before  1212,  attention 
may  be  called  to  the  entry  concerning  Mendlesham  in  Suffolk,  in  which  the 
testimony  of  John  Briwere  is  quoted  as  to  its  tenure.  This  John  Briwere 
was  dead  in  1210. 

Upon  the  whole  then  it  seems  probable  that  the  compilers  of  the  Red  Book 
had  before  them  some  genuine  lists  of  the  12th  and  13th  years  of  John, 
which  they  thought  fit  to  supplement  by  using  various  other  documents, 
dated  or  undated.  Among  the  '  inquisitions '  professedly  belonging  to 
the  13th  year  of  John  there  is  an  extract  from  the  Pipe  Roll  of  the  8th  year, 
and  a  list  of  military  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Richard's  Castle  which  cannot 
be  earlier  than  the  5th  year  of  Henry  III.1  Reasons  will  be  given  later  for 
believing  that  part  of  their  list  for  Middlesex  belongs  to  the  year  1235.  When 
regular  inquisitions  failed,  the  names  of  actual  or  recent  tenants  in  chief 
could  be  obtained  from  the  assessments  for  successive  scutages  ;  particulars 
concerning  escheats  and  serjeanties  could  be  obtained  from  the  rolls  of  justices 
in  eyre  in  different  counties.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1210  specifically  mentions 
many  lists  of  names  which  no  longer  exist. 

The  '  inquisitions  '  in  the  Red  Book  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  a 
heterogeneous  collection  of  notes  made  for  fiscal  purposes,  rather  than  as  a 
series  of  methodical  digests  of  returns  belonging  to  any  particular  year.  Some 
of  their  many  faults  may  be  due  to  interlineations  and  alterations  in  the 
documents  from  which  they  were  copied.  Others  are,  however,  due  to  extra- 
ordinary incompetence  on  the  part  of  the  transcribers.2 

Some  references  to  the  Red  Book  will  be  found  in  the  following 
notes  on  the  returns  of  1212  printed  below,  and  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  indicate  the  sources  of  the  very  complex  list  for  Somerset  and 
Dorset. 

Surrey.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was  delivered 
at  the  Exchequer  on  the  30th  of  June  1212. 

A  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  this  county  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the 
Exchequer  appears  to  be  somewhat  earlier  in  date,  as  it  contains  the  names  of

Sussex.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was  delivered 
at  the  Exchequer  on  the  1st  of  July  1212.  A  list  of  fees  and  escheats  in  this 
county  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  has  the  appearance  of  a 
compilation  from  more  than  one  source.2 

Southampton.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was 
delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  2nd  of  July  1212. 

Somerset  and  Dorset.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  returns, 
which  were  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  23rd  of  July  1212  by 
William  Ma  let,  who  was  sheriff  of  both  counties.  Each  of  them  being  now 
somewhat  defective,  the  missing  words  have  been  supplied  from  the  transcript 
in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

A  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  these  two  counties  entered  in  the  Red  Book 
of  the  Exchequer  is  avowedly  compiled  from  more  than  one  source.3  It 
is  not  founded  upon  the  authentic  returns  here  printed,  and  it  mentions 
certain  estates  which  were  not  noticed  by  the  sheriff  in  1212,  such  as  that 
of  Gilbert  de  Say  at  Yeovil.      It  comprises  eight  sections. 

In  the  first  section  of  the  list,  the  sequence  of  the  names  and  the  amounts 
of  the  different  holdings  are  almost  identical  with  those  given  in  the  Pipe 
Roll  of  1202,  in  connexion  with  the  assessment  of  '  the  third  scutage,'  though 
not  copied  directly  therefrom.  These  are  followed  by  certain  other  entries 
apparently  derived  from  the  assessments  of  subsequent  scutages.  In  its  present 
form,  the  list  contains  the  names  of  Henry  Lovel  and  Otes  of  Wanstrow,  the 
successors,  in  1206-1207,  of  Ralph  Lovel  and  Geoffrey  of  Wanstrow,  who 
occur  in  the  list  of  1202.4 

The  second  section,  enumerating  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Mortain,  seems 
also  to  be  closely  connected  with  the  corresponding  list  entered  on  the  Pipe 
Roll  of  1202. 

The  third  section,  enumerating  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Kington,  may 
represent  the  local  portion  of  a  general  list  of  the  tenants  of  that  honour. 
Another  portion  of  it  is  entered  elsewhere  (p.  600),  and  we  know  that  such  a 
list  was  produced  at  the  Exchequer  in  1210,  at  the  audit  of  the  account  of  the 
Sheriff  of  Hereford.  The  fourth  entry  is  an  interpolation,  and  the  last  entry 
is  obviously  misplaced. 

The  fourth  section,  purporting  to  enumerate  fees  of  the  Honour  of  Boulogne, 
begins  with  Bradford,  which  really  belonged  to  the  Honour  of  Kington.  It 
does  not  mention  Martock  or  certain  other  places  which  are  known  to  have 
formed  part  of  the  Honour  of  Boulogne. 

The  fifth  section  enumerating  royal  serjeanties  is  presumably  derived 
from  some  eyre  roll  of  the  reign  of  John.  The  entries  concerning  John  Russell 
and  Robert  of  Newburgh  and  various  parts  of  other  entries  are  obvious 
additions  to  the  manuscript.

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The  sixth  section  contains  a  confused  list  of  lands  of  Normans  which  may 
be  derived  from  an  inquest  taken  in  or  about  the  year  1210. 

The  seventh  section  enumerates  the  knights  of  the  fee  of  William  Martel. 
His  lands  were  in  the  king's  hand  in  1212,  but  the  list  is  not  based  upon  the 
Sheriff's  return  of  that  year  printed  below. 

The  eighth  section, .  concerning  tenants  of  the  king's  demesne,  is  closely 
connected  with  the  lists  of  '  terre  date  '  entered  on  the  Pipe  Rolls  of  successive 
years  of  the  reign  of  John. 

Devon.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was  delivered 
at  the  Exchequer  on  the  1st  of  July  1212.  Although  the  arrangement  of  the 
matter  is  in  the  main  according  to  hundreds,  the  names  of  the  different 
hundreds  are  not  stated.  The  return  is  manifestly  incomplete,  no  inform- 
ation being  given  with  regard  to  a  considerable  part  of  the  county.  It 
was  equally  incomplete  when  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees  six  centuries 
ago,  but  the  original  roll  shows  traces  of  having  once  been  longer. 

A  list  of  fees  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  is  clearly  derived 
from  some  other  source.1  In  its  present  form,  however,  it  cannot  be  much 
earlier  in  date,  and,  if  used  with  due  caution,  it  may  help  to  supply  some  of 
the  deficiencies  in  the  authentic  return  printed  below. 

Hereford.  The  original  return  of  the  sheriff  of  this  county  to  the  writ 
of  1  June  1212  is  missing.  The  Book  of  Fees,  however,  contains  a  transcript 
of  a  return  which  appears  to  belong  to  that  year,  and  there  is  an  earlier 
transcript  in  a  roll  which  contains  copies  of  the  returns  of  1212  for 
several  other  counties.  Neither  of  the  manuscripts  is  free  from  manifest 
errors. 

The  date  of  this  return  for  Herefordshire  may  be  narrowed  to  within  a  few 
years  by  internal  evidence.  William  de  Cantelo  is  mentioned  in  it  as  guardian 
of  the  heir  of  Henry  de  Longchamp,  and  there  is  record  of  his  having  received 
a  grant  of  that  wardship  in  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  121 1.2 
On  the  other  hand,  the  statement  that  the  fees  of  Walter  de  Lacy  were  in  the 
king's  hand  can  hardly  be  later  than  July  1213,  when  he  obtained  restitution 
of  all  his  lands  in  England  except  Ludlow.3  The  date  of  the  return  may  thus 
be  placed  between  October  1210  and  July  1213.  Inasmuch  as  it  enumerates 
tenants  in  chief  by  military  service  or  by  serjeanty,  and  alienations  in  free 
alms,  it  has  every  appearance  of  having  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
writ  of  1  June  1212. 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  an  almost  contemporary  list  of 
tenants  in  chief  in  Herefordshire,  differing  materially  in  form  and  substance 
from  the  return  here  printed.4  The  section  of  it  dealing  with  those  who  held 
by  military  service  is  supplemented  by  detailed  lists  of  the  knights  of  the 
bishopric  of  Hereford,  and  of  the  Honours  of  Kington,  Brecknock,  Abergavenny 
and  Radnor,  which  may  have  been  derived  from  documents  produced  by

Oxford.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was  delivered 
at  the  Exchequer  on  the  26th  of  June  1212. 

Berks.  The  text  is  printed  from  an  original  return,  written  in  more  than 
one  hand  and  not  at  all  similar  to  the  return  for  Oxfordshire.  Although  the 
document  does  not  bear  any  endorsement  showing  the  date  of  its  delivery  at 
the  Exchequer,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  was  made  in  the  summer  of 
1212.  The  heading  in  fact  reproduces  some  of  the  phraseology  of  the  writ 
issued  on  the  1st  of  June  in  that  year.  The  internal  evidence  is  to  the  same 
effect.  Richard  le  Waleys,  who  is  mentioned  as  holding  land  at  Eastbury 
with  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Ralph  de  Lanvaley,  obtained  possession  of 
it  about  Midsummer  12 ll.2 

A  list  of  tenants  in  Berkshire,  somewhat  different  from  this  return,  and 
much  shorter,  is  to  be  found  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.3  The  mention 
in  it  of  the  aforesaid  Richard  le  Waleys  in  connexion  with  Eastbury  seems 
to  show  that,  in  its  present  form,  it  cannot  be  more  than  a  year  earlier  than 
the  return  printed  below. 

Borough  of  Wallingford.  The  text  is  printed  from  an  original  return, 
which  does  not  bear  any  endorsement  recording  its  delivery  at  the  Exchequer, 
and  which  was  probably  appended  to  the  return  of  the  Sheriff  of  Berkshire. 
Both  the  manuscripts  have  decorated  capitals  of  a  very  similar  type.  The 
heading  and  the  contents  of  the  Wallingford  roll  also  show  its  connexion 
with  the  later  part  of  the  writ  of  1  June  1212  asking  for  information  as  to 
alienations  in  frank  almoin  or  otherwise. 

Honour  of  Wallingford.  The  Book  of  Fees  contains  a  transcript  of  a 
letter  from  the  Constable  of  Wallingford  to  the  justices  and  barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  which  enclosed  a  schedule  of  the  king's  tenants  with  whom  he 
was  concerned.  Although  the  original  letter  and  schedule,  both  written  in  a 
peculiar  hand,  do  not  bear  any  note  of  the  date  of  delivery  at  the 
Exchequer,  they  may  with  tolerable  certainty  be  referred  to  the  summer  of 
1212. 

The  Pipe  Roll  for  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1211  contains 
a  detailed  account  of  payments  made  by  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Wallingford 
towards  the  scutage  of  Wales,  and,  while  a  general  correspondence  may  be 
seen  between  it  and  the  document  here  printed,  there  is  clear  evidence  that 
the  latter  is  posterior  in  date.     Ruelent  Huscarl  of  the  Pipe  Roll  is  replaced

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in  the  Constable's  list  by  Thomas  Huscarl,  who  is  known  to  have  been  his 
son,  Hamon  Carbonel  by  Peter  fitz  Herbert  as  guardian,  and  Alan  fitz 
Roland  by  the  heir  of  Alan  fitz  Roland  with  John  Marshal  as  guardian. 
There  is  also  in  the  document  here  printed  a  note  of  the  death  of  Warin  Pinel 
who  had  contributed  to  the  scutage  of  Wales. 

While  then  this  return  of  the  Constable  of  Wallingford  is  later  than 
the  account  rendered  in  1211,  it  is  not  much  later,  for  Ralph  Dauvers, 
who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  one  of  the  tenants,  was  dead  in  June  1213. 1 

A  list  of  the  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Wallingford,  which  is  entered  in  the 
Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  and  there  apparently  assigned  to  the  13th  year 
of  John  (May  1211  to  May  1212)  agrees  more  closely  with  the  list  in  the  Pipe 
Roll  of  1211  than  with  the  return  here  printed.2  It  must,  however,  be  somewhat 
earlier  in  date,  for  Alan  de  Valognes,  who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  one  of  the 
tenants,  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1210.3  The  source  of  it  may  have  been  a 
list  of  the  tenants  which  was  produced  at  the  audit  of  that  year.4  The  fact 
that  the  order  of  the  names  in  the  Red  Book  is  very  similar  to  that  in  the 
schedule  here  printed  suggests  that  the  Constable  of  1212  had  before  him 
some  version  of  the  earlier  list. 

Essex  and  Hertford.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  issue  of  the  king's 
writ  of  1  June  1212  led  to  the  taking  of  a  series  of  inquisitions  in  these  two 
counties.  The  original  return  or  returns  then  made  have  long  since  disappeared, 
and  nothing  remains  except  a  copy  in  the  Book  of  Fees  of  a  list  of  fees  and 
serjeanties,  which  seems  to  be  an  abridgement  rather  than  an  authentic  copy  of 
the  lost  originals.  The  names  of  the  different  hundreds  are  omitted,  an  entry 
concerning  Stanstead  is  copied  twice,  and  the  sections  relating  to  some 
hundreds  are  divided.  While  the  list  deals  with  the  whole  county  of  Hertford, 
except  the  Hundred  of  Cashio  which  belonged  to  the  Abbot  of  St.  Albans, 
the  part  relating  to  Essex  is  very  defective. 

The  date  of  the  returns  can  be  fixed  within  a  few  months.  The  Earl  of 
Winchester,  who  is  entered  as  holding  Ware,  did  not  obtain  possession  of  that 
manor  before  the  spring  of  1212,  after  the  death  of  his  mother-in-law,  the 
Countess  of  Leicester.5  Henry  fitz  Ailwin,  Mayor  of  London,  who  is  entered 
as  holding  Watton,  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  in  that  year.6 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  a  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in 
the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford  which  seems  to  have  been  based  upon 
the  returns  of  1212  and  to  have  been  compiled  before  the  loss  of  those  for 
several  of  the  hundreds  of  the  former  county.7  Thus  it  gives  the  names  of 
many  persons  and  places  that  do  not  occur  in  the  list  transcribed  in  the  Book 
of  Fees.  On  the  other  hand,  most  of  the  entries  are  curtailed  to  the  fewest 
possible  number  of  words,  and  the  arrangement  is  not  topographical.  If 
used  with  due  caution,  it  can  be  made  to  supplement  the  return  printed  below. 
Some  idea  of  its  character  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  while  Hubert 
of  Anstey,  who  died  in  the  early  part  of  1210,  is  entered  as  holding  lands  at

Anstey,  Little  Hormead  and  Berchesdon,  his  heirs  are  entered  as  paying  a 
rent  of  15/.  from  another  place. 

The  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford  now 
assigned  to  the  year  1212  is  followed  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  but  after  a  blank 
space,  by  a  verdict  of  the  men  of  Writtle,  and  this  is,  after  another  blank 
space,  followed  by  a  verdict  of  the  half-hundred  of  Waltham.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  outward  aspect  of  the  manuscript  to  suggest  that  they  are  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  matter  which  precedes  them,  or,  indeed,  that  they  are 
necessarily  connected  with  each  other. 

Of  seven  entries  in  the  verdict  of  the  men  of  Writtle,  the  first  two  may 
be  compared  with  parallel  passages  in  the  general  return  for  the  county, 
among  entries  concerning  the  Hundred  of  Chelmsford,  and  it  is  worthy 
of  special  remark  that  these  passages  contain  information  which  is  not 
derived  from  the  verdict  now  under  consideration.  The  third  entry  in  the 
verdict  is  unnoticed  in  the  general  return  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  but 
there  is  an  entry  concerning  the  serjeanty  of  Ralph  le  Boder  in  the  Red  Book 
of  the  Exchequer.  The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  entries  in  the  verdict  do  not  recur 
elsewhere.  The  final  entry  mentions  two  fees  and  a  quarter  belonging  to  the 
Count  of  Aumale.  This  estate  is  not  mentioned  either  in  the  extant  portion 
of  the  general  return  or  in  the  comprehensive  summary  of  that  return  in  the 
Red  Book.  The  fees  have  yet  to  be  identified,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  entry 
may  be  a  casual  note  unconnected  with  Writtle.  In  any  case,  it  would  appear 
that  the  verdict  of  Writtle  represents  either  an  independent  return  to  the 
writ  of  1  June  1212,  overlapping  that  for  the  Hundred  of  Chelmsford,  or  a 
return  to  some  purely  local  enquiry  of  approximately  the  same  date.1  While 
the  entry  concerning  the  heir  of  Richard  de  Monfichet  cannot  be  earlier  than 
1203,  that  concerning  Warin  fitz  Gerold  can  hardly  be  later  than  1216,  when 
his  lands  were  seized  by  the  king.2 

If  found  by  itself,  the  verdict  of  Waltham  would  certainly  appear  from 
its  heading  and  contents  to  have  been  prepared  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  of 
1  June  1212,  and  to  be  the  only  verdict  from  Essex  of  which  the  original 
phraseology  has  been  preserved.  Richard  fitz  Alcher  and  Menigar  le  Napper 
mentioned  in  it  occur  in  the  Red  Book  in  the  summary  of  the  general  inquest. 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  text  is  printed  from  a  very  neatly  written 
roll,  which  was  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  2nd  of  July  1212.  The 
return   is    arranged    topographically,    hundred    by   hundred. 

It  differs  materially  from  a  fist  of  fees,  serjeanties  and  escheats  in  Norfolk 
and  Suffolk  which  is  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.3  Like  others 
in  the  same  volume,  the  list  in  the  Red  Book  is  a  classified  abstract  rather 
than  a  copy.  The  entries  concerning  Robert  de  Mortimer  and  William  of 
Stokes  must  in  the  original  have  followed  one  or  other  of  the  entries  concerning 
the  Honour  of  Britanny.  There  is,  however,  no  reason  to  doubt  the  explicit 
statement  that  the  list  was  founded  upon  an  inquisition,  which  may  indeed 
have  been  taken  in  the  eleventh  regnal  year  of  John.  Thomas  de  Valognes, 
who  is  mentioned  in  it,  seems  to  have  succeeded  his  father  Theobald  shortly

Worcester.  The  text  is  printed  from  an  original  roll  which  does  not  bear 
any  endorsement  recording  its  delivery  at  the  Exchequer.  It  has,  however, 
an  endorsement  noting  that  it  deals  with  the  king's  tenants  and  with  churches 
alike.  The  two  entries  concerning  churches  have  a  special  heading  and 
were  presumably  made  in  pursuance  of  the  writ  of  7  June  1212  given  by  the 
annalist  of  Waverley. 

A  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  Worcestershire  entered  in  the  Red  Book 
of  the  Exchequer  seems  to  have  been  prepared  from  this  more  satisfactory 
document  upon  a  definite  system.3  It  has  some  variants  and  several  omissions, 
probably  intentional. 

Stafford.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was 
delivered  at  the  Exchequer  a  week  after  the  appointed  day.  It  begins  with 
a  copy  of  the  writ  which  led  to  its  preparation. 

Salop.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was  likewise 
delivered  at  the  Exchequer  a  week  after  the  appointed  day.  Although  Thomas 
of  Erdington  was  sheriff  of  the  linked  counties  of  Stafford  and  Salop,  the 
returns  from  them  are  separate  and  written  in  different  hands.  The  general 
classification  of  the  matter  is,  however,  similar,  neither  of  the  returns  being 
arranged  under  hundreds.4 

There  is  some  connexion  between  this  authentic  return  and  a  list  of  fees 
and  serjeanties  in  Shropshire,  which  is  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the 
Exchequer.5  Several  material  discrepancies  between  them  may,  however, 
be  observed. 

Nottingham  and  Derby.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return, 
which  was  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  6th  of  July  1212.  The  original 
writ  to  the  sheriff  of  these  counties  has  been  printed  above  in  the  general 
introduction  to  the  returns  of  1212. 6 

A  list  of  fees  and  serjeanties  in  these  counties  which  is  entered  in  the  Red 
Book  of  the  Exchequer  appears  to   be  merely  a  brief  compilation  from  the

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return  of  1212  and  consequently  of  no  intrinsic  value.1  The  matter  is,  indeed, 
re-arranged  in  three  sections,  but  it  does  not  include  any  information  that  is 
not  to  be  found  as  fully,  or  more  fully,  in  the  return  printed  below. 

Lincoln.  The  text,  with  an  exception  mentioned  below,  is  printed  from 
the  original  return,  which,  however,  bears  no  endorsement  as  to  the  date  of 
its  delivery  at  the  Exchequer.  Having  regard  to  the  enormous  amount  of 
information  here  collected,  we  may  fairly  surmise  that  the  Sheriff  of  Lincoln 
did  not  make  his  return  until  long  after  the  appointed  day.  The  original 
manuscript  has  suffered  greatly.  The  first  membrane,  which  was  missing 
at  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees,  has,  within  the  last  few 
months,  been  identified  and  reunited  to  the  roll  from  which  it  had  been  separa- 
ted for  some  six  centuries.  The  second  membrane  is  defective,  and  the  com- 
pilers of  the  Book  of  Fees  made  no  attempt  to  reproduce  the  earlier  lines  of 
it.  There  is  no  return  for  the  wapentake  of  Flaxwell.  A  membrane  dealing 
with  the  wapentake  of  Skirbeck  is  lost,  and  for  the  contents  of  it  we  are 
dependent  upon  the  transcript  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

Although  this  elaborate  return  is  undated,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
it  was  prepared  in  the  summer  of  1212.  The  heading  of  the  first  membrane, 
now  happily  recovered,  shows  it  to  be  connected  with  the  general  enquiry 
ordered  on  the  1st  of  June  in  that  year,  and  there  is  on  the  dorse  of  another 
membrane  an  entry  concerning  the  church  of  Sleaford  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  writ  of  the  7th  of  that  month  already  mentioned. 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  a  useful  list  of  the  military  tenants 
of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  in  different  counties,  followed  by  several  ill-digested 
and  unsatisfactory  lists  of  fees  in  Lincolnshire  in  the  reign  of  John,  derived 
from  some  unknown  source  or  sources.2  An  entry  concerning  Fulbeck  is, 
in  its  present  form,  later  than  the  return  printed  below. 

Cumberland.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which  was 
delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  25th  of  June  1212.  It  may  be  compared 
with  a  list  of  tenants  in  this  county  by  military  service,  by  cornage,  or  by 
serjeanty,  which  is  entered  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.3  This  latter 
gives  various  local  particulars  that  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  sheriff's  return 
of  1212,  and  it  mentions  as  actual  tenants  two  persons,  William  fitz  Ranulph 
and  Odard  of  Hodalm,  who  were  dead  at  Michaelmas  121 1.4  The  information 
concerning  Edenhall  is  also  different.5 

Northumberland.  The  text  is  printed  from  the  original  return,  which 
was  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  5th  of  August  1212.  It  has  been  already 
printed  by  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.6 

A  list  of  the  king's  tenants  in  this  county  which  is  entered  in  the  Red  Book 
of  the  Exchequer  bears  a  very  close  relation  to  this  return.  The  sequence 
of  the  names  is  identical  and  the  phraseology,  although  curtailed,  is  very

for  Cumberland  published  in  1847,  the  A.D.  dates  assigned  to  those  from  the*  5th 
year  of  John  to  the  end  of  the  reign  (pp.  108-159)  are  each  one  year  too  late,  and 
the  roll  there  attributed  to  the  15th  year  (p.  149)  is  the  Chancellor's  duplicate  of  the 
roll  of  the  13th  year  (p.  140).  The  latter  error  is  repeated  in  the  Victoria  County 
History.

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similar.1  The  chief  variant  is  with  regard  to  Sewal  fitz  Henry,  who  appears 
in  the  Red  Book  as  an  actual  tenant,  whereas  the  return  of  1212  mentions 
him  as  the  predecessor  of  Philip  of  Ulecotes.  From  this  it  may  be  argued 
that  the  list  in  the  Red  Book  was  prepared  before  the  death  of  Sewal 
fitz  Henry,  which  is  known  to  have  occurred  in  the  spring  of  1210,  and 
that  it  was  used  as  a  foundation  for  the  more  detailed  return  of  1212.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  should  be  observed  that  the  list  in  the  Red  Book  does 
not  contain  a  single  name  or  a  single  scrap  of  local  information  that  is  not 
to  be  found  in  the  authentic  return  of  1212.  If  then  the  entry  concerning 
Sewal  fitz  Henry  can  be  regarded  as  a  mere  blunder  of  the  scribe,  the 
whole  list  may  fairly  be  described  as  an  abstract  of  the  document  printed 
below  and  consequently  of  little  value.2 

Lancaster  (County  and  Honour).  The  text  is  printed  from  a  roll  which 
bears  no  note  of  delivery  at  the  Exchequer,  and  which  may  possibly  be  an 
early  copy  made  at  Westminster.     It  consists  of  two  main  sections  : — 

(1)  An  inquisition  professedly  dealing  with  lands  alienated  by  various 
persons  in  the  county  of  Lancaster  'within  the  Lyme,'  but  giving  also 
the  names  of  actual  tenants  in  chief. 

(2)  A  list  of  tenants  of  the  Honour  of  Lancaster  '  without  the  Lyme,' 
in  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  Leicester,  Nottingham,  Derby,  Stafford, 
Suffolk  and  Norfolk. 

The  former  was  presumably  taken  by  authority  of  the  Sheriff  of  Lancaster. 
The  latter  may  have  been  supplied  to  him  by  the  steward  or  other  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Honour,  the  sheriff  having  no  jurisdiction  outside  his  own  county. 

A  translation  of  the  roll  was  published  in  1905,  with  valuable  annotations 
concerning  the  persons  and  places  mentioned  in  it.  The  learned  editor 
ascribed  the  original  to  June  1212,  largely  because,  a  few  years  ago,  it  was  on  a 
file  which  contained  the  return  of  the  Sheriff  of  Cumberland  to  the  writ 
issued  on  the  first  day  of  that  month.3  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  observe 
that  the  file  in  question  contained  also  some  records  of  the  eyre  of  1219,  and 
that  it  was  probably  put  together  by  Joseph  Hunter  in  1834.  A  medieval 
endorsement  on  one  of  the  membranes  relating  to  Lancashire  shows  that  they 
formerly  belonged  to  a  file  which  did  not  include  any  document  relating  to 
Cumberland. 

There  are,  however,  other  reasons  for  believing  that  the  document  printed 
below  represents  the  return  of  the  Sheriff  of  Lancashire  to  the  writ  of  1  June 
1212.  The  heading  of  it  refers  to  "tenements  given  and  alienated,"  and 
the  entries  concerning  gifts  made  by  William  fitz  Gilbert  and  Roger  de 
Muriell  specifically  state  that  the  services  due  to  the  king  had  been  thereby 
diminished.  The  heir  of  Arthur  of  Ashton  (Eston)  who  is  mentioned  in  the 
roll  as  holding  a  carucate  of  land  accounted  for  relief  on  succession  in  the 
financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1211.  Adam  of  Marton  (Merton)  who 
is  also  mentioned  as  holding  three  carucates  was  probably  '  the  heir  of  Matthew 
of  Merton  '  who  accounted  for  relief  in  the  same  year.4 

The  only  difficulty  in  ascribing  the  Lancashire  inquisition  to  the  summer 
of  1212  lies  in  the  fact  that  Roger  de  Lacy,  Constable  of  Chester,  is  mentioned

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in  it  twice  as  an  actual  tenant  in  chief.  Chroniclers  agree  in  stating  that  he 
died  in  1211,  and  an  account  of  the  family,  written  indeed  long  afterwards, 
professes  to  give  the  very  day  of  his  decease,  the  feast  of  St.  Remigius,  that 
is  to  say  the  1st  of  October.1  The  Pipe  Rolls  show  that  the  king's  agents 
received  the  profits  of  his  lands  at  various  places  as  from  Michaelmas  1211, 
allowing  to  John  his  son  50Z.  a  year  to  maintain  himself  in  the  king's  service. 

It  should  be  observed  that  this  inquisition  systematically  distinguishes 
between  the  dead  and  the  living.  In  many  cases  it  describes  lands  as  held 
by  the  unnamed  heir  of  some  recent  tenant.  The  information  given  with  re- 
gard to  minors  is  also  very  precise.  Thus  the  heir  of  Theobald  Walter  is 
twice  mentioned  as  being  a  ward  of  the  king,  and  the  heir  of  Randolf  fitz 
Roger  is  mentioned  as  being  a  ward  of  Eustace  of  Moreton.  If  then  the 
inquisition  was  taken  in  the  summer  of  1212,  some  nine  months  after  the  death 
of  Roger  de  Lacy,  it  might  be  expected  to  mention  his  heir.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  states  that  Roger  held  five  fees  of  Clitheroe  and  four  fees  of  his  barony 
1  within  the  Lyme.'  In  both  cases,  the  word  '  tenet '  is  written  without  abbrevia- 
tion. His  fees  of  Clitheroe  are  indeed  described  as  being  in  the  king's  hand, 
but  the  entry  concerning  the  other  four  fees  implies  actual  possession.  It  may 
therefore  be  argued  that  the  inquisition  was  taken  during  his  lifetime  and 
that  he  had  made  over  part  of  his  property  to  the  king  as  security  for  a  debt. 
In  support  of  this  theory,  it  may  be  observed  that  John  de  Lacy,  his  son  and 
heir,  did  not  obtain  livery  of  his  inheritance  until  1213,  when  he  undertook 
to  pay  a  vast  sum  to  the  Crown  in  discharge  of  his  father's  arrears,  accounts 
and  debts.2  If,  however,  we  are  to  ascribe  the  inquisition  to  the  year  1211, 
we  must  suppose  the  Sheriff  of  Lancashire  to  have  then  received  a  writ  very 
similar  to  that  directed  to  the  sheriffs  of  other  counties  in  June  1212.  If 
on  the  other  hand  the  whole  difficulty  arises  from  clerical  errors,  the  writer  of 
the  roll  must  be  held  to  have  blundered  badly  in  two  entries,  for  Roger  de 
Lacy  was  a  man  of  the  highest  consequence.  In  any  case  the  date  of  the 
inquisition  is  known  within  a  year  or  two.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  observa- 
tions, it  is  printed  below  under  date  of  1212. 

In  addition  to  the  great  Lancaster  return  considered  above,  there  still  sur- 
vives an  early  abstract  of  it,  presumably  made  at  the  Exchequer.  As  it  is 
copied  into  the  Book  of  Fees,  it  is  printed  below.  It  is,  however,  of  no  value 
except  as  an  illustration  of  the  unsatisfactory  character  of  such  abstracts. 
Another  abstract,  apparently  made  from  the  same  manuscript,  but  disfigured 
by  several  misreadings,  is  to  be  found  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.3

The  following  list  does  not  belong  to  any  of  the  general  series  of  returns 
transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  Nor  is  there  any  direct  evidence  as  to  whether 
it  represents  a  return  sent  up  from  the  country  or  a  compilation  made  at  the 
Exchequer. 

The  Archdeacon  of  Stafford,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  first  entry  as  having 
the  wardship  of  the  heir  of  Oliver  fitz  Neal,  obtained  it  in  the  financial  year 
ending  at  Michaelmas  1207. 1  Brian  de  Lisle,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  second 
entry  as  responsible  for  the  barony  of  Ralph  Taisson,  was  entrusted  with  it 
in  February  1208. 2  On  the  other  hand,  the  statement  that  John  of  Bassing- 
bourne  was  responsible  for  the  Honour  of  Tickhill,  cannot  be  later  than  the 
spring  of  1214,  when  Ralph,  Count  of  Eu,  obtained  restitution  of  his  lands.3 
Michael  de  'Maunuers,'  who  is  entered  as  holding  two  fees  at  Holme,  was 
presumably  the  predecessor  of  Leon  de  Malnoers  who  became  accountable  for 
a  relief  of  10Z.  before  October  1213. 4  William  de  Harcourt,  who  is  mentioned 
in  the  last  entry  in  connexion  with  the  fee  of  the  Constable  of  Chester,  occurs 
elsewhere  as  one  of  the  administrators  of  the  estate  of  Roger  de  Lacy,  Constable 
of  Chester,  who  died  in  the  autumn  of  121 1.5  Inasmuch  then  as  John  de 
Lacy,  son  and  heir  of  Roger,  obtained  possession  of  most  of  his  inheritance 
two  years  later,  the  list  may  apparently  be  ascribed  to  the  period  between 
October  1211  and  September  1213.6 

The  entry  concerning  Clayworth  affords  some  further  evidence  of  date. 
According  to  the  Pipe  Rolls,  land  there  to  the  yearly  value  of  11 2s.  was  for  a 
considerable  period  in  the  possession  of  William  fitz  Robert  fitz  Hugh.  For 
some  two  years  from  Michaelmas  1211,  it  was  in  the  hand  of  the  king.  Hugh 
fitz  Robert  was  returned  as  the  late  owner  in  the  summer  of  1212,  and 
Marina  his  relict  obtained  a  tardy  assignment  of  dower  there  in  August  121 3, 7 
but  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1212  ignores  his  brief  tenancy.  Before  Michaelmas  in 
that  year,  William  of  Hartshill  undertook  to  pay  the  100  marks  mentioned 
in  the  text  printed  below.8  At  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  list,  he 
had  not  found  the  necessary  sureties,  and  in  point  of  fact  he  did  not  get  the 
land  falling  to  him  by  inheritance  until  1221,  when  two  great  men  became 
sureties  for  his  payment  of  a  fifth  of  the  sum  originally  demanded  by  the 
Crown.9

In  the  section  of  the  Book  of  Fees  devoted  to  the  counties  of  Essex  and 
Hertford  there  is  a  transcript  of  a  list  of  fees  of  Richard  de  Raimes  and  of 
William  de  Helion  in  Essex,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  first  eleven  entries 
concern  the  Raimes  estate  ;   the  other  nine  concern  the  Helion  estate. 

The  date  of  the  list  is  approximately  fixed  by  the  mention  in  it  of  Robert 
de  Vere  as  tenant  of  half  a  fee  at  Hedingham  and  a  fee  at  Tilbury  (by  Clare). 
The  latter  belonged  at  one  time  to  Aubrey  de  Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford,  who 
was  certainly  living  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  financial  year  beginning  at 
Michaelmas  1213. x  In  October  1214,  Robert  de  Vere  undertook  to  pay  1,000 
marks  for  having  all  the  lands  of  his  brother,  Earl  Aubrey,  who  had  been 
dead  some  weeks.2  The  list  seems  therefore  to  have  been  made  between  the 
death  of  Earl  Aubrey  and  the  formal  investiture  of  Robert  de  Vere  as  an  earl. 
His  title  as  Earl  of  Oxford  was  fully  recognised  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of 
the  Great  Charter  in  June  1215. 3 

Further  evidence  is  to  be  found  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1214,  which  contains  a 
section  headed  : — "  Feoda  militum  Willelmi  de  Helion  que  sunt  in  manu 
regis  pro  defectu  ipsius  Willelmi."4  The  names  there  given  correspond  with 
those  in  the  list  printed  below,  except  that  Earl  Aubrey  appears  as  the  owner 
of  Tilbury,  and  the  heirs  of  William  of  Felstead  occupy  the  place  of  Philip  of 
Burnham.  The  holdings  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  are  not  given.  This  section 
of  the  Pipe  Roll  is  immediately  followed  by  a  heading  : — "  Scutagia  Ricardi 
de  Reimes,"  with  no  particulars,  a  space  being  left  blank.5 

Two  versions  of  a  list  of  the  fees  of  Helion,  which  was  possibly  the  founda- 
tion of  the  list  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Red 
Book  of  the  Exchequer.  The  first  of  these  is  appended,  out  of  place,  to  the 
copy  of  the  carta  of  Robert  de  Helion  of  the  year  1166  ;  the  second  is  included 
among  the  inquisitions  there  assigned  to  the  13th  year  of  the  reign  of  John.6 
The  Red  Book  contains  also  an  altogether  independent  list  of  fees  of  the  Honour 
of  Helion  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford,  which  may  have  been  derived 
from  the  sheriff's  return  to  the  royal  writ  of  1  June  1212. 7

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VARIOUS    DATES. 

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  transcripts  of  two  early  lists  of  tenants  of  the 
Honour  of  Boulogne,  which  it  will  be  convenient  to  designate  as  A  and  C. 
The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  another,  which  may  be  designated 
as  B,  and  the  Little  Black  Book  of  the  Exchequer  contains  a  fourth,  which 
may  be  designated  as  D. 

The  Patent  Roll  of  the  2nd  year  of  Henry  III  contains  a  list  of  reliefs  due 
from  various  tenants  of  the  Honour  in  December  1217,  and  also  a  list  of  tenants 
of  the  Honour  in  the  counties  of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon  who  had  not 
paid  their  scutage.  Lastly,  the  Pipe  Rolls  contain  accounts  of  the  scutages 
levied  on  the  tenants  in  1217-1218  and  1221-1222.  These  are  given  in  the 
Appendix. 

A. 

The  nucleus  of  this  list  seems  to  have  been  drawn  up  as  early  as  the  reign 
of  Henry  II,  and  to  have  been  corrected,  somewhat  casually,  in  the  first  decade 
of  the  thirteenth  century.  Gervase  of  Cornhill,  whose  name  stands  unaltered 
in  one  entry,  was  dead  at  Michaelmas  1185.1  The  '  Comes  Willelmus  '  whose 
name  also  stands  unaltered,  was  presumably  William  de  Mandeville,  Earl  of 
Essex,  who  died  in  1189.2  The  list  contains  two  mentions  of  Faramus  de 
Boulogne,  who  died  in  1183  or  1184.3  In  one  case,  an  addition  to  the  original 
gives  his  grandson,  William  de  Fednes,  as  the  actual  tenant  ;  in  the  other 
case,  the  heirs  of  Faramus  de  Boulogne  are  described  as  the  tenants.  So 
again,  in  an  entry  concerning  Richard  de  Lucy,  who  was  dead  in  1182,  there 
is  an  addition  to  the  effect  that  his  land  had  passed  to  '  the  heir  of  Ongar.'4 
While  Robert  fitz  Roger  now  figures  in  the  list  as  the  actual  tenant  of  seven 
fees,  the  original  version  seems  to  have  credited  them  to  his  father-in-law, 
William  of  Norwich,  known  also  as  WTilliam  de  Chesnay,  who  died  in  1174. 5 

On  the  other  hand,  Oger  de  Curton,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  list  as  holding 
Tendring,  did  not  obtain  livery  of  that  place  until  1205.6  The  entry  concern- 
ing (Great)  Birch  and  Easthorpe  can  hardly  be  earlier  than  1203,  when 
William  Blund  obtained  a  lease  of  them,  or  later  than  1206,  when  he  seems 
to  have  conveyed  to  Ralph  Gernon.7  Hubert  of  Anstey,  who  was  dead  at 
Easter  1210,  occurs  six  times  in  the  list  as  the  tenant  of  various  lands.8      It

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is  doubtful  whether  any  corrections  or  additions  were  made  after  that  date. 
William  de  Fednes,  indeed,  is  entered  as  the  tenant  of  six  fees  to  which  he 
did  not  succeed  until  after  the  death  of  his  mother  Sibyl,  the  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Faramus  de  Boulogne,  many  years  later,  but  she  had  surrendered  a 
considerable  part  of  the  inheritance  to  him  in  1206,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  annotator  of  the  list  was  ignorant  of  the  details  of  the  family  arrange- 
ment then  made.1  Or  again,  it  is  possible  that  he  merely  blundered  in  trans- 
cription, misreading  the  letters  '  Sib  '  as  a  '  W,'  and  so  converting  '  Sibill  ' 
into  'Will.' 

The  foregoing  notes  show  the  impossibility  of  assigning  this  document  to 
any  definite  date. 

B. 

This  list  is  identical  with  A,  except  with  regard  to  a  few  details.  The  text 
is  less  corrupt.  Being  entered  in  the  Red  Book  among  inquisitions  '  made 
in  the  13th  year  of  King  John,'  it  is,  in  the  printed  edition,  assigned  to  1211- 
1212.2  There  is,  however,  nothing  to  show  that  it  was  the  result  of  an 
inquisition,  and  an  East  Anglian  jury  of  that  date  could  not  have  returned 
Gervase  of  Cornhill,  Earl  William,  or  Hubert  of  Anstey  as  actual  tenants. 
As  explained  in  a  previous  section,  the  rubricated  headings  in  the  Red  Book 
are  not  to  be  trusted.     This  List  is  not  reproduced  in  the  present  volume. 

C. 

The  sequence  of  some  of  the  names  and  certain  phrases  in  this  list  suggest 
that  the  compiler  of  it  had  before  him  the  material  which  had  been  used  in 
the  preparation  of  lists  A  and  B.  The  mention  in  it  of  Richard  de  Rivers 
with  Maud  de  Lucy  shows  that  it  cannot  be  earlier  than  January  1214,  when 
they  obtained  permission  to  marry.3  On  the  other  hand,  the  mention  of 
Roger  Bigod,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  shows  that  it  is  not  later  than  his  death  in 
1221,  while  the  mention  of  Warin  fitz  Gerold  shows  that  it  is  not  later  than 
121 8. 4  Lastly,  the  entry  concerning  Tendring  can  hardly  be  earlier  than 
1217,  when  Thomas  de  Longueville  acquired  a  fee  there  from  Oger  de  Curton.5 

The  date  of  the  list  seems  therefore  to  be  1217-1218.  It  may  have  been 
made  by  the  steward  of  the  Honour.  While  it  appears  to  be  free  from  the 
anachronisms  of  A  and  B,  the  later  part  of  it,  dealing  with  the  demesnes  of 
the  Honour,  is,  in  its  present  form,  so  imperfect  as  to  be  almost  unintelligible 
without  the  assistance  of  the  other  versions. 

D. 

While  the  sequence  of  fees  in  this  list  corresponds  generally  with  that  in  C, 
the  names  of  the  tenants  agree  more  closely  with  those  in  A  and  B.  Thus 
it  mentions  among  the  tenants  Hubert  of  Anstey,  who,  as  has  been  seen,  was 
dead  at  Easter  1210.  Apart  from  the  value  of  this  version  for  purposes  of 
collation  with  the  others,  it  has  some  marginal  and  interlinear  additions  and 
corrections  of  obviously  later  date.  The  note  concerning  Ralph  fitz  Nicholas 
cannot  be  earlier  than  1227,  when  he  obtained  a  grant  of  lands  of  Hugh  de 
Cantelo,  who  had  been  hanged  for  felony.6     Nevertheless,  the  names  of  several

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tenants    who    had    died    long    before    that    date    were    allowed    to    remain 
uncorrected. 

Although  this  list  was  printed  by  Hearne,  in  his  edition  of  the  Liber  Niger 
Scaccarii,  he  did  not  clearly  discriminate  between  the  original  text  and  the 
additions.     It  is  therefore  reprinted  in  the  Appendix  to  this  volume.

In  1218,  the  Government  of  Henry  III  appointed  justices  to  go  on  eyre 
into  most  of  the  counties  of  England,  each  group  holding  its  first  meeting 
on  the  quinzaine  of  Martinmas,  that  is  to  say  on  the  25th  of  November.  The 
Patent  Roll  of  that  year  gives  the  names  of  the  justices,  and  the  records  of 
the  fines  levied  before  them  indicate  their  respective  itineraries.1 

The  Bishop  of  Durham  and  four  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  York 
and  Northumberland.     They  sat  at  York  and  Newcastle  on  Tyne. 

The  Abbot  of  Ramsey  and  six  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Bedford, 
Buckingham,  Huntingdon,  Cambridge,  Northampton  and  Rutland.  They 
sat  at  Dunstable,  Cambridge,  Huntingdon,  Bedford,  Northampton,  and 
Ketton. 

The  Bishop  of  Salisbury  and  seven  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of 
Wilts,  Southampton,  Berks  and  Oxford.  They  sat  at  Oxford,  Reading  and 
Winchester.  It  is  doubtful  whether  they  sat  in  Wiltshire,  and  that  county 
was  included  in  an  eyre  of  1221  for  counties  which  had  not  been  visited  in 
1218  and  1219. 

The  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Glastonbury  and  five  others  were  sent  into  Cornwall, 
Devon,  Somerset  and  Dorset.  They  sat  at  different  times  at  Sherborne, 
Ilchester  and  Exeter,  but  not  continuously.  It  is  doubtful  whether  they 
went  so  far  as  Cornwall,  and  that  county  was  included  in  the  eyre  of  1221 
mentioned  above.  Some  years  later,  the  Cornishmen  fled  to  the  woods  for 
fear  of  the  justices  in  eyre.2 

Philip  of  Ulecot,  Thomas  of  Multon  and  three  others  were  sent  into  the 
counties  of  Cumberland,  Westmorland  and  Lancaster.  They  were  directed 
to  meet  at  Appleby  and  there  is  evidence  of  their  sitting  at  Lancaster. 

The  Bishop  of  Rochester  and  five  others  were  sent  into  Sussex,  Surrey, 
Kent  and  Middlesex.  They  sat  at  Bermondsey,  Westminster,  Lewes, 
Canterbury  and  Rochester. 

Geoffrey  of  Bocland,  Falkes  de  Breaute  and  six  others  were  sent  into  the 
counties  of  Essex,  Hertford,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  They  sat  at  Chelmsford, 
Norwich,  Yarmouth,  Ipswich,  Dunwich,  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Thetford. 

The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  and  five  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Lincoln, 
Nottingham  and  Derby.     They  sat  principally  at   Lincoln  and   Nottingham. 

The  proceedings  before  the  different  groups  of  justices  lasted  several  months  ; 
some  of  them  were  not  ended  until  July  1219.  While  the  usual  records  were 
kept  of  the  judicial  business  transacted  at  the  eyres,  separate  returns  were 
prepared  of  the  facts  ascertained  with  regard  to  certain  subjects  specified  in 
the  articles  (capitula)  of  enquiry.  Thus  the  Exchequer  obtained  lists  of 
serjeanties,  escheats,  widows  in  the  king's  gift,  minors  in  the  king's  wardship, 
advowsons  pertaining  to  the  king,  and  encroachments  on  the  king's  land. 

It  has  been  seen  above  that  the  total  number  of  counties  included  in  the 
eyres  of  1218-1219  was  thirty.  The  subtraction  of  Wiltshire  and  Cornwall 
reduces  the  number  to  twenty-eight.     An  endorsement  on  the  return  from

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Yorkshire  and  Northumberland  shows  that  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees 
had  before  them  returns  from  twenty-one  counties.  They  had  no  returns  from 
Hertfordshire  or  from  the  six  counties  included  in  the  eyre  of  the  Abbot  of 
Ramsey.  In  the  course  of  the  next  six  centuries,  the  return  from  Essex 
disappeared,  and  the  other  twenty  originals  got  dispersed.  They  have, 
however,  been  brought  together  again  during  the  progress  of  the  present  work. 
The  identification  of  them  has  not  been  a  difficult  task,  as  such  eyres  were 
infrequent.1     Very  little  need  be  said  about  them  here. 

York  and  Northumberland. — The  returns,  written  consecutively  on  one 
membrane,  are  dated. 

Oxford,  Berks  and  Southampton. — The  returns  were  delivered  at  the 
Exchequer  on  the  25th  of  July  1219. 

Dorset,  Somerset  and  Devon. — The  returns  were  delivered  at  the  Ex- 
chequer on  Tuesday  after  the  feast  of  St.  Calixtus  (14  October)  in  the  4th  year 
of  Henry  III.  According  to  the  reckoning  of  the  Chancery,  this  would  be  in 
1220.  As,  however,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Bishop  of  Bath  retained  the 
document  for  fifteen  months  after  the  termination  of  his  eyre,  it  may  be 
suggested  that  the  clerk  of  the  Exchequer  who  added  the  endorsement  as  to 
its  delivery  followed  the  peculiar  reckoning  of  his  own  department,  according 
to  which  the  whole  month  of  October  1219  belonged  to  the  4th  year  of 
Henry  III.  In  addition  to  the  original  return  for  Devon,  there  is  an  early 
transcript  of  it  headed  "De  Testa  de  Nevill  "  in  a  typical  Exchequer  hand. 

Westmorland,  Cumberland  and  Lancaster. — Adam  fitz  Orm,  who  is 
mentioned  as  holding  land  at  Kellet  by  serjeanty,  was  dead  in  1222. 2  The 
compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  omitted  to  transcribe  the  section  relating  to 
Westmorland,  which  is  here  printed  for  the  first  time.  It  is  headed 
"Comitatus  de  Appelby."  In  the  list  of  counties  endorsed  on  the  return  for 
Yorkshire  and  Northumberland,  Westmorland  is  the  only  county  against 
which  the  words  "in  libro  "  are  not  placed. 

Kent. — Falkes  de  Breaute  is  mentioned  as  holding  three  escheats.  He 
incurred  forfeiture  in  1224. 

Middlesex  and  Sussex. — The  returns  for  these  two  counties  are  in  one 
hand.  The  daughter  and  heiress  of  Richard  de  Camville  is  mentioned  as  a 
ward  of  the  Earl  of  Salisbury.  She  had  married  his  son  and  attained  her 
majority  before  June  1226.3 

Surrey. — Falkes  de  Breaute  is  mentioned  as  the  guardian  of  his  step-son, 
the  heir  of  the  Earl  of  Devon. 

Essex. — As  stated  above,  the  original  return  is  lost.  The  Honour  of  Peverel 
(of  London)  is  mentioned  as  an  escheat  of  the  king,  in  the  hand  of  Hubert 
de  Burgh,  to  whom  it  was  committed  in  1218. 4     Of  the  three  daughters  and

is  described  as  the  wife  of  William  de  Marini,  and  Joan  as  the  wife  of  William 
of  Herlawe.

Norfolk  and  Suffolk. — Gundreda  de  Warenne,  who  is  mentioned  twice 
as  in  the  king's  gift,  was  dead  in  1224.2  Falkes  de  Breaute,  who  incurred 
forfeiture  in  that  year,  is  mentioned  as  holding  the  Honour  of  Eye. 

Lincoln. — Maud  Banaster,  who  is  mentioned  as  a  widow  in  the  king's  gift, 
was  dead  in  1222.3 

Nottingham  and  Derby. — Philip  Marc  is  mentioned  as  sheriff.  His 
tenure  of  office  covered  the  period  from  1209  to  1224. 4

In  1220,  '  the  magnates  and  faithful  '  of  the  realm  made  a  '  gift '  to  the 
King,  for  the  discharge  of  his  urgent  debts  and  for  the  defence  of  Poitou,  of 
2s.  on  every  plough  as  yoked  (sicut  juncta  fuit)  at  Midsummer  of  that  year. 

By  writs  dated  at  Oxford  on  the  9th  of  August,  the  several  sheriffs  were 
ordered  to  summon  full  meetings  of  their  respective  '  counties  '  and  to 
cause  two  suitable  knights  to  be  elected  in  each,  to  assist  them  in  making 
the  necessary  assessments  and  collecting  the  money.  The  assessments  and 
the  money  were  alike  to  be  delivered  in  London  on  the  morrow  of  Michaelmas. 
Archbishops  and  bishops  and  their  villeins,  and  the  monastic  orders  of  Citeaux 
and  Premontre  were  exempted  from  the  assessment  ;x  the  Templars  and 
the  Hospitallers  obtained  respite.2 

By  subsequent  writs  of  the  7th  of  September,  the  exemption  was  extended 
to  all  ecclesiastics,  and  by  further  writs  of  the  19th  of  October  to  all  their 
military  and  free  tenants,  upon  a  definite  understanding  that  the  ecclesiastics 
would  themselves  collect  the  carucage  from  them.3  It  will  be  observed  that 
these  last  writs  were  not  issued  until  more  than  a  fortnight  after  the  date 
originally  fixed  for  the  payment  of  the  money.  Having  regard  to  the  means 
of  communication  in  the  thirteenth  century,  the  task  imposed  upon  the  sheriffs 
in  August  seems  to  have  been  impossible. 

Although  there  was  some  opposition  to  the  tax,  a  considerable  part  of  it 
had  been  received  by  the  24th  of  November.4  None  of  the  sheriffs,  however, 
appear  to  have  rendered  their  accounts  of  the  carucage  by  May  1223,  and 
there  are  scattered  notices  of  it  in  records  of  even  later  years.5 

There  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion  on  the  question  whether  the 
carucage  of  1220  was  levied  on  plough -teams  or  on  plough-lands.6  The 
main  facts,  as  revealed  by  the  records,  may  be  stated  in  a  few  words. 

In  the  first  place,  although  the  government  of  Henry  III  was  not  necessarily 

bound  by  precedents  of  the  previous  reign,  it  seems  desirable  to  note  the 

mention  of  the  carucage  of  the  year  1200  by  two  independent  chroniclers  : — 

"  Collectum  est  caruagium  in  Anglia,   scilicet  tres  solidi  pro   quolibet 

aratro  "7 
;'  Exiit  ergo  edictum  a  justiciariis  regis  per  universam  Angliam  ut  quaelibet 
carruca  arans  tres  persolveret  solidos,"8 

Secondly,  the  royal  writs  of  1220  seem  clearly  to  point  to  the  teams  as  the 
subjects  of  the  tax,  the  words  'juncta  '  and  ' juncte  '  being  inapplicable  to 
the  land.

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Thirdly,  the  account  for  Buckinghamshire  states  that  there  was  no  caruca 
at  Bradenham  in  1220.  In  this  connexion  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  in 
1086,  the  land  there  was  sufficient  for  two  ploughs  and  that  there  were  actually 
two  ploughs  there.1 

Fourthly,  the  assessment  for  Hertfordshire  contains  numerous  references  to 
'  teste,'  presumably  heads  of  cattle,  which  were,  in  almost  every  instance, 
charged  at  3d.  apiece,  that  is  to  say  one  eighth  of  the  2s.  charged  on  the 
caruca.2      If  then  the  caruca  was  a  full  team  of  eight  oxen,  this  rate  was  normal. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  same  assessment  for  Hertfordshire  mentions  a  third 
of  a  caruca  at  Graveley  and  another  third  at  Panshanger.  Furthermore, 
in  the  accounts  of  the  collectors  for  Berkshire  and  for  the  Honour  of  Walling- 
ford  various  fractions  (partes)  of  caruce  yielded  odd  amounts  such  as 
2d.,  3jrf.,  7d.,  l\d.,  Sd.,  lOd.  and  17c?.  which  cannot  represent  any  integral 
number  of  oxen.  In  Northamptonshire  there  are  specific  mentions  of  fractions 
of  the  caruca,  two-thirds,  one-third,  one-sixth  and  even  one-twelfth.  A 
half -ox  (semibos)  mentioned  in  1086  seems  to  have  represented  one-sixteenth 
share  in  a  full  team.3 

The  identification  of  documents  relating  to  the  carucage  of  1220  has  been 
greatly  facilitated  by  the  discovery  of  abstracts  of  some  of  the  accounts  on 
the  earliest  of  the  series  of  Foreign  Rolls  of  the  Office  of  the  Pipe. 

Berks. — The  heading  of  a  roll  for  this  county  shows  that  the  assessment 
was  not  made  there  until  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  that  is  to 
say  after  the  28th  of  October  1220.  The  letter  '  T  '  written  several  times  in 
the  margin  shows  it  to  be  the  roll  which  was  produced  at  the  Exchequer  at  the 
audit  of  the  account,  as  mentioned  in  the  Foreign  Roll.  This  original  was 
copied  into  the  Book  of  Fees,  but  the  compilers  of  that  work  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  access  to  a  supplementary  list,  which  is  now  printed  for  the  first 
time.  This  account  of  '  arrears  '  gives  the  names  of  various  laymen  who  are 
not  mentioned  in  the  original  collectors'  account  printed  below.  William  de 
Wancy  is  named  in  both  the  documents  as  one  of  the  assessors  and  collectors. 
In  order  to  ascertain  the  number  of  '  caruce  '  belonging  to  ecclesiastics  in 
Berkshire,  it  is  apparently  necessary  to  add  together  the  figures  in  the  two 
lists.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  '  arrears '  collected  from  laymen  at 
Winterbourne  and  Aldermaston  bring  the  totals  for  those  places  to  even 
sums  of  money  representing  whole  caruce. 

Bailiwick  of  Windsor. — An  assessment  at  the  rate  of  2s.  on  the  '  caruca  ' 
on  certain  places  not  included  in  the  main  assessments  of  Berkshire  appears  to 
have  been  overlooked  by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  total  amount 
collected  was  16Z.  6s.  and  the  Foreign  Roll  shows  that  this  was  the  precise 
sum  paid  over  by  Engelard  de  Cigogne  to  the  general  receivers  of  this  carucage 
at  the  New  Temple  in  London. 

Gloucester. — An  assessment  for  this  county  is  entered  in  the  Book  of 
Fees.  The  sum  total  corresponds  exactly  with  that  for  which  Ralph  Musard, 
the   sheriff,   accounted  at  the   Exchequer,   as   shown   on  the  Foreign   Roll.

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Six  original  rolls  now  extant  relating  to  this  carucage,  but  not  entered  in 
the  Book  of  Fees,  are  printed  below. 

Honour  of  Wallingford. — There  is  an  account  of  Henry  of  the  Exchequer 
for  carucage  at  the  rate  of  2s.  collected  in  this  Honour  in  the  counties  of 
Oxford,  Buckingham,  Northampton,  Berks,  Wilts,  Middlesex  and  Surrey.  The 
sum  total  corresponds  exactly  with  the  amount  which  he  is  recorded  to  have 
paid  at  the  New  Temple,  less  some  arrears  which  are  mentioned  in  this 
document  and  in  the  Foreign  Roll  alike.  It  may  be  observed  that  in  the 
original  roll  all  the  statements  as  to  number  of  caruce  at  each  place  are 
clearly  additions. 

Oxford. — There  is  a  general  account  of  the  carucage  in  this  county.  The 
sum  total  corresponds  exactly  with  the  amount  for  which  Ralph  fitz  Robert 
and  Gilbert  of  Finmere,  the  collectors,  accounted  at  the  Exchequer. 

Northampton. — An  account  of  the  receipts  for  carucage  in  this  county 
may,  although  undated,  be  referred  to  the  year  1220,  for  it  states  that  the 
Bishop  of  Salisbury  had,  by  the  king's  order,  collected  the  amounts  due  from 
the  lands  of  Roland  son  of  Simon  of  Lindun  and  Richard  of  Hendred,  and 
his  authority  to  do  so  is  recorded  in  a  contemporary  roll  of  the  Chancery  under 
date  of  1  September  1220. l  The  names  of  the  assessors  and  the  amount 
collected  correspond  exactly  with  those  given  on  the  Foreign  Roll. 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk. — A  roll  for  these  counties  gives  the  total  number 
of  caruce  in  each  hundred  and  deducts  therefrom  those  belonging  to 
ecclesiastics.  The  figures  for  both  counties  agree  with  those  of  the  Foreign 
Roll. 

Hertford. — A  roll  for  this  county  is  specifically  dated  as  belonging  to  the 
fourth  year  of  Henry  III. 

Huntingdon. — A  brief  account  of  carucage  in  this  county  '  in  the  time 
of  Falkes  de  Breaute  '  on  a  single  piece  of  parchment,  was  presumably  written 
soon  after  his  fall  in  1224.  As  it  relates  to  a  levy  of  2s.  on  the  '  caruca,'  it 
may  be  founded  upon  an  account  of  the  year  1220.  The  total  number  of 
caruce  mentioned  in  it  differs  from  that  given  on  the  Foreign  Roll  by  a 
quarter  of  a  caruca,  which  yielded  6d. 

Buckingham  and  Bedford. — Seventeen  years  after  the  grant  of  the 
carucage  of  1220,  the  Exchequer  issued  a  writ,  perhaps  a  series  of  writs,  ordering 
immediate  enquiry  as  to  the  assessments  and  payments  made  in  connexion 
therewith.  At  a  still  later  date,  inquisitions  were  held  in  the  counties  of 
Buckingham  and  Bedford,  which  resulted  in  the  preparation  of  lists  naming 
the  different  persons  to  whom  the  money  had  been  paid.  In  Buckinghamshire, 
most  of  it  seems  to  have  been  paid  to  the  authorised  collectors.  In  Bedford- 
shire, many  payments  had  been  made  to  Henry  of  Bath,  who  was  under-sheriff 
from  Michaelmas  1220  to  Michaelmas  1223.  One  payment  had  been  made 
to  a  servant  of  Falkes  de  Breaute,  who  was  Sheriff  from  Michaelmas  1217 
to  January  1224.     The  writ  and  the  inquisitions  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

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VARIOUS    DATES. 

It  has  been  observed  already  that  few  of  the  documents  transcribed  in 
the  Book  of  Fees  are  also  transcribed  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer. 
A  notable  exception  is  a  series  of  lists  of  ser  jean  ties  in  different  counties, 
given  consecutively  in  the  Red  Book,1  but  distributed  in  various  parts  of 
the  Book  of  Fees,  which,  moreover,  has  lists  for  Sussex  and  Cambridge  and 
Huntingdon  that  do  not  appear  in  the  earlier  volume. 

In  the  Book  of  Fees,  many  of  these  lists  are  entered  twice  and  one  is 
entered  three  times,  one  version  being  almost  invariably  headed — "De 
Testa  de  Nevill,"  and  another — "  De  seriantiis  arentatis  per  Robertum 
Passelewe  tempore  Henrici  Regis,  filii  Regis  Johannis."  Other  lists  were 
apparently  derived  exclusively  from  the  latter  source.  Inasmuch  as  Passelew's 
commutation  of  ser  jean  ties  is  known  to  have  been  made  between  1247  and 
1250,  it  might  at  first  sight  be  supposed  that  these  lists  were  drawn  up  by 
him  and  his  colleagues  at  that  period.  They  are,  however,  considerably 
earlier,  as  will  appear  below. 

In  explanation,  it  may  be  suggested  with  come  confidence  that,  when 
Passelew  was  about  to  begin  his  enquiry,  he  was  supplied  with  lists  of  such 
ser  jean  ties  as  were  recorded  at  the  Exchequer,  that  these  lists  were  returned 
by  him  on  the  completion  of  his  task,  and  that  they  were  thenceforth  preserved 
with  his  report.  The  Exchequer  would  thus  have  at  least  two  series  of  these 
lists,  one  kept  in  the  receptacle  known  as  'Testa  de  Nevill,'  and  the  other, 
consisting  of  copies,  preserved  in  a  coffer,  hanaper,  or  bundle,  labelled  "  Ser  j  an  tie 
arentate  per  Robertum  Passelew,"  etc.  as  abpve. 

It  is  abundantly  clear  that  the  parallel  lists  of  serjeanties  printed  below 
from  various  parts  of  the  Book  of  Fees  and  those  collected  under  a  general 
heading  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  were  derived  from  a  common 
original,  which  no  longer  exists.  Not  only  is  the  sequence  of  the  names 
practically  identical  in  the  different  counties,  but  scribal  blunders  occurring 
in  one  volume  are  generally  to  be  found  in  the  other  also.  Four  instances 
will  suffice.  In  the  list  for  Essex,  the  word  '  glavie  '  has  been  transferred 
by  both  the  copyists  from  the  second  entry  to  the  third,  thereby  making 
nonsense.  A  misreading  has  in  both  books  converted  Overton  in 
Lancashire  into  '  Cuerton '  or  '  Querton. '  In  the  parallel  lists  for  Wiltshire, 
Warin  Doinel  appears  as  Warin  '  Puninel,'  and  Geoffrey  Luveraz  as  Geoffrey 
'Luterel.'  This  last  error  shows  that  the  three  versions  now  extant  were 
derived  from  a  list  prepared  at  the  Exchequer,  rather  than  from  an  original 
return  from  Wiltshire,  for  whereas  Geoffrey  Luterel  had  no  land  in  the  south 
of  England,  he  was  known  at  Westminster  as  one  of  the  principal  ministers 
of  the  Crown. 

In  the  printed  version  of  the  Red  Book,  the  editor  has  tentatively  ascribed 
the  lists  of  serjeanties  there  given  to  the  period  between  1212  and  1217,  and 
has  accordingly  affixed  these  dates  in  the  margin.  Subsequent  researches, 
made  during  the  preparation  of  the  present  volume,  show  that  these  limits 
are  much  too  narrow.

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Having  regard  to  chronological  difficulties,  it  is  altogether  impossible  to 
regard  these  lists  of  ser  jean  ties  as  a  uniform  series  belonging  to  any  particular 
year.  They  were  probably  copied  from  compilations  made  at  the  Exchequer, 
and  posted  up  from  time  to  time  in  a  very  casual  manner.  In  some  cases, 
notably  in  the  lists  for  Cumberland  and  Northumberland,  additional  names 
have  been  inserted  without  cancellation  of  the  names  of  previous  holders  of 
the  ser  jean  ties  mentioned.     This  has  led  to  contradiction  and  confusion. 

In  general  character  and  in  historical  value,  these  lists  of  serjeanties  are 
more  similar  to  the  so-called  '  inquisitions  '  in  the  Red  Book  than  to  the  rest 
of  the  material  collected  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  all  of  them  were  mere  extracts  or  abstracts  from  returns  made  by  sheriffs 
or  by  justices  in  eyre  at  different  times  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  thirteenth 
century.  Owing  to  the  loss  of  many  of  the  records  of  the  eyres  of  the  period, 
it  is  now  difficult  to  assign  particular  lists,  or  sections  of  lists,  to  definite  years. 
The  following  notes  upon  some  of  them  are  more  or  less  tentative.  They 
may  be  amplified  hereafter  by  persons  who  have  studied  the  history  of  the 
different  counties. 

Kent.  The  list  consists  of  extracts  from  a  record  of  the  eyre  of  1219,  in 
which  the  names  of  the  Serjeants  occur  in  the  same  sequence.1 

Surrey.  Peter  son  of  Henry  fitz  Ailwin,  mayor  of  London,  who  is  entered 
as  holding  Addington,  was  dead  in  1207. 2 

Sussex.  Alan  of  Woolbeding,  who  is  entered  as  holding  by  serjeanty, 
was  presumably  the  predecessor  of  Roger  of  Woolbeding,  who  paid  relief 
in  1211  and  who  was  entered  as  holding  by  the  same  serjeanty  in  12 12.3 

Southampton.  The  long  list  for  this  county  is  divided  into  two  parts 
in  the  Book  of  Fees.  Both  of  them  show  a  close  resemblance  to  the  sheriff's 
return  of  1212. 

Wilts.  The  list  seems  to  have  been  compiled  from  several  sources.  An 
entry  mentioning  Warin  fitz  Gerold  as  the  king's  chamberlain  can  hardly  be 
later  than  May,  1218,  when  he  was  dead.4  On  the  other  hand,  the  mention 
of  the  successor  of  Iseult  Biset  suggests  a  subsequent  date,  for  that  lady  was 
living  in  1219  and  perhaps  in  1222. 5  The  second  of  the  two  entries  concerning 
Robert  Doinel  presents  a  difficulty,  for  the  marshalship  there  attributed  to 
him  had  passed  away  from  the  Doinels  before  1166.6 

Somerset  and  Dorset.  The  list  does  not  appear  to  be  founded  either 
upon  the  return  of  the  sheriff  in  1212,  or  upon  that  of  the  justices  in  ej^re  in 
1219.     In  both  those  years,  Geoffrey  de  St.  Clair  held  Stapleton  in  Martock

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by  serjeanty.1  Robert  de  St.  Clair  obtained  livery  in  1223. 2  The  person  of 
that  name  mentioned  in  the  list  may,  however,  have  been  a  predecessor  of 
Geoffrey. 

Hereford.  Most  of  the  persons  here  named  as  Serjeants  occur  also  in  the 
sheriff's  return  of  1212,  but  not  in  the  same  order.  There  are  moreover  some 
variants  which  seem  to  indicate  that  part  of  the  list  printed  below  was  prepared 
before  1212.  Thus  Gilbert  of  Bray  who  figures  in  this  list  as  a  Serjeant  has 
by  1212  been  replaced  by  Auda  his  relict.3  That  the  list  is  not  in  its  present 
form  a  homogeneous  return  of  any  one  definite  year  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  Caperun  serjeanty  is  entered  twice.  In  the  first  case,  Hugh  Caperun  is 
stated  to  hold  half  a  hide  of  land  by  some  service  unspecified.  In  the  second 
case,  Agnes  Caperun  is  stated  to  hold  an  unspecified  amount  of  land  by  a 
particular  service.  The  return  of  1212,  printed  above,  shows  that  her  holding 
consisted  of  two  virgates,  that  is  to  say  half  a  hide,  the  exact  amount  held 
by  Hugh  Caperun,  who  is  not  mentioned  among  the  Serjeants  of  1212.  The 
inference  is  that  the  entry  concerning  Agnes  Caperun  printed  below  was  an 
addition  to  the  original  list,  made  at  the  Exchequer  by  a  clerk  who  did  not 
realise  that  there  was  only  one  Caperun  serjeanty.  Further  research  may 
reveal  other  additions  of  a  similar  kind. 

Berks.  The  version  of  the  list  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees  differs  in  several 
particulars  from  that  given  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer.  Neither 
of  them  can,  however,  be  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  copy  of  an  unaltered 
original.  Some  facts  relating  to  West  Hendred  are  instructive.  It  has 
been  seen  above  that,  in  1212,  Richard  of  Hendred  was  returned  as  holding 
a  hundred  shillings  of  land  by  the  serjeanty  of  keeping  ale.4  So  again,  in 
1219,  the  justices  in  eyre  reported  that  he  held  a  hundred  shillings  of  land  at 
West  Hendred  by  a  service  of  ale  in  the  king's  buttery.6  Turning  now  to  the 
Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  we  find  that  William  of  Hendred  is  entered  as 
holding  a  hundred  shillings  of  land  without  any  specified  service,  while  Richard 
of  Hendred  is  entered  as  keeping  ale  without  any  specified  land.  Inasmuch 
as  Richard  is  known  to  have  obtained  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  father  William 
in  the  financial  year  ending  at  Michaelmas  1209,  it  seems  clear  that  the  entry 
naming  him  is  later  than  the  entry  naming  William.6  So  far  the  case  is  exactly 
parallel  with  that  of  the  Caperun  serjeanty  in  Herefordshire.  One  of  the 
manuscripts  was,  however,  altered  again  after  the  death  of  Richard  of  Hendred, 
which  must  have  occurred  in  1219  or  1220.7  In  the  list  supplied  to  Robert 
Passelew  in  1250,  William  of  Hendred  and  Richard  of  Hendred  are  alike 
replaced  by  Adam,  or  Ada,  of  Hendred,  but  the  clerk  who  made  these  changes 
did  not  venture  to  amalgamate  the  two  entries.  No  Adam  or  Ada  of  Hendred 
has  yet  been  identified. 

Essex  and  Hertford.  The  list  may  be  compared  with  a  different  list 
of  the  same  period  give   in   the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  and  apparently

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extracted  from  the  lost  return  made  by  the  sheriff  in  the  summer  of  1212. A 
The  sequence  of  the  names  is,  however,  different,  and  there  are  various  dis- 
crepancies. 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  last  three  words  of  the  fourth  entry  must 
have  been  added  after  the  death  of  Lauretta  Picot,  which  seems  to  have  occurred 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1224.2  The  fact  that  Robert  of  Worstead  and 
William  of  Hastings  are  entered  twice  in  the  list  might  suggest  that  they  held 
land  by  serjeanty  in  both  counties.  On  the  other  hand  the  list  includes  two 
Serjeants  called  Ostricer  and  two  called  Cordebof.  The  John  Cordebof  men- 
tioned in  the  seventh  entry  may  be  the  person  of  that  name  who  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Hubert  in  1205.3  If  so,  the  list  must  have  been  compiled  from  at 
least  two  documents  of  different  dates.  Inasmuch  as  Hubert  Cordebof  held 
land  at  Banningham  and  Mendlesham  by  serjeanty  in  1212  and  1219,  it  seems 
possible  that  the  '  Hugo  '  of  the  text  printed  below  is  a  clerical  error  for 
1  Hubertus. ' 

Salop.  The  first  nine  entries  in  the  long  list  for  this  county  were  probably 
founded  upon  the  record  of  some  eyre  held  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of 
John.  In  all  the  remaining  entries,  the  names  of  the  Serjeants  are  identical 
with  those  furnished  by  the  sheriff  in  1212,  and  the  sequence  in  which  they 
occur  corresponds  also  with  that  of  his  return  printed  above.  The  clerk  of 
the  Exchequer  who  prepared  the  list  was  careful  not  to  re-enter  five  serjeanties 
which  already  figured  in  the  earlier  part  of  his  own  compilation. 

Stafford.  The  list  for  this  county  seems  to  have  been  compiled  in  a 
similar  manner,  the  first  seven  entries  being  based  upon  an  early  record  now 
lost,  and  the  last  two  being  taken  from  the  return  made  by  the  sheriff  in  1212. 

Lancaster.  The  list  is  a  compilation  from  two  or,  more  probably,  three 
sources,  of  different  dates.  The  first  person  mentioned  in  it,  Geoffrey  of 
Gressingham,  was  dead  as  early  as  the  year  1205,  when  the  marriage  and 
inheritance  of  his  daughter  and  heiress,  Alice,  were  sold  to  Adam  fitz  Adam 
for  the  benefit  of  his  son  Thomas.4  This  Thomas  fitz  Adam  occurs  later  in 
the  list  as  holding  land  at  Gressingham  in  virtue  of  the  forestership,  which 
had  belonged  to  his  father-in-law.  Little  or  nothing  is  known  about  the 
second  person  mentioned  in  the  list,  Ketel  of  Gressingham.  Of  the  next  four 
persons  mentioned,  three  occur  in  lists  of  the  years  1212  and  1219  printed 
above,  and  one  occurs  only  in  the  list  of  1212. 

From  the  seventh  entry,  beginning  '  Henricus  de  Walton,'  down  to  the 
end,  the  whole  of  the  list  printed  below  appears  to  be  taken  directly  from  the 
return  of  the  justices  in  eyre  of  the  year  1219  printed  above. 

York.  Eight  of  the  nine  entries  in  the  list  for  this  county  agree  almost 
word  for  word  with  the  return  of  the  justices  in  eyre  of  the  year  1219.  The 
last  entry  is  an  addition  from  some  other  source,  for  the  two  persons  named 
in  it,  Robert  of  Geveldale  and  Thomas  of  Geveldale,  are  clearly  identical 
with  Robert  the  Balister  and  Thomas  of  Walkingham,  already  entered  as 
holding  land  at  the  same  place  by  the  same  service.      <,

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Cumberland.  The  list  for  this  county  is  a  compilation  from  at  least  three 
sources.  In  the  first  section  of  it,  we  find  Adam  of  Levington,  who  was  dead 
in  1210,  Odard  fitz  Adam,  who  was  dead  in  1208,  and  Otes  of  Bochardeby. 
In  the  second  section,  we  find  Richard  of  Levington,  the  son  and  successor  of 
the  aforesaid  Adam,  and  William  the  son  of  Otes  of  Bochardeby,  who  did 
not  succeed  his  father  until  after  Michaelmas  1210.1 

The  whole  of  this  second  section  appears  to  be  based  upon  the  return  made 
by  the  sheriff  in  the  summer  of  1212  and  printed  above.2  The  third  section 
of  the  list  comprises  only  the  last  four  entries. 

Northumberland.  The  first  part  of  the  list  for  this  county  can  hardly 
be  later  than  1210,  for  Sewal  fitz  Henry,  who  is  entered  in  it  as  holding  by  a 
serjeanty  undefined,  is  known  to  have  died  in  the  spring  of  that  year.3  The 
last  entry  in  the  list,  stating  that  the  heir  of  Philip  of  Ulecot  holds  Matfen 
and  Nafferton  by' the  serjeanty  of  being  coroner,  must,  however,  be  at  least 
ten  years  later,  for  Philip  of  Ulecot  did  not  die  until  the  autumn  of  1220.4 
He  was  the  successor  of  Sewal  fitz  Henry  in  the  office  of  coroner. 

As  stated  above,  some  of  the  lists  of  serjeanties  exist  in  duplicate  and  others 
in  triplicate  ;  all  are  alike  mere  copies  of  documents  of  questionable  origin  ; 
neither  of  the  three  series  has  any  claim  to  superior  authority.  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  base  the  text  exclusively 
upon  the  copies  made  from  documents  formerly  in  the  '  Testa  de  Nevill  ' 
(here  called  N),  or  upon  those  made  from  documents  formerly  in  Passelew's 
collection  (here  called  P).  All  important  variants  are,  however,  mentioned 
in  the  footnotes,  which  also  give  some  emendations  from  the  version  in  the 
Red  Book  (here  called  R)  and  other  sources.

By  writs  dated  27  May  1226,  1  January  1227,  and  —  August  1227,  justices 
were  appointed  to  go  on  eyre  to  most  of  the  counties  of  England.  The 
Chancery  Rolls  of  the  11th  and  12th  years  of  Henry  III  give  their  names,1 
and  the  records  of  the  fines  levied  before  them  illustrate  their  respective 
itineraries. 

Martin  of  Patshull  and  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  York, 
Northumberland,  Cumberland,  Westmoreland  and  Lancaster.  Members  of 
this  commission  sat  at  Lincoln,  York,  Lancaster,  Appleby  and  Newcastle, 
at  various  dates  between  September  1226  and  February  1227.  It  does  not 
appear  that  they  went  to  Cumberland,  for  which  county  other  justices  were 
afterwards  appointed,  who  sat  at  Carlisle  in  September  1227. 

After  an  interval  of  several  months,  Patshull  and  others  were  sent  into 
the  counties  of  Kent,  Essex,  Hertford,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  They  sat  at 
Canterbury,  Chelmsford,  Hertford,  Norwich,  Lynn,  Yarmouth,  Ipswich, 
Dunwich  and  Cattishall,  at  various  dates  between  September  1227  and 
October  1228. 

Robert  of  Lexinton  and  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Nottingham, 
Derby,  Leicester,  Warwick,  Worcester  and  Gloucester.  They  sat  at  Notting- 
ham, Leicester,  Coventry,  Warwick,  Worcester,  Gloucester,  and  Bristol,  at 
various  dates  between  September  1226  and  February  1227.  By  a  second 
commission,  Lexinton  and  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Somerset, 
Dorset  and  Wilts.  They  sat  at  Ilchester,  Dorchester,  Bath  and  Wilton,  at 
various  dates  between  February  and  June  1227.  By  a  third  commission, 
Lexinton  and  others  were  sent  into  the  counties  of  Hereford,  Salop,  Stafford, 
Devon,  Southampton  and  Berks.  They  sat  at  Hereford,  Shrewsbury,  Lichfield, 
Reading,  Wallingford,  Winchester,  Southampton,  and  Exeter,  at  various 
dates  between  September  1227  and  August  1228. 

Stephen  of  Segrave  and  others  were  sent  into  Oxfordshire,  and  they  sat 
at  Oxford  in  March  and  April  1227.  After  an  interval,  he  and  others  were 
sent  into  the  counties  of  Northampton,  Bedford,  Buckingham,  Cambridge, 
Huntingdon  and  Rutland.  They  sat  at  Northampton,  Dunstable,  Bedford, 
Huntingdon  and  Cambridge,  at  various  dates  between  September  1227  and 
May  1228. 

By  the  autumn  of  1228,  therefore,  the  Exchequer  should  have  received 
lists  of  serjeanties,  escheats,  widows,  wardships,  advowsons,  and  purprestures 
in  thirty-three  counties.  At  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  Book  of  Fees, 
however,  the  lists  available  dealt  with  only  eighteen  counties.  Since  then 
many  of  the  originals  have  disappeared. 

York.  The  entry  concerning  Andrew  Luttrell  fixes  the  date  between 
1218  and  1229,  and  the  list  for  this  county  connected  with  the  eyre  of  1219 
has  been  printed  above.2

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The  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees,  in  copying  from  the  list  delivered  by  the 
justices,  seem  to  have  adhered  to  the  order  of  the  original,  leaving  the  sections 
relating  to  Lincolnshire  and  Lancashire  immediately  after  that  relating  to 
Yorkshire,  instead  of  entering  them  among  the  other  documents  relating  to 
Lincolnshire  and  Lancashire. 

Lincoln.  The  list  mentions  Oliva  the  relict  of  Roger  de  Montbegon  as  a 
widow  in  the  king's  gift.  Her  husband  appears  to  have  died  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1226.  *  Hugh  Wake  is  mentioned  as  a  ward  of  the  king. 
He  appears  to  have  been  of  full  age  in  1229. 2  The  date  now  assigned  to  the 
list  is  further  confirmed  by  the  entries  concerning  the  soke  of  Waltham.3 
The  section  of  the  list  relating  to  churches,  escheats  and  encroachments  in 
the  city  of  Lincoln,  as  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  must  be  read  in  conjunction 
with  a  longer  and  more  detailed  list  which  is  not  to  be  found  there  and  is  now 
printed  for  the  first  time.  This  latter  is  written  on  the  dorse  of  the  list  for 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk  belonging  to  Patshull's  eyre  in  those  counties  in  1228, 
and  it  appears  to  be  in  the  same  hand.  It  may  be  a  fair  copy,  almost 
contemporary,  of  the  original  notes  taken  in  court,  incorporating  such  additions 
as  were  made  at  subsequent  sittings.  The  list  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  however, 
contains  an  entry  about  an  encroachment  by  William,  dean  of  Lincoln  (1223- 
1239),  which  does  not  occur  in  the  fuller  list. 

Lancaster.  The  reference  to  Oliva  de  Montbegon  seems  to  show  that 
the  list  cannot  be  earlier  than  the  year  1226.4  Orm  of  Kellet,  who  is  mentioned 
as  holding  by  serjeanty,  was  dead  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1229. 5 

Northumberland.  An  endorsement  on  the  original  list  shows  that  it 
was  delivered  on  the  18th  of  May  1227. 

Nottingham  and  Derby.  The  original  lists  for  these  counties  have 
disappeared,  but  there  is  an  early  copy  of  them  as  well  as  the  transcript  in 
the  Book  of  Fees.  The  reference  to  Oliva  de  Montbegon  seems  to  show,  as 
before,  that  the  date  is  not  earlier  than  1226.  The  mention  of  Philip  Marc 
as  tenant  of  Bulwell  seems  to  show  on  the  other  hand  that  it  is  not  later  than 
the  spring  of  1227,  when  the  King  committed  that  manor  to  the  Sheriff.6 

Leicester,  Warwick,  Worcester,  Gloucester,  Somerset,  Dorset  and 
Wilts.  There  is  an  original  roll  containing  lists  for  these  counties,  written 
consecutively,  and  clearly  belonging  to  Lexinton's  eyre  of  1226-1227.  Henry 
de  Trubleville,  who  is  three  times  mentioned  in  it  as  the  guardian  of  the  heir 
of  William  fitz  Martin,  obtained  the  wardship  in  September  1224. 7  Agnes 
the  relict  of  Henry  of  Berkeley,  who  is  described  in  it  as  marriageable,  had 
married  another  husband  by  July  1227.8     Philip  de  Albini,  who  is  mentioned

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in  it  as  holding  Chewton  and  South  Petherton   "  ex  ballio  do  mini  Regis  ' 
and  only  during  the  king's  pleasure,  obtained  a  more  definite  grant  of  these 
manors  in  August  1227.  * 

The  roll  is  manifestly  defective,  a  membrane  or  two  having  got  detached 
from  the  top.  The  first  entry  now  on  it  should,  according  to  the  transcript 
in  the  Book  of  Fees,  be  the  fifth  of  those  relating  to  Leicestershire,  and  we 
can  scarcely  doubt  that  the  four  missing  entries  relating  to  that  county  were 
immediately  preceded  by  lists  for  the  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby, 
where  Lexinton  began  his  eyre.  As  the  roll  does  not  deal  with  the  counties 
into  which  Lexinton  went  on  eyre  in  the  autumn  of  1227  under  the  third 
commission,  we  may  fairly  surmise  that  it  was  delivered  at  the  Exchequer 
before  his  departure.  It  has  some  annotations  which  illustrate  the  proceedings 
taken  in  particular  cases. 

Hereford,  Salop,  Stafford  and  Berks.  A  dated  roll  for  these  counties 
cannot  have  been  finished  before  1228.  It  has  no  entries  for  the  counties  of 
Devon  and  Southampton,  which  were  included  in  the  commission  for  the 
eyre  and  duly  visited  by  the  justices.  All  the  entries  on  it  relating  to  Stafford- 
shire are  extracts  from  the  record  of  Pleas  of  the  Crown  on  the  general  eyre 
roll  for  that  county,  which  is  still  extant. 

Kent  and  Essex.  For  these  two  counties,  which  were  visited  by  Patshull 
and  his  colleagues  in  the  autumn  of  1227,  there  are  no  separate  lists  of  that 
date  with  regard  to  escheats,  wardships,  widows,  churches  and  other  subjects 
specified  in  the  articles  of  the  eyre.  All  the  material  for  such  lists  is,  however, 
to  be  found  among  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  on  the  rolls  which  record  the  judicial 
business  then  transacted  in  those  counties.  Extracts  from  these  rolls,  which 
were  not  known  to  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees,  will  be  given  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  present  volume. 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  special  lists  for  these  two  counties  may  be 
referred  to  the  year  1228,  when  Patshull  and  his  colleagues  were  sitting  there. 
Henry  of  Hastings,  who  is  mentioned  as  a  tenant  by  serjeanty,  obtained  seisin 
of  his  paternal  inheritance  in  1226. 2  Ralph  of  Burgh,  another  tenant  by 
serjeanty,  succeeded  his  father,  Roger,  in  the  same  year. 3  Margery  de  Cressi, 
who  is  twice  mentioned  as  a  marriageable  widow,  was  dead  in  1231.4 

Huntingdon.  There  is  no  special  list  for  Segrave's  eyre  of  1227  and  1228, 
but  there  is  among  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  for  Huntingdonshire  in  the  latter 
year  an  entry  concerning  the  church  of  King's  Rip  ton  which  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix.

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The  following  account  records  payments  made  in  Cornwall  at  the  rate  of 
16s.  Sd.  on  the  fee.  Inasmuch  as  these  fees  were  '  small  fees  of  Mortain,' 
of  which  eight  were  equivalent  to  five  ordinary  fees,  the  payments  were  at 
the  rate  of  two  marks  (26s.  8d.)  on  the  ordinary  fee.  Several  scutages  were 
levied  on  this  basis  in  the  early  part  of  the  thirteenth  century,  and  so  it  is 
necessary  to  examine  the  names  given  in  the  account  in  order  to  fix  its  date. 

Huard  of  Bickleigh,  who  appears  in  it  as  a  contributor,  obtained  livery  of 
his  lands  in  1211. 1  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1224  shows  that  John  de  Montagu  had 
quittance  of  the  scutage  of  Bedford  in  that  year,  and  he  may  possibly  be 
identified  with  a  man  of  that  name  who  died  in  the  spring  of  1228. 2  Anyhow, 
the  account  recording  a  payment  made  by  his  heir  must  be  subsequent  to 
1224.  On  the  other  hand,  William  Briwere,  another  contributor,  was  dead 
in  1233. 3  Between  1224  and  1233,  the  only  scutage  at  the  rate  of  two  marks 
on  the  fee  was  that  of  Kerry,  in  1228  and  1229. 

The  account  of  the  scutage  of  Kerry  levied  in  Cornwall  is  not  entered  on 
the  Pipe  Rolls,  because  that  county  was,  for  a  long  period  beginning  in  1225, 
in  the  hands  of  successive  Earls  who  took  their  title  therefrom. 

The  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  transcribed  this  Cornish  account  in  the 
section  relating  to  Devon,  and  omitted  all  mention  of  the  payments.  The 
printers  of  1807  further  concealed  its  nature  by  making  it  look  like  a  list  of 
tenants  of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter.

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William  Briwere  the  younger,  a  considerable  landowner,  died  without 
issue  in  or  shortly  before  February  1233. x  By  the  middle  of  June,  a  provisional 
partition  had  been  made  of  the  manors  and  lands  which  had  been  in  his  actual 
possession  between  the  co-heirs  : — 

(1)  His  great-nieces,  the  daughters  of  William  de  Braose,  wards  of  the 
King. 

(2)  His  nephew,  Hugh  Wake. 

(3)  His  sister,  Margaret  de  la  Ferte. 

(4)  His  sister,  Alice  de  Mohun,  relict  of  Reynold  de  Mohun. 

(5)  His  nieces,  the  daughters  of  William  de  Percy,  wards  of  their  father.2 
Arrangements  were  also  made  with  regard  to  the  dower  of  the  widow, 

Joan  Briwere.3  Much  longer  time  was,  however,  needed  for  the  partition  of 
the  fees  which  had  been  held  of  the  deceased  by  military  service.  On  the 
30th  of  October  1234,  writs  were  issued  to  the  sheriffs  of  divers  counties  giving 
particulars  of  the  division  of  the  fees  held  under  William  Briwere  into  five 
parts,  and  of  the  assignment  of  certain  fees  in  each  section  to  the  widow, 
by  way  of  dower.  These  writs  should  of  course  have  been  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
and  a  clerk  there  had  actually  begun  to  enter  the  first  of  them  on  the  Close 
Roll  when  he  found  that  it  had  been  already  entered  on  the  contemporary 
Fine  Roll,  or  rather  on  a  membrane  which  was  intended  to  form  part  of  the 
Fine  Roll  for  the  nineteenth  year  of  Henry  III,  which  had  begun  only  two 
days  before.  None  of  these  writs  are  now  to  be  found  on  the  Fine  Roll  in 
question.  There  is,  on  the  other  hand,  among  the  records  of  the  Exchequer 
a  membrane  containing  copies  of  the  writs  concerning  the  partition  of  the 
Briwere  fees,  the  handwriting  and  style  of  which  bear  a  striking  resemblance 
to  the  Chancery  enrolments  of  the  period.  An  endorsement  shows  it  to  be 
the  document  from  which  the  transcript  in  the  Book  of  Fees  was  made. 

The  section  relating  to  the  portion  of  Alice  de  Mohun  appears  to  be 
unfinished,  and  her  heirs  are  known  to  have  held  Briwere  fees  which  are  not 
mentioned  here.4  It  may  therefore  be  suggested  that  the  document  was 
an  enrolment  discarded  by  the  Chancery  as  unsatisfactory,  but  accepted  at 
a  later  period  by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees. 

If  the  scheme  of  partition  here  given  was  actually  carried  out,  there  must 
have  been  a  subsequent  arrangement  between  some  of  the  coheirs,  for  Thorn 
(Falcon)  and  Houndston,  which  are  assigned  by  it  to  Hugh  Wake,  had  passed 
to  the  Mohuns  before  1279.5

In  August  and  September  1234,  eleven  groups  of  justices  were  appointed 
to  go  on  eyre  in  twenty-one  specified  counties.  They  cannot,  however,  have 
been  intended  to  sit  concurrently,  for  Robert  of  Lexinton  was  named  in  five 
of  the  commissions,  and  William  of  York  in  five  others.1  In  1236,  Lexinton's 
jurisdiction  was  extended  to  four  fresh  counties,  and  York's  to  seven.2  Any 
special  lists  that  the  justices  in  eyre  between  1234  and  1236  may  have  made 
of  serjeanties,  escheats,  widows,  wards,  and  advowsons  belonging  to  the  King 
have  long  since  disappeared.  The  Book  of  Fees  contains  a  transcript  of  one 
such  list  for  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  which  were  visited  by  Lexinton 
and  other  justices  in  the  later  part  of  1234  and  the  earlier  part  of  1235. 3 
Bartholomew  Pecche  is  mentioned  in  it  as  the  guardian  of  the  heiress  of 
Geoffrey  de  Fercles.  He  obtained  the  wardship  in  1231. 4  Hubert  Cordebof, 
who  is  mentioned  as  holding  by  serjeanty,  was  dead  in  February  1235. 5 

The  eyre  rolls  of  1235  contain  some  scattered  notices  of  escheats,  serjeanties, 
wardships  and  churches  in  the  counties  of  Essex,  Middlesex,  Surrey  and 
Southampton,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

In  November  1234,  Frederick  II,  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  then  a  widower 
for  the  second  time,  announced  his  intention  of  marrying  Isabel,  sister  of 
the  King  of  England,  a  beautiful  girl  about  twenty -one  years  of  age.  His 
envoys  reached  Westminster  in  February  1235,  and  definite  terms  were  there 
settled  on  the  22nd  of  that  month.  Henry  III  undertook  to  provide  his 
sister's  outfit  and  to  pay  30,000  marks  (20,000Z.)  to  the  Emperor  in  six 
instalments.  The  chroniclers  dilate  upon  the  extraordinary  magnificence 
of  the  bride's  clothes,  jewels  and  plate,  and  the  ceremonies  attending  her 
journey  from  London  to  Worms,  where  the  marriage  was  celebrated  in  July. 
The  final  payment  of  her  dowry  was  made  in  June  1237.1 

The  marriage  of  a  sister  was  not  one  of  the  three  occasions  on  which  an  English 
king  could  as  of  right  claim  an  Aid  from  his  subjects.  The  treaty  made  with 
the  imperial  envoys  moreover  involved  the  sending  of  a  vast  sum  of  money 
out  of  the  realm.  Nevertheless,  the  magnates  '  of  their  own  free  will  and 
not  according  to  usage  (spontanea  voluntate  sua  et  sine  consuetudine)  '  resolved 
to  give  effectual  aid  to  Henry  III  in  carrying  out  his  '  great  undertaking 
(magna  negotia)'  For  this  purpose  the  archbishops,  bishops,  abbots,  priors, 
earls,  barons,  and  other  tenants  in  chief  undertook  to  obtain  for  him  two  marks 
(265.  8d.)  from  each  of  their  fees  held  by  military  service,  one  half  to  be  paid 
at  Michaelmas  1235,  and  the  other  half  at  Easter  1236. 2  One  chronicler  styles 
this  levy  a  '  carucage  '  ;  another  styles  it  a  '  tallage,'  confounding  it  with  the 
tax  of  that  name  which  was  levied  on  the  royal  demesnes  in  the  same  year.3 
In  official  documents  it  is  styled  indifferently  an  '  aid  '  and  a  '  scutage.' 

On  the  10th  of  July  1235,  the  sheriffs  of  various  counties  were  directed  to 
assist  certain  specified  prelates  in  collecting  money  from  their  tenants,  to  be 
transmitted  directly  to  the  Exchequer.4  There  were,  however,  many  religious 
houses  in  England  which  held  lands  in  frank  almoin,  exempt  from  imposts 
levied  upon  lands  held  in  chivalry.  In  order  that  they  too  should  be  made 
to  contribute  according  to  their  means,  abbots  and  priors  in  thirty-one  counties 
who  did  not  hold  in  chief  by  military  service  were  summoned  to  confer  with 
the  king  on  certain  specified  days  at  Woodstock,  Gloucester,  Bath,  Marlborough, 
Reading,  London,  Northampton,  or  Nottingham.5  At  a  later  date,  com- 
missioners were  sent  to  different  counties  to  stimulate  the  generosity  of  the 
churchmen,  and  a  prelate  who  failed  to  appear  before  them  was  liable  to 
distraint.6     Promises  of  help,  more  or  less  voluntary,  were  thus  obtained.     In

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some  counties  mention  is  made  of  '  the  aid  of  the  prelates  '  ;  in  other  coun- 
ties, we  read  of  '  the  gifts  (dona)  '  of  the  prelates  ;  at  a  subsequent  period, 
their  contribution  is  explicitly  described  as  coming  l  de  une  curtesies1 

A  statement  by  the  annalist  of  Tewkesbury  that,  while  his  abbot  had 
contributed  30  marks,  "  the  bishops  gave  nothing,"  may  be  technically  true 
as  to  some  of  them,  although  episcopal  fees  had  been  assessed  like  those  of  the 
earls  and  barons.2  Abbots  and  priors  of  the  orders  of  Citeaux  and  Premontre 
were  not  required  to  meet  the  king,  and  certain  religious  houses  eventually 
obtained  specific  exemption  or  respite  from  the  levy.3 

In  respect  of  the  laity,  writs  were  prepared,  on  the  17th  of  July,  giving 
directions  to  the  stewards  of  the  earls  and  barons  and  to  the  sheriffs  of  the 
different  counties  as  to  the  collection  of  the  money  and  the  delivery  of  it  to 
the  king's  receivers,  for  deposit  in  safe  places  before  transfer  to  the  Treasurer 
and  Chamberlains  of  the  Exchequer.  Receivers  were  at  the  same  time 
nominated,  usually  two  for  each  county,  men  of  good  local  standing.  According 
to  their  instructions,  two  marks  were  to  be  levied  in  respect  of  every  fee  both 
of  '  the  new  feoffment '  and  of  '  the  old.'  In  other  words,  all  fees,  when- 
soever or  howsoever  created,  were  made  liable. 

As  the  names  of  the  receivers  in  different  counties  will  be  found  in  the 
following  pages,  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  them  here.  Some  interest,  however, 
attaches  to  a  list  of  the  secure  places  in  which  they  were  to  lodge  the  money 
temporarily,  differing  in  a  few  cases  from  precedents  of  the  year  12324  : —

In  December  1235,  the  receivers  were  empowered  to  collect  from  the  tenants 
such  sums  as  had  not  been  paid  by  them  to  the  stewards  of  their  overlords, 
and  the  sheriffs  were  ordered  to  enforce  payment  by  distraint.  The  sheriffs 
were  at  the  same  time  ordered  to  distrain  such  stewards  as  had  not  paid  over 
the  money  received  by  them.4 

Although  some  of  the  money  levied  for  the  Aid  was,  by  the  king's  order, 
paid  into  the  Wardrobe,  the  bulk  of  it  was  certainly  delivered  to  the  Chamber- 
lains of  the  Exchequer.  Several  payments  made  to  them  on  this  account  are 
duly  recorded  on  the  defective  Receipt  Roll  for  Michaelmas  1236. 5 

The  rolls  of  the  King's  Remembrancer  of  the  period  contain  information  as 
to  the  exact  dates  at  which  the  receivers  for  particular  counties  were  required 
to  appear  at  Westminster  with  their  financial  statements  and  vouchers.  It 
was  the  duty  of  the  experts  there  to  reduce  the  accounts  to  some  sort  of 
uniformity  and  make  them  ready  for  audit  by  the  barons.  The  accounts 
of  the  receivers  in  sixteen  counties  had  not  been  delivered  by  Easter  1237, 
as  appears  by  the  following  : —

A  memorandum  made  at  a  much  later  date  shows  that  no  accounts  had 
yet  been  received  from  Herefordshire,  Suffolk,  or  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.7 
The  general  heading  '  A.D.  1235-1236  '  prefixed  to  this  whole  section 
must  not  therefore  be  taken  to  imply  that  all  the  accounts  included  in  it  had 
been  actually  rendered  before  the  close  of  the  latter  year.

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The  accounts  of  the  money  levied  for  the  Aid  of  1235  were  not  entered  on 
the  normal  Pipe  Roll.  There  is,  however,  abundant  evidence  that  they 
were  eventually  enrolled.  Firstly,  many  of  the  receivers'  accounts  have 
marginal  notes — "  I.R."  or  "  in  rotulo,"  showing  that  they  had  been  entered 
again  on  another  roll,  which  was  presumably  analogous  to  the  Pipe  Roll. 
Secondly,  an  addition  to  an  account  for  Gloucestershire,  itself  prepared  at 
the  Exchequer,  refers  to  an  entry  "  in  magno  rotulo  de  eodem  auxilio,"  and  there 
are  similar  references  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  32  Henry  III.  Thirdly,  transcripts 
have  been  found  of  accounts  for  the  counties  of  Oxford,  Southampton,  Warwick 
and  Leicester,  which  differ  in  form  from  the  receivers'  accounts  transcribed  in 
the  Book  of  Fees.1  The  first  of  these  is  headed  "  In  rotulo  de  auxilio  concesso 
regi  ad  maritandam  sororem  suam  Romanorum  imperatori."  Although  these 
transcripts  cannot  give  fresh  local  information,  it  has  been  considered 
desirable  to  print  those  for  Oxford  and  Southampton  in  illustration  of  the 
practice  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  The  enrolment  cannot 
now  be  found  :  it  seems  to  have  been  unknown  to  the  compilers  of  the 
Book  of  Fees. 

The  documents  that  have  survived,  either  as  original  rolls  or  as  transcripts, 
may  be  classified  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Preliminary  lists  of  fees. 

(b)  Statements  of  receipts  at  Michaelmas  1235,  and  at  Easter  1236, 
and  combined  statements  as  to  the  result  of  both  levies.  These  statements 
were  delivered  at  the  Exchequer  as  vouchers.  Some  of  them  exhibit  marked 
peculiarities  of  diction  and  writing. 

(c)  Financial  statements  more  or  less  uniform  in  style.  That  many  of 
these  were  prepared  at  the  Exchequer  is  clear  from  the  fact  that  accounts 
for  several  distant  counties  are  sometimes  to  be  found  entered  on  one 
roll  or  membrane. 

(d)  Accounts  as  eventually  enrolled. 

(e)  Extracts  and  memoranda  as  to  arrears,  etc. 

The  number  of  documents  relating  to  particular  counties  varies  considerably. 
If  we  may  assume  that  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  included  in  it  all 
those  that  they  could  find  relating  to  the  Aid,  it  would  seem  that  more  of  the 
originals  perished  between  1235  and  1302  than  in  the  course  of  the  next  six 
centuries. 

For  the  sake  of  convenience  and  clearness,  the  various  documents  relating  to 
each  county  are  printed  consecutively  in  the  present  edition.  None  of  them 
require  to  be  dated  by  the  names  of  the  contributors,  inasmuch  as  the 
names  of  the  receivers  in  the  different  counties,  as  prefixed  to  their 
respective  accounts,  agree  substantially  with  the  list  of  them  given  in  the 
Close  Roll. 

Kent.  The  accounts  of  Simon  of  Cray  and  Reynold  of  Cornhill,  the  receivers 
in  this  county,  seem  to  have  disappeared  before  the  compilation  of  the  Book 
of  Fees.  Some  of  their  receipts  are,  however,  mentioned  in  an  anomalous 
document  concerning  '  Divers  Counties,'  printed  below.2 

Surrey.  No  traces  have  been  found  of  the  accounts  of  John  of  Chelsham 
and  Gilbert  de  Baseville,  the  receivers  in  this  county.     ^

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Sussex.  An  extant  document  gives  an  account  of  the  money  which  was 
received  from  the  Honours  of  Lewes,  Arundel  and  Bramber.1  This  account, 
written  on  the  back  of  the  account  for  Oxfordshire,  was  somehow  overlooked 
by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  It  was  not  rendered  at  the  Exchequer 
until  after  the  death  of  one  of  the  original  collectors.  The  amount  stated 
agrees  exactly  with  .  that  which  was  received  from  Sussex  in  February 
1237.2 

Southampton.  For  this  county  there  is  not  only  the  main  account  of  the 
receivers,  but  also  a  copy  of  the  ultimate  enrolment  of  it,  not  entered  in  the 
Book  of  Fees  and  hitherto  unprinted.  Some  discrepancies  may  be  observed. 
The  fees  held  of  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  are  not  entered  because  he  accounted 
separately  for  them  at  the  Exchequer. 

Wilts.     No  remarks  are  necessary. 

Dorset.  Ralph  le  Moine,  one  of  the  receivers,  was,  in  July  1236,  authorised 
to  depute  William  of  Sibbertoft  to  go  to  Westminster  with  the  account.3 

Somerset.  Hugh  of  Meriet,  one  of  the  two  receivers,  was  dead  in  April 
1236,4  and  the  account  for  this  county  does  not  appear  to  have  been  rendered 
at  the  Exchequer  until  after  Easter  1237.  Nevertheless,  he  figures  in  it  as 
the  first  accountant. 

Devon.  On  the  dorse  of  a  membrane  containing  the  main  accounts  of 
the  receivers  in  Devon  and  in  Berks  there  are  two  supplementary  accounts  for 
the  former  county. 

It  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  print  in  full  a  draft  of  the  main  account 
for  Devon,  written  in  an  archaic  hand  on  a  separate  membrane  and  transcribed 
in  the  Book  of  Fees.  Every  variant  of  importance  in  the  case  of  proper 
names  has,  however,  been  noted. 

The  accounts  do  not  record  any  payments  in  respect  of  the  fees  of  the 
Honour  of  Gloucester  in  Devonshire,  the  money  due  therefrom  having  been 
collected  by  William  de  Claville,  the  bailiff,  and  "  foolishly  (fatue)  "  spent  by 
him.  After  being  twice  summoned  to  appear  before  the  barons  of  the 
Exchequer  and  having  been  cast  into  prison,  he  undertook  to  pay  a  fine  of 
40s.  in  addition  to  the  13L  for  which  he  was  responsible.  The  writs  concerning 
him  do  not  specify  the  fees  of  the  Honour.5  The  portion  of  the  main  account 
relating  to  arrears  cannot  be  earlier  than  February  1238. 

Cornwall.  The  great  majority  of  the  fees  in  this  county  were  little  fees 
of  Mortain,  eight  of  which  were  equivalent  to  five  normal  fees,  here  called 
"  feoda  integra." 

Hereford.  An  early  endorsement  on  one  of  the  rolls  relating  to  the  Aid 
of  1235  specifies  this  county  among  those  which  had  not  rendered  an  account.6 
This  default  was  not  due  to  the  death  of  either  of   the  original  receivers,

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Thomas  of  Anesie  and  Hugh  of  Croft,  for  they  reappear  as  collectors  of  the 
Thirtieth  in  12371. 

The  Book  of  Fees  contains  a  section  which  purports  to  be  the  account  of 
the  collectors  in  Herefordshire  of  the  Aid  for  the  marriage  of  the  king's  sister. 
It  cannot,  however,  be  regarded  as  such.  The  four  persons  named  at  the 
head  of  it  were  the  receivers  for  Gloucestershire,  and,  on  collation,  this  account 
proves  to  be  merely  a  series  of  verbatim  extracts  from  their  account  for  their 
own  county.  All  the  places  mentioned  in  it  are  situate  in  Gloucestershire. 
Inasmuch  as  the  account  for  Gloucestershire  is  printed  in  its  proper  place 
from  the  original  manuscript,  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  print  these 
extracts  from  it  separately. 

As  late  as  the  year  1248,  there  is  a  definite  statement  that  the  king  did  not 
know  the  number  of  fees  in  Herefordshire  from  which  he  should  have  received 
two  marks  apiece  for  the  marriage  of  his  sister.  The  sheriff  was  accordingly 
ordered  to  make  inquisition  on  the  subject  by  the  oath  of  twelve  knights  or 
other  good  and  lawful  men,  to  distrain  such  tenants  as  had  not  paid,  and  to 
deliver  the  money  and  the  inquisition  on  the  quinzaine  of  Trinity.2  It  is, 
however,  doubtful  whether  anything  was  then  done  in  the  matter. 

In  November  1249,  another  writ  was  issued  to  the  sheriff  of  Herefordshire, 
directing  him  to  collect  all  the  money  still  remaining  unpaid,  and  to  enquire 
in  each  hundred  as  to  the  number  of  fees  therein  held  of  the  king  in  chief  or 
of  other  lords.  The  writ  and  the  inquisitions  taken  in  pursuance  of  it  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix. 

Gloucester.  There  are  still  extant  three  documents  relating  to  the  Aid 
from  this  county,  all  of  which  are  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees  consecutively. 

The  first  of  them  is  a  preliminary  statement  of  the  main  account  of  the 
receivers,  Ralph  of  Willington  and  William  de  Putot.  Inasmuch  as  the 
charge  is  at  the  rate  of  two  marks  on  the  fee,  it  cannot  have  been  prepared 
before  the  levy  of  the  second  instalment  in  the  spring  of  1236.  No  totals 
are  shown.  The  names  of  the  contributors  are  repeated  in  a  later  hand  in 
the  left  margin,  where  almost  all  of  them  figure  as  the  owners  of  '  honours.' 
This  document  does  not  seem  to  have  been  used  in  connexion  with  the  ultimate 
enrolment  of  the  receivers'  account.  Having  been  soon  superseded  by  a 
fuller  version,  it  is  not  printed  below,  but  a  few  of  its  variant  readings  are 
given  in  footnotes. 

The  second  document  is  in  the  hand  of  the  clerk  who  prepared  the  first, 
and  presumably  very  little  later  in  date.  It  records  the  contributions  of 
several  persons  who  are  not  mentioned  in  the  earlier  version. 

The  third  document  is  the  main  account  of  the  receivers,  in  which  the 
entries  do  not  follow  the  order  of  the  two  previous  documents.  Before  the 
presentation  of  it,  the  two  original  receivers  had  been  supplemented  by  two 
colleagues,  Oliver  the  clerk  and  H.  de  WakT,  whose  appointments  do  not 
appear  to  be  enrolled.  A  note  that  the  receivers  in  Gloucestershire  should 
render  their  account  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  2nd  of  December  1236  does 
not  state  whether  they  were  two  or  four  in  number.3 

Oxford.  Mention  has  been  made  above  of  a  transcript  of  the  account  of 
the  receivers  as  ultimately  enrolled,  which  is  not  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees

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and  which  is  now  printed  for  the  first  time.     It  includes  the  amounts  entered 
as  owing  in  the  receivers'  account,  but  afterwards  collected  by  the  sheriff. 

Berks.  The  original  receivers  of  the  Aid  in  this  county  appear  to  have 
been  discharged  after  rendering  an  account  of  the  first  moiety,  their  duties 
being  transferred  to  the  sheriff. 

Bedford.  The  account  of  the  receivers  in  this  county  was  overlooked 
by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.     It  is  now  printed  for  the  first  time. 

Buckingham.  For  this  county  we  are  entirely  dependent  upon  transcripts 
in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

The  accounts  make  no  mention  of  the  fees  held  by  Isabel,  Countess  of  Oxford, 
of  the  Honour  of  Gloucester,  because  Richard  de  la  Lade,  the  guardian,  acounted 
separately  for  them  at  the  Exchequer.1 

Middlesex.  A  list  of  fees,  distributed  under  seven  honours  or  baronies, 
for  which  there  is  an  original  manuscript,  is  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees 
and  epitomised  very  incorrectly  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  among 
the  '  inquisitions  '  assigned  by  the  compilers  to  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
years  of  the  reign  of  John.  The  editor  of  that  work  has  accordingly  dated 
it  "  1210-1212,"  referring  it  to  the  period  ending  on  the  2nd  of  May  in  the 
latter  year.2  Mr.  J.  Horace  Round,  perceiving  that  the  texts  in  both  books 
were  derived  from  a  common  original,  believed  it  to  represent  a  return  of  June 
1212,  adding,  however,  that  it  was  "made  the  basis  for  collecting  the  Aid  for 
the  marriage  of  the  king's  sister  in  1235,  the  same  personal  names  occurring  in 
both  lists."3  He  has  been  followed  by  others.4  It  is  therefore  necessary  to 
explain  in  some  detail  why  the  original  list  is  now  referred  to  the  year 
1235.

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dower  in  a  third  of  '  the  whole  town  '  of  West  Bedfont  as  late  as  1219. l 
Peter  Butler  (Boteiller),  who  is  entered  as  holding  three  quarters  of  a  fee  in 
Northolt,  is  obviously  the  'Petrus  Pincerna'  who  bought  that  manor  in  1230. 2 
Richard  de  Plessi,  who  is  entered  as  holding  a  fifth  of  a  fee  at  Enfield,  acquired 
land  there  by  purchase  in  1232. 3  The  William  Longespe  mentioned  in  con- 
nexion with  Coleham  was  not  William  Longespe,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  who  died 
in  1226,  but  his  son  of  the  same  name,  whose  claim  to  the  title  was  not 
recognised . 

(5)  The  account  of  the  collectors  of  the  Aid  of  1235  shows  that  Ralph  de 
Auvers  paid  8s.  altogether,  and  we  know  that  the  levy  was  made  in  two 
instalments.  A  moiety  of  8s.  would  be  4,9.  and  this  is  the  amount  set  against 
his  name  in  the  list  under  consideration,  in  the  writing  of  the  original  scribe. 
Although  no  sums  are  set  against  the  names  of  other  persons  in  the  fist  who 
held  whole  fees  or  simple  fractions  of  fees,  the  assessment  of  which  needed 
little  arithmetical  skill,  it  may  have  been  thought  desirable  to  calculate  before- 
hand the  exact  amount  to  be  levied  from  this  particular  tenant  in  respect 
of  his  complex  holding  of  a  quarter  and  a  twentieth  of  a  fee. 

The  more  normal  account  of  the  receivers  for  Middlesex  here  printed  states 
that  one  moiety  of  the  scutage,  or  Aid,  was  received  by  William  de  Dona, 
the  sheriff.  The  name  of  this  officer  is  not  to  be  found  in  any  list  of  sheriffs, 
but  Master  William  de  Dona,  sheriff  of  Middlesex,  occurs  as  the  first  witness 
to  a  deed,  wherein  his  name  is  followed  by  the  names  of  Gerard  Bat  and  Robert 
Hardel,  sheriffs  of  London,  who  held  office  in  1235-1236. 4 

Essex  and  Hertford.  For  these  linked  counties  we  are  almost  entirely 
dependent  upon  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  two  receivers  appointed 
for  Essex,  Richard  Maudit  and  William  de  Amblie,  seem  to  have  acted 
separately  in  the  autumn  of  1235.  Of  the  two  receivers  appointed  for 
Hertfordshire  Simon  de  Fourneaux  alone  gathered  in  the  first  moiety  of  the 
Aid.  The  money  due  from  both  counties  at  Easter  1236  was,  by  the  king's 
order,  received  by  William  of  Culworth,  the  sheriff.  A  joint  account  was  even- 
tually rendered  by  the  four  receivers,  which  includes  not  only  the  sums  received 
by  them  in  their  respective  counties  in  the  autumn  of  1235  and  those  received 
by  the  sheriff  in  the  following  spring,  but  also  those  received  by  Culworth 
from  fees  of  the  Honour  of  Boulogne  in  various  counties,  and  those  received 
by  Peter  de  Tany,  who  succeeded  him  as  sheriff  and  as  keeper  of  the  Honour 
in  May  1236.  A  great  part  of  the  money  was  not  paid  into  the  Exchequer 
until  nearly  thirty  years  after  the  imposition  of  the  tax,  and  the  account,  as 
entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  incorporates  some  references  to  the  Pipe  Roll  of 
1264.     An  extract  from  that  roll  is  therefore  printed  below,  in  explanation. 

It  has  not  been  considered  necessaiy  to  print  at  length  an  inferior  version 
of  Culworth's  statement  of  receipts  at  Easter  1236,  which  is  transcribed  in 
the  Book  of  Fees.     Footnotes,  however,  refer  to  it  as  '  B.' 

From  another  source  we  learn  that  part  of  the  money  paid  in  Essex  in 
respect  of  the  fees  of  Matthew  de  Lovaine  came  from  William  fitz  Robert, 
who  held  under  him  in  Gloucestershire  and  in  the  bailiwick  of  the  sheriff  of 
Somerset  and  Dorset,  presumably  at  Sezincote  and  at  Godmanstone.5

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Suffolk.  The  brief  and  belated  account  of  the  receivers  in  this  county, 
written  below  the  account  for  Nottinghamshire,  was  overlooked  by  the 
compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.     It  is  now  printed  for  the  first  time. 

Norfolk,  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon.     No  remarks  are  necessary. 

Northampton.  For  this  county  we  are  entirely  dependent  upon  transcripts 
in  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  first  document  evidently  relates  to  the  levy  in  the 
autumn  of  1235.  The  third  document  combines  the  results  of  the  two  levies. 
Part  of  a  subsequent  account  is  entered  twice,  presumably  by  error,  and  there 
is  also  a  transcript  in  the  Book  of  another  main  account. 

Rutland.     No  remarks  are  necessary. 

Warwick.  The  account  of  the  receivers  in  this  county  concludes  with  a 
list  of  arrears  which  is  not  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  Some  of  these  arrears 
were  collected  by  Philip  de  Ascelles,  who  was  sheriff  from  Midsummer  1240 
to  March  1246. 

Leicester.  The  receivers  for  this  county  were  ordered  to  appear  at  the 
Exchequer  a  week  after  Michaelmas  1236. x  The  account  which  they  then 
submitted  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  a  writ  was  issued  to  the  sheriff 
as  follows  : — 

"  Scias  quod  Willelmus  Burdet  et  Philippus  de  Gaunt,  collectores  auxilii 
nobis  concessi  in  comitatu  Leyc'  ad  maritandam  sororem  nostram 
Romanorum  imperatori,  accesserunt  ad  scaccarium  nostrum  et 
detulerunt  denarios  quos  receperunt  in  predicto  comitatu  de  predicto 
auxilio,  parati  ut  dixerunt  compotum  suum  de  receptis  suis  reddere. 
Set  quia  non  potuerunt  nobis  distincte  et  aperte  respondere  pro  quibus 
et  de  quibus  feodis  et  quot  feodis  denarios  receperant,  ne  forte  barones 
nostri  distringerent  per  summonicionem  etc.  tales  qui  jam  solverunt 
predictum  auxilium,  audire  compotum  illorum  distulerunt  donee  super 
premissis  plenius  certiorentur. 

"  Unde  tibi  precipimus  quod  efficax  consilium  prestes  dictis  collectoribus 
ad  inquirendum  pro  quibus  et  de  quibus  et  quot  feodis  et  quantum 
receperunt,  et  quantum  adhuc  nobis  de  feodis  predictis  restat  solvendum, 
infra  octabas  Sancti  Marci,  ita  quod  in  predictis  octabis  possint  nobis 
distincte  et  aperte  respondere.  Tu  eciam  ad  predictum  diem  venire 
facias  dictos  collectores  auxilii  predicti  in  comitatu  Warr'  (sic)  ita 
premisso  modo  instructos  quod  sufficienter  possint  respondere.  Et 
habeas  ibi  tunc  breve.  Teste  A.  archidiacono  Salopie  viij.  die  Octobris 
anno  xx."2 

Mention  has  been  made  above  of  a  transcript  of  the  account  of  the  receivers 
as  ultimately  enrolled,  which  is  not  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  figures 
in  it  do  not  agree  with  those  in  the  other  version  of  the  account. 

Worcester.  The  receivers'  account  was  not  delivered  until  after 
Hilary  1237.3

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Derby.     No  remarks  are  necessary. 

Nottingham.  The  fees  held  of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  in  this  county  are 
not  entered  because  he  accounted  separately  for  them  at  the  Exchequer.1 
In  pursuance  of  the  system  attempted  with  regard  to  Staffordshire,  the  com- 
pilers of  the  Book  of  Fees  transferred  the  whole  section  concerning  the 
Nottinghamshire  fees  of  the  Honour  of  Tickhill  to  Yorkshire. 

Salop.  The  receivers  in  this  county  had  made  the  first  levy  by  the  22nd  of 
September  1235,  and  they  appeared  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  at 
Westminster  on  the  23rd  of  November  to  transact  some  business  connected 
with  the  Aid.2  The  main  account  eventually  rendered  by  them  was  overlooked 
by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees.     It  is  now  printed  for  the  first  time. 

Stafford.  The  Book  of  Fees  contains  transcripts  of  two  versions  of  a  list 
of  fees  in  this  county  prepared  in  connexion  with  the  Aid  of  1235.  It  has  not 
been  considered  necessary  to  print  more  than  one  of  them.  The  version 
omitted  seems  to  be  merely  a  copy  of  the  other  without  any  of  the  financial 
details. 

Some  portions  only  of  the  main  account  of  the  receivers  in  Staffordshire 
are  given  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  The  whole  of  it  is  now  printed  from  another 
transcript  made  at  the  Exchequer.  The  section  in  the  Book  of  Fees  relating 
to  the  Aid  in  this  county  is  very  confused,  the  compilers  having  inserted 
in  it  extracts  from  the  accounts  of  the  receivers  in  Oxfordshire,  Berkshire  and 
Worcestershire  concerning  fees  in  those  counties  believed  to  be  held  of  some 
barony  whose  caput  was  in  Staffordshire. 

Lincoln.  There  were  separate  receivers  for  the  parts  of  Lindsey,  Holland 
and  Kesteven. 

York.  There  is  no  account  for  the  West  Riding.  The  Archbishop  of  York 
accounted  separately  at  the  Exchequer  for  the  fees  held  of  him. 

Lancaster,  Westmorland,  Cumberland  and  Northumberland.  No 
remarks  are  necessary. 

Honours  of  Wallingford,  Peverel  and  Giffard.  An  existing  list  of 
the  fees  of  these  three  honours,  being  written  on  one  membrane,  must  have 
been  made  at  the  Exchequer.  The  sequence  of  the  names  corresponds  more 
or  less  with  that  which  is  to  be  seen  in  the  financial  statements  of  the  receivers 
of  the  Aid  of  1235  in  the  different  counties  mentioned.  There  are,  however, 
several  variants.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  French  surname  Neyrnut, 
which  has  been  misread  as  Neyrmit  and  also  as  Neyrvut,  is  here  Latinised 
as  '  Nigranox.'3 

Although  the  several  sections  of  the  list  are  marked  "  transcribitur  "  in  a 
later  hand,  a  note  at  the  end  mentions  only  those  concerning  Oxfordshire  and 
Northamptonshire  as  being  '  in  libro.'     In  point  of  fact,  the  fees  of  the  Honour

Aid  of  the  Prelates.  The  '  gifts  '  of  the  prelates,  that  is  to  say  bishops 
and  heads  of  religious. houses,  were,  as  seen  above,  additional  to  the  general 
levy  of  two  marks  on  knights'  fees.  The  method  of  collection  varied.  In 
some  cases  the  account  was  rendered  by  special  commissioners,  in  other 
cases  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  in  other  cases  by  the  prelates  them- 
selves. 

Three  membranes  lately  brought  together  constitute  a  roll  which  may 
perhaps  be  the  actual  '  rotulus  prelatorum  '  to  which  there  are  several  allusions 
in  documents  connected  with  the  Aid.  On  these  a  certain  space  was  left  for 
each  county,  and  the  accounts  of  the  sums  received  therefrom  were  entered 
from  time  to  time.  The  last  entry  under  Kent  is  not  anterior  to  1240.  It 
should  be  observed  that  some  of  the  payments  mentioned  as  '  gifts  '  were 
partly  in  respect  of  fees  held  by  military  service,  and  that  the  tallage  levied 
on  the  men  of  Oxford  is  also  included,  presumably  by  mistake.  Inasmuch  as 
the  roll  was  written  by  various  persons  and  at  different  times,  it  has  not  been 
found  practicable  here  to  distinguish  additions  by  the  use  of  italic  type. 

There  is  clear  evidence  that  the  accounts  on  these  membranes  were  eventu- 
ally entered  on  one  of  the  '  great '  rolls  of  the  Exchequer,  presumably  the 
lost  roll  which  contained  the  accounts  of  the  receivers  of  the  Aid  in  various 
counties. 

Divers  Counties.  It  has  been  seen  above  that  the  Aid  of  1235  was,  like 
early  scutages,  levied  primarily  from  the  tenants  in  chief  of  the  Crown.  Most 
of  the  labour  and  unpleasantness  of  collecting  the  money  fell  upon  their 
stewards.  Complications,  however,  arose  with  regard  to  persons  who  owned 
fees  in  more  than  one  county.  It  will  be  shown  later  on  that,  as  early  as 
May  1236,  the  government  applied  directly  to  the  principal  tenants  in  chief 
for  specific  information,  but  it  is  necessary  here  to  explain  that  a  scheme  was 
also  devised  at  the  Exchequer  for  the  compilation  of  a  general  list  of  all  the 
fees  belonging  to  particular  persons  wheresoever  situate.  A  specimen  of  the 
proposed  work  is  to  be  found  on  the  dorse  of  one  of  the  documents  connected 
with  the  Aid  of  12351  :—

This,  it  will  be  observed,  consists  of  notes  from  the  accounts  of  the  receivers 
in  four  of  the  counties  in  which  there  were  fees  belonging  to  the  barony  of 
Dudley.  The  entry  concerning  Alrewas  shows  that  the  scribe  supposed 
Roger  de  Somerville  to  be  identical  with  Roger  de  Somery.  Inasmuch  as  the 
account  for  Worcestershire  cited  was  not  rendered  until  Hilary  1237  at  earliest, 
we  may  fairly  conjecture  that  the  official  compilation  was  designed  partly  as 
a  check  upon  the  returns  made  by  the  barons  in  pursuance  of  the  writs  of 
May  1236  mentioned  in  a  later  section  of  this  volume. 

It  is  extremely  unlikely  that  the  scheme  was  ever  actually  carried  out. 
For  the  present  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  call  attention  to  preparatory  work 
done  by  the  addition  of  notes  to  some  of  the  accounts  of  the  receivers  of  the 
Aid  of  1235.  These  notes,  not  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees  and  here  printed 
in  italic  type,  may  be  taken  to  show  the  county  and  the  heading  under  which 
it  was  proposed  to  collect  all  the  scattered  fees  of  a  particular  person. 

In  this  connexion  it  seems  desirable  to  call  attention  to  an  anomalous  docu- 
ment printed  below  at  the  end  of  the  series  covered  by  this  introduction.  A 
single  membrane  contains  four  paragraphs  widely  separated  from  each  other 
and  relating  respectively  to  the  counties  of  Kent,  Worcester,  Cambridge  and 
Huntingdon,  and  Essex  and  Hertford.  Transcripts  of  each  of  them  are  given 
separately  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  One  feature  common  to  all  the  entries  is 
that  the  persons  named  figure  as  accountants,  not  merely  as  contributors 
to  a  tax. 

In  the  unfortunate  absence  of  any  accounts  of  the  receivers  of  the  Aid 
of  1235  in  Kent,  the  entries  relating  to  that  county  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  the  document  now  under  consideration  must  stand  by  themselves.  No 
comparison  is  possible  except  with  regard  to  William  de  Say,  who  is  credited 
with  payments  made  to  the  receivers  in  Middlesex  which  exactly  correspond 
with  entries  in  their  account  of  receipts  for  the  Aid  for  the  marriage  of  the 
king's  sister.  There  is  further  internal  evidence  of  date.  The  levy  was  at 
the  rate  of  two  marks  on  the  fee,  as  in  1235  ;  Adam  de  Quatremars,  one  of  the 
persons  named,  succeeded  his  brother  William  in  that  year ;  Ralph  fitz  Bernard, 
another  of  them,  was  dead  in  1240. 1  One  of  the  accountants,  Warin  de 
Monchesni,  obtained  a  writ,  in  October  1236,  forbidding  the  sheriff  of  Kent 
to  distrain  him  in  respect  of  thirteen  fees  for  which  he  had  paid  in 
Essex.2 

The  second  paragraph,  which  relates  to  Worcestershire,  may  be  compared 
with  the  financial  statement  rendered  at  the  Exchequer  by  the  receivers  of 
the  Aid  of  1235  in  that  county.  While  the  Abbot  of  Pershore  is  here  represented 
as  the  accountant  in  respect  of  four  marks  and  as  obtaining  acquittance  there- 
for, the  more  authentic  document  represents  the  receivers  as  accounting 
for  this  very  amount.  The  third  and  last  entry  for  this  county  is  more 
instructive.  William  de  Beauchamp  is  here  represented  as  accounting  for 
eighty  marks  in  respect  of  forty  fees,  of  which  only  fourteen  marks  had  been 
paid  to  the  receivers.  Their  account  shows  that  Walter  de  Beauchamp  had 
duly  paid  fourteen  marks  for  seven  fees  and  says  nothing  whatever  about  any

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other  fees  belonging  to  him  on  which  payment  had  not  been  made.  William 
de  Beauchamp  had  succeeded  his  father,  Walter,  in  April  1236.1 

In  the  third  paragraph,  the  Bishop  of  Ely  is  represented  as  compounding 
for  two  hundred  marks,  while  the  contribution  of  the  Abbot  of  Ramsey  is  not 
specified  because  he  answered  in  the  roll  of  the  Aid  of  the  prelates.  In  point 
of  fact,  the  bishop's  payment  was  eventually  entered  on  that  roll.  Baldwin 
de  Frivill  is  represented  as  accounting  for  thirty  marks  on  fifteen  fees,  as 
having  paid  eighteen  marks,  and  yet  as  owing  9/.  10s.  6%d.  This  is  impossible. 
The  account  of  the  receivers  of  the  Aid  in  Cambridgeshire  shows  that  Baldwin 
de  Frivill  had  paid  them  nine  marks  in  respect  of  nine  fees  and  that  he 
consequently  owed  nine  marks.  It  further  shows  that  the  receivers,  after 
debiting  themselves  with  his  eighteen  marks,  had  to  their  credit  9Z.  10s.  6|d., 
the  exact  sum  wrongly  supposed  to  be  due  from  him.  From  this  it  is  clear 
that  the  writer  of  the  document  under  consideration  had  seen  and  had  al- 
together misunderstood  the  account  of  the  receivers.  In  the  entry  concerning 
Hamon  Peche,  the  reference  to  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1168  is  obviously  due  to  a 
clerk  of  the  Exchequer,  while  the  reference  to  the  account  of  the  receivers  of  the 
Aid  in  Kent  shows  that  the  previous  paragraph  relating  to  that  county  does 
not  enumerate  all  the  contributors. 

The  three  entries  in  the  fourth  paragraph  are  clearly  based  upon  the  account 
of  the  receivers  of  the  Aid  of  1235  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford. 

Inasmuch  as  the  document  mentions  some  persons  who  had  paid  in  full, 
it  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  statement  of  arrears  outstanding  ;  inasmuch  as 
it  mentions  only  a  few  persons  in  each  county,  it  is  obviously  incomplete.  On 
the  whole  it  appears  to  be  merely  an  experiment  made  by  some  ingenious 
clerk  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  records  of  the  Aid  of  1235,  and  of  little 
value  except  in  regard  to  Kent.

Soon  after  the  collection  of  the  second  instalment  of  the  Aid  for  marrying 
the  king's  sister  to  the  Emperor,  measures  were  taken  to  ascertain  whether 
any  of  the  persons  who  should  have  contributed  thereto  had  evaded  payment. 
Early  in  May  1236,  letters  were  sent  through  the  sheriffs  to  all  the  barons 
holding  honours  in  the  different  counties,  directing  them  to  furnish  the  Barons 
of  the  Exchequer  by  the  end  of  the  following  month  with  lists  of  the  places  at 
which  they  had  fees,  whether  of  the  old  feoffment  or  the  new,  and  of  the 
names  of  their  tenants,  with  details  as  to  the  payments  to  the  Aid  that  had 
been  made  in  respect  of  them.  The  sheriffs  were  at  the  same  time  ordered  to 
furnish  lists  of  the  smaller  military  tenants  in  chief  who  held  single  fees  or  frac- 
tions of  fees  (singularia  feoda  et  minora),  and  also  lists  of  tenants  in  chief  by 
serjeanty  or  by  socage.  Letters  were  at  the  same  time  sent  direct  to  the  great 
barons  who  held  fees  in  several  counties.1  None  of  the  original  replies  are  now 
extant,  and  only  a  few  of  them  have  been  preserved  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

Two  documents  enumerate  the  fees  of  Robert  fitz  Walter,  who  had  died 
in  December  1235,  after  the  payment  of  the  first  instalment  of  the  Aid.2 
One  of  these  relates  to  his  own  barony  of  Baynard,  the  other  to  that  part 
of  the  barony  of  Valognes  which  he  held  for  life  in  right  of  his  first  wife, 
Gunnora  de  Valognes.  A  mention  in  the  latter  of  *  C.  Cornitissa  de  Mande- 
vill' '  as  recently  responsible  for  some  of  the  fees  seems  to  call  for  a  few 
words  of  explanation.  Christiana  de  Mandeville  was  the  daughter  of  Robert 
fitz  Walter  by  Gunnora  de  Valognes,  and  the  relict  of  William,  Earl  of  Essex. 
On  the  death  of  her  mother,  her  father  had  become  tenant  by  the  courtesy 
of  England  of  the  lands  of  which  his  wife  had  been  in  seisin  and  of  about  two 
thirds  of  the  fees.  The  rest  of  the  estate  had  remained  in  possession  of 
Gundreda  de  Warenne,  the  relict  of  Peter  de  Valognes,  the  elder  brother  of 
Gunnora's  father,  and,  on  the  death  of  Gundreda  at  an  advanced  age  in  1224, 
Christiana,  Gunnora  being  dead,  became  entitled  to  succeed  to  it  directly. 
Christiana  herself  died  in  or  before  1232,  in  the  lifetime  of  her  father,  and  an 
attempt  on  his  part  to  secure  the  Valognes  inheritance  for  his  son  by  a  second 
wife,  Rose,  proved  unsuccessful.3  The  uncertainty  prevailing  as  to  the  owner- 
ship is  reflected  in  the  return  printed  below. 

The  replies  of  Roger  fitz  Payn  and  Ralph  Pirot  specifically  mention  the 
Aid  for  marrying  the  king's  sister  ;  those  of  Henry  de  Pinkeny  and  William 
Patrick  and  the  certificate  of  the  honour  of  Peverel  of  Dover  name  the  receivers 
of  that  Aid  as  the  persons  to  whom  money  had  been  paid.     The  reply  of

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Sir  Andrew  de  Helion  is  similar  in  character  to  the  others,  and  the  copy  of  it 
in  the  Book  of  Fees  comes  between  copies  of  documents  which  clearly  belong 
to  the  year  1236.  The  reply  of  Robert  de  Beauchamp  of  Somerset,  which  is 
not  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

All  the  four  replies  received  from  ecclesiastics  of  which  copies  have  survived 
contain  allusions  to  the  Aid  of  1235.  The  abbot  of  St.  Edmunds,  having 
promised  to  pay  more  than  the  Exchequer  could  claim  if  two  marks  were  levied 
upon  every  fee,  seems  to  have  considered  himself  absolved  from  the  order  to 
supply  a  list  of  his  tenants.  His  reply  is  interesting  on  account  of  his  dis- 
claimer of  exact  knowledge.  He  has,  he  says,  forty  fees  of  the  old  feoffment, 
held  of  the  king  in  chief,  and  twelve  others  have  been  created  out  of  the 
monastic  demesnes,  but  in  what  places,  or  to  what  amount  in  each  he  may 
have  fees  "  God  knows."1 

The  account  of  the  receivers  in  Essex  and  Hertfordshire  of  the  Aid  for 
marrying  the  king's  sister  contains  references  to  rolls  delivered  by  various 
persons  enumerating  the  fees  belonging  to  them  respectively. 

Turning  from  the  replies  of  the  great  barons  to  the  sheriffs'  lists  of  the 
smaller  tenants  in  chief  by  military  service  and  the  tenants  in  chief  by 
serjeanty,  we  find  four  original  returns.  For  the  others  we  are  entirely 
dependent  upon  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees. 

Wilts.     The  original  writ  of  4  May  1236  is  attached  to  the  sheriff's  return. 

Oxford.     The  return  is  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  writ. 

Essex  and  Hertford.  The  heading  of  the  list  is  clearly  inapplicable  to 
all  the  contents,  and  it  may  have  been  added  by  the  compilers  of  the  Book  of 
Fees.  There  is  internal  evidence  of  date.  Catherine  la  Bret,  who  is  entered 
as  holding  three  quarters  of  a  fee,  did  not  obtain  the  wardship  of  the  lands 
of  her  deceased  husband  until  May  1235. 2  Ralph  le  Moine,  who  is  entered 
as  holding  Easton  by  serjeanty,  was  dead  in  May  1238.3 

Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  compilers  of  the  Book  of  Fees  prefaced 
their  transcript  of  an  inquisition  taken  in  these  counties  by  a  copy  of  the 
original  writ  of  6  May  1236. 

Stafford.     The  return  is  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  writ. 

Northumberland.  The  return  was  made  by  Hugh  de  Bolbec,  who  became 
sheriff  on  the  12th  of  May  1236,  and  it  has  a  fragment  of  his  seal  attached. 
It  begins  with  a  recital  of  the  king's  writ,  which,  however,  was  not  delivered 
until  shortly  before  Midsummer. 

Lancaster.  In  the  absence  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Honour  of 
Lancaster,  the  sheriff  of  Lancashire  did  his  best  to  furnish  a  list  of  the  fees 
belonging  to  it  in  various  counties,  but  he  was  unable  to  give  any  information 
as  to  the  amount  of  money  that  had  been  levied  for  the  Aid.

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Suffolk.  A  list  of  tenants  in  chief  of  the  king  within  the  Liberty  of  St. 
Edmund's  enumerates  not  only  those  who  held  single  fees  and  fractions  of  fees 
and  one  man  holding  by  serjeanty,  but  also  some  who  held  several  fees,  to 
whom,  however,  the  king  had  not  written  separately  for  information. 
Although  the  name  of  Andrew  de  Helion  figures  in  it,  his  own  reply  shows 
that  he  had  actually  received  one  of  the  king's  letters,  presumably  through 
the  sheriff  of  Essex,  where  the  chief  place  of  the  Honour  of  Helion  was  situate. 
His  reply  that  all  his  military  tenants  had  answered  to  the  king  direct  accords 
with  the  statement  that  the  Honour  of  Helion  was  in  the  king's  hand.1  It 
has  been  seen  above  that,  in  1218,  William  de  Helion  had  little  or  no 
authority  over  his  tenants.2  The  Honour  of  Helion  had  apparently  ceased 
to  exist  except  in  name.  Some  of  the  entries  in  this  list  may  be  compared 
with  those  dealing  with  the  same  places  in  the  list  of  tenants  of  the  Honour 
of  Lancaster  immediately  preceding  it.

This  seems  to  be  the  most  convenient  place  at  which  to  print  three  lists 
which  may  be  connected  with  the  enquiry  of  1236,  but  which,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  cannot  definitely  be  assigned  to  that  year.  All  of  them  are  known 
to  us  only  by  transcripts  in  the  Book  of  Fees  and  elsewhere,  the  originals 
having  disappeared. 

The  first  of  these  lists  enumerates  certain  lands  in  the  county  of  Northampton 
which  were  held  by  military  service  or  by  serjeanty.  One  of  the  tenants 
named  in  it,  Robert  le  Archer,  made  arrangements  in  June  1239  for  the  pay- 
ment of  50s.  by  way  of  relief  on  succession  to  the  land  of  his  father,  William 
le  Archer,  at  Sibbertoft,  the  place  mentioned  in  the  text.1  Two  of  the  other 
tenants  named,  Richard  de  Cahaignes  and  John  de  Heriz,  were  dead  in  1241. 2 
At  first  sight,  therefore,  it  would  seem  clear  that  the  list  was  compiled  in  1239, 
1240,  or  1241. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  observed  that  no  mention  has  been  found  of 
any  enquiry  as  to  tenures  in  the  course  of  those  three  years.  Furthermore, 
the  document  has  the  characteristics  of  a  sheriff's  return  to  the  writ  of  May 
1236.  It  ignores  all  the  owners  of  numerous  fees,  the  principal  tenants  in 
chief,  whose  names  are  given  in  the  accounts  of  1235,  and  the  returns  of  1242. 
Two  persons  are  indeed  entered  as  owning  respectively  three  fees  and  a  half 
and  five  fees,  but  these  were  little  fees  of  Mortain,  which  might  be  considered 
by  the  sheriff  to  come  into  the  category  of  "  feoda  minora." 

The  entry  concerning  Sibbertoft  is  the  only  obstacle  to  the  inclusion  of 
this  document  among  the  returns  of  1236.  Several  explanations  of  it  are 
possible.  There  may  have  been  a  blunder  on  the  part  of  the  sheriff's  clerk, 
or  on  that  of  the  scribe  of  the  Book  of  Fees.  Or  William  le  Archer  may  have 
handed  over  the  administration  of  his  property  to  his  son.  Or  again  Robert 
le  Archer  may  have  been  long  in  coming  to  an  agreement  with  the  Crown  as 
to  the  amount  which  he  should  pay  in  order  to  obtain  seisin  of  land  not  held 
by  military  service.  In  this  connexion  it  may  be  observed  that  the  value 
of  his  paternal  inheritance  was  very  small  in  comparison  with  that  of  the 
lands  which  he  had  obtained  by  marrying  an  heiress.3

MARGERY  DE   REVIERS. 


During  the  process  of  rearranging  the  contents  of  the  Book  of  Fees  for 
the  purposes  of  the  present  edition,  various  fragments  were  put  aside  as  having 
no  direct  connexion  with  the  matter  immediately  preceding  or  succeeding 
them.  The  lines  of  demarcation  are,  it  may  be  repeated,  far  more  evident 
in  the  Edwardian  manuscript  than  in  the  text  so  badly  printed  in  1807. 
Eight  of  these  fragments  are  now  brought  together  below,  because,  ^  apart 
from  their  general  similarity  in  form,  they  all  appear  to  relate  to  the  property 
of  Margery  de  Reviers,  heiress  of  her  father  Warin  fitz  Gerold,  co-heiress  of 
her  mother  Alice  de  Curci,  and  relict  of  Baldwin  de  Reviers,  eldest  son  of  the 
Earl  of  Devon. 

A  list  of  the  fees  of  Margery  de  Reviers  in  various  counties  may  have  been 
required  at  any  time  between  the  fall  of  her  second  husband,  Falkes  de  Breaute, 
in  1224,  and  her  own  death  in  1252. 1  If,  however,  we  may  regard  all  the 
extracts  printed  below  as  parts  of  one  document,  the  limits  of  date  are  much 
narrower.  The  entry  concerning  William  fitz  Richard  in  Essex  can  hardly 
be  earlier  than  1235,2  and  three  out  of  six  tenants  named  in  Kent  were  dead 
in  1242.  It  is  therefore  not  unlikely  that  we  have  here  some  disjointed  frag- 
ments of  a  general  return   made  by  the  steward  of   Margery  de  Reviers  in

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pursuance  of  the  writ  of  May  1236.  The  collectors  of  the  Aid  for  marrying 
the  King's  sister  held  her  responsible,  in  Essex  and  Hertfordshire,  for  rather 
more  than  sixty  fees.1 

The  first  fragment  is  the  only  one  which  has  a  heading.  Out  of  the  six 
tenants  named  in  it,  three  appear  again  in  the  lists  of  the  fees  of  Margery  de 
Reviers  in  Kent  in  1242,  when  the  other  three,  William  Butler,  William  de  Ros 
and  William  fitz  Robert,  were  rejDresented  by  their  respective  heirs.  The  names 
of  their  predecessors  in  1166  can  be  identified  in  the  carta  of  Henry  fltz  Gerold.2 

The  second  fragment  mentions  four  places  in  Dorset.  Two  of  these,  Silton 
and  Milton  (on  Stour)  belonged,  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey,  to 
William  de  Falaise,  whose  daughter  and  heiress,  Emma,  is  believed  to  have 
married  William  de  Curci.3  The  fee  at  the  former  place  held  by  John  of 
Stane  may  fairly  be  identified  with  the  fee  which  Robert  of  Stane  held  of 
William  de  Curci  in  1166.4  In  1285,  it  was  held  of  the  Countess  of  Aumale, 
the  granddaughter  and  eventual  heiress  of  Margery  de  Reviers.5  Crawford 
and  (West)  Chikerell  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  the  Book  of  Fees  as  held  of 
Margery  herself  in  1242. 

The  third  fragment  relates  only  to  the  manor  of  Fyfield  in  the  hundred  of 
Kinwardstone  in  Wiltshire.  The  tenant  called  William  of  Fyfield  may  clearly 
be  identified  with  the  William  fitz  Gerold  who  held  there  under  Margery  de 
Reviers  in  1242.  It  afterwards  belonged  to  a  family  called  Warin,  which  may 
have  derived  its  surname  from  Warin  fitz  Gerold.6 

The  fourth  fragment  relates  to  fees  at  Kingston  Lisle  in  Berkshire,  Sarsden 
in  Oxfordshire,  and  Blunsdon  in  Wiltshire.7  The  two  persons  named  occur 
again  as  tenants  of  Margery  de  Reviers  in  1242.  The  first  of  them,  Warin 
fitz  Gerold,  was  a  first  cousin  of  Margery.8 

Most  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  the  fifth  fragment  occur  again  in  the 
Book  of  Fees  as  tenants  of  Margery  de  Reviers  in  1242,  though  sometimes 
under  different  names.  Brian  fitz  Aunsel,  who  held  half  a  fee  at  Ringshall, 
may  be  identified  with  Brian  of  Ringshall,  and  Alexander  of  Brettenham, 
who  held  half  a  fee  at  Brettenham,  may  be  identified  with  Alexander  of  Rooth- 
ing,  who  held  the  like  amount  at  the  same  place  in  1242. 

The  sixth  fragment  mentions  sixteen  persons.  Six  of  these  occur  again 
in  the  Book  of  Fees  as  tenants  of  Margery  de  Reviers  contributing  to  the 
Aid  of  1235.  It  appears  furthermore  that  the  Abbot  of  Walden's  land  at 
Arkesden  was,  at  a  later  date,  held  of  her  representatives.9  It  has  been 
seen  above  that  her  father  was  the  mesne  lord  of  Little  Radwinter  and 
Stevington,  which  occur  in  the  list.10  Lastly  the  holding  of  William  de  la 
Haie  corresponds  exactly  with  that  of  Ralph  de  la  Haie,  who  was  a  tenant 
of  Henry  fitz  Gerold  in  1166.11 

Looking  at  this  sixth  fragment  from  another  point  of  view,  we  may  observe 
that  it  seems  to  include  all  the  lands  which  a  certain  Sasselin  held  in  Essex 
at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey,  that  is  to  say  Windhill,  Notley,  Layer

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(Breton),  Pinchpoles  in  Manewden,  Childerditch  and  Bonhunt.  Although 
'  the  descent  of  his  fief  cannot  be  traced,"  the  list  printed  below  suggests  that 
it  eventually  passed  to  Warin  fitz  Gerold.1  William  fitz  Richard,  who  is  men- 
tioned as  a  tenant  at  Elmstead,  succeeded  his  father  in  1235  and  died  in 
1246.2  No  connexion  has,  however,  been  established  between  him  and 
Margery  de  Reviers,  and  the  estate  which  he  and  his  successors  held  at 
that  place  was  considerably  larger  than  the  fifth  of  a  fee  specified  here, 
namely  half  a  fee  held  of  the  Honour  of  Rayleigh.3 

The  four  places  mentioned  in  the  seventh  fragment  are  alike  stated  to 
have  been  held  of  Margery  de  Reviers  in  the  returns  of  the  year  1242 
printed  below,  though  for  a  smaller  number  of  fees.  For  a  later  list  see 
Close  Roll,  42  Edw.  Ill,  m.  6d.

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The  Book  of  Fees  contains  three  lists  of  certain  fees  in  Worcestershire 
which  may,  for  convenience,  be  called  A.  B.  and  C.  None  of  them  belong 
to  any  of  the  general  series. 

List  A.  enumerates  fees  and  parts  of  fees  held  of  William  de  Stuteville, 
the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  Ralph  de  Mortimer  and  Ralph  de  Toeni.  Apart  from 
the  transcript  of  it  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  there  are  still  extant  two  earlier  versions. 
Neither  of  them  can,  however,  claim  to  be  regarded  as  an  original.  Both  of 
them  are  obviously  copies,  made  at  the  Exchequer  on  membranes  contain- 
ing extracts  from  other  documents  in  no  wise  connected  with  them,  one,  indeed 
(S.  ij.  19)  being  specifically,  though  erroneously,  described  as  a  list  made  at 
the  time  of  the  scutage  of  Gascony,  that  is  to  say  in  1242. 

Lists  B.  and  C.  are  practically  identical,  and  it  has  not  been  considered 
necessary  to  print  both  of  them.  The  sequence  of  the  names  in  them 
corresponds  with  that  in  List  A,  but  there  is  no  mention  of  the  overlords  and 
the  last  two  entries  of  List  A.  are  out  of  place.  The  manuscript  from  which 
they  were  transcribed  into  the  Book  of  Fees  is  itself  merely  a  copy,  immediately 
following  a  copy  of  a  document  relating  to  Berkshire.  Hence  the  error  which 
caused  a  version  of  this  Worcestershire  list  to  be  entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees 
under  Berkshire. 

Although  the  origin  of  List  A.  has  not  been  ascertained,  there  are  some 
clues  with  regard  to  its  date.  Ralph  de  Mortimer,  one  of  the  overlords 
mentioned  in  it,  succeeded  his  brother  Hugh  in  1227.1  He  was  dead  in  1246.2 
The  services  of  Robert  de  Clifton,  who  is  entered  here  as  one  of  the  tenants 
of  William  de  Stuteville,  were,  in  1243,  transferred  by  him  to  Hugh  de 
Mortimer.3  The  list,  therefore,  seems  to  belong  to  the  period  for  which  fuller 
lists,  made  in  connexion  with  the  Aid  for  the  marriage  of  the  King's  sister 
and  the  scutage  of  Gascony  are  available  for  comparison. 

In  1236,  the  receivers  of  the  Aid  in  Worcestershire  became  responsible  for 
money  levied  on  part  of  a  fee  held  by  Stephen  of  Elmbridge  under  William 
de  Stuteville.4  This  Stephen  may  fairly  be  identified  with  Stephen  fitz  Isnard 
who,  in  1220,  contributed  to  the  carucage  in  respect  of  ploughs  or  ploughlands 
at  Coleshill  in  Berkshire.5  In  1242,  he  is  represented  in  Worcestershire  by 
Isnard  of  Elmbridge,  and  in  Berkshire  by  Isnard  fitz  Stephen,  a  tenant  of 
William  de  Stuteville.  Inasmuch  then  as  the  lists  now  under  consideration 
give  Isnard  as  the  tenant  at  Elmbridge,  they  cannot  be  earlier  than  1236. 
Ralph  de  Toeni,  one  of  the  overlords  mentioned,  was  dead  in  1241. 6

On  the  15th  of  December  1236,  Alexander  of  Swereford,  archdeacon  of  Salop, 
a  baron  of  the  Exchequer,  issued  writs  to  the  different  sheriffs  of  England, 
directing  them  to  make  enquiry  at  their  next  county  courts  concerning  the 
tenants  and  the  values  of  lands  formerly  held  by  Normans,  Bretons  and  other 
aliens  in  their  respective  bailiwicks.1  As  the  returns  were  to  be  delivered 
at  the  Exchequer  by  the  3rd  of  February  following,  the  date  of  the  enquiry 
is  fixed  within  a  few  weeks. 

None  of  the  original  returns  have  survived,  and  only  three  of  them  are 
entered  in  the  Book  of  Fees.  Those  from  the  sheriffs  of  Devon  and  Essex 
and  Hertford  are  prefaced  by  copies  of  the  writ,  and  that  from  the  sheriff  of 
Oxford  cites  some  of  its  words.  These  three  returns  can  therefore  be  assigned 
to  the  month  of  January  1237. 

Further  information  with  regard  to  this  enquiry  is  available  from  another 
source.  A  book  compiled  at  the  Exchequer  in  the  thirteenth  century,  but 
now  preserved  at  the  British  Museum,  contains  a  section  headed  :— "  Inquisi- 
tiones  de  seriantiis  et  terris  Normannorum,"  a  heading  which  would  have 
applied  better  to  the  returns  of  1244.2  Here,  however,  we  find  abstracts  of 
the  returns  of  1237  from  the  sheriffs  of  Oxford  and  Essex  and  Hertford  which 
are  given  more  fully  in  the  Book  of  Fees,  and  similar  abstracts  relating  to  the 
counties  of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon,  Lincoln,  Surrey,  Gloucester,  Sussex, 
Nottingham  and  Derby,  Rutland,  and  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  Curiously  enough, 
there  is  no  abstract  of  the  contemporary  return  from  Devon. 

All  these  abstracts  were  printed  in  1896,  in  an  appendix  to  the  edition  of 
the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  but  without  any  marginal  date.3  Those  of 
them  which  supplement  the  three  returns  transcribed  in  the  Book  of  Fees 
are  reprinted  below  with  a  few  emendations.

An  entry  on  the  Close  Roll  of  6  September  1240  shows  that  an  enquiry  was 
held  into  the  administration  of  the  King's  manor  of  Alton,  after  the  removal 
of  Walter  de  Burgo  from  the  custody  of  crown  lands  which  had  been  com- 
mitted to  him  in  1236. 1  The  following  document  seems  to  give  the  results  of 
like  enquiries  in  the  manors  of  Ospringe,  co.  Kent,  and  Essendon  and 
Bayford,  co.  Hertford.  There  are  two  small  membranes,  one  of  which  has 
slits  for  slips  bearing  the  seals  of  the  jurors. 

The  return  for  Essendon  and  Bayford  is  entered  irregularly  and  appears 
to  be  incomplete.

Warner  Engayn  and  Walter  de  Burgo  were,  in  1236,  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  all  the  King's  lands  and  to  make  enquiry  as  to  their  value.1  The 
former  was  dead  in  1253,  when  his  brother,  James  Engayn,  arranged  to  dis- 
charge his  debt  to  the  Exchequer  in  half-yearly  instalments  of  5/.2  The  latest 
year  mentioned  in  the  following  rough  notes  is  1242.

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UNCERTAIN    DATES. 

The  two  following  documents  give  the  names  and  the  rents  of  the  free 
tenants  of  certain  religious  houses  in  the  counties  of  Oxford  and  Essex  and 
Hertford.  They  may  be  fragments  of  a  general  survey  of  ecclesiastical 
revenues  made  during  the  period  of  the  Interdict  (A.D.  1208-1213)1.  As 
most  of  the  holdings  mentioned  were  small,  it  is  difficult  to  identify  their 
owners,  but  various  names  corresponding  to  those  in  these  lists  may  be  found 
in  the  Feet  of  Fines  for  Essex  of  the  reigns  of  Richard  I  and  John,  and  in 
early  documents  transcribed  in  the  Chartulary  of  Eynsham  Abbey.

The  following  is  a  list  of  persons  who  held  land  in  the  north-eastern  part  of 
Cambridgeshire,  and  the  adjoining  part  of  Norfolk  of  the  bishop  of  Ely  and 
other  ecclesiastics  either  by  military  service  or  in  free  socage. 

Richard  of  Melksham,  who  is  mentioned  in  it  as  holding  a  quarter  of  a  fee 
at  Elm  and  Wisbeach,  may  be  identified  with  a  person  of  that  name  who, 
in  1230,  received  from  Hugh,  bishop  of  Ely,  a  grant  in  tail  of  two  carucates 
of  land  there,  to  be  held  by  the  service  of  a  third  of  a  fee  in  lieu  of  his  former 
service  of  an  eighth  of  a  fee.  1  Jocelyn  of  Walpole,  who  is  mentioned  as  holding 
lands  at  various  places,  seems  to  have  lost  them  in  1216,  either  by  death  or 
forfeiture.2 

The  document  may  date  from  the  time  of  the  papal  Interdict  on  England 
(1208-1213).

The  following  document  consists  of  four  sections,  of  which  the  first  relates 
to  the  hundreds  of  Framland,  Goscote  and  Gartree,  and  the  other  three  to 
the  hundred  of  Framland  alone. 

The  first  section  gives  the  number  of  carucates  in  the  different  towns  and 
sometimes  the  names  of  the  fiefs  to  which  they  belonged  and  the  tenants. 
The  second  section  shows  the  amount  of  Sheriff's  Aid  payable  by  various 
places.  The  third  section  enumerates  the  townships  which  owed  suit  to  the 
court  of  the  hundred  or  the  county.  The  fourth  section  shows  the  payments 
due  for  view  of  frank  pledge. 

There  are  very  few  personal  names  in  the  document  which  can  indicate  its 
date.  Henry  de  Tibetot  and  Stephen  of  Segrave  who  are  mentioned  in  it 
were  presumably  the  men  of  those  names  who  died  in  1241. 1  The  whole 
document  may  have  been  based  upon  materials  preserved  in  the  sheriff's 
office.2
